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Yavapai-Apache Nation Distributes $80,526 to Camp Verde 


The Yavapai-Apache Na- 
tion presented a check in 
the amount of $80,526 to 
the Town of Camp Verde 
February 17 at a regularly 
scheduled Council meeting. 
The distribution represented 
a portion of the 12 per- 
cent contribution outlined 
in Proposition 202, passed 
during the 2002 November 
election, which allowed In- 
dian Gaming to continue in 
Arizona. 

After reviewing the 
Town’s request, the Nation 
opted to fund the Town’s 
specific requests for a Camp 
Verde School District tutor, 
and for the community pool 
and library construction. 

Yavapai-Apache Nation 
Vice Chairman Norman 
Smith who presented the 
check to the Town stated, 
“The Nation chose to fund 
these programs because 
these are programs that ben- 
efitted both communities.” 

The Vice Chairman went

on to describe how pleased 
he was that the relationship 
between the Nation and 
Town was becoming less 
of a government-to-govern- 
ment relationship and more 
of a community relation- 
ship, with both sides work- 


ing together towards the 
same goals. 

Mayor Bob Burnside ac- 
cepted the check on behalf 
of the Town of Camp Verde 
and thanked the Nation for 
their contribution to the 
Town.

Fish and Wildlife Service Removes 
Endangered Species Act Protection From 
Arizona’s Desert Nesting Bald Eagles 

PHOENIX - The U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service is acting 
to remove Endangered Species 
Act protection from Arizona’s 
desert nesting bald eagles. Al- 
most two years after U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Mary Mur- 
guia’s March 5, 2008 rejection 
of the agency’s last attempt 
in 2007, a similar decision by 
Fish and Wildlife has been re- 
leased for publication in tomor- 
row’s Federal Register. Today 
the agency also filed a request 
with the U.S. District Court to 
remove an injunction currently 
in place to protect the eagle. 

“We conclude that the best 
information available does not 
indicate that persistence in the 
ecosystem of the Sonoran Des- 
ert Area is important to the spe- 
cies as a whole,” the new Fish 
and Wildlife decision states. 

But no recognized bald ea- 
gle expert agrees with that as- 
sertion, as no expert agreed 
with the Service’s earlier 2007 
decision to remove protec- 
tion. “The science and the law 
have not changed, but sadly, 
neither have the politics,” says 
Dr. Robin Silver with the Cen- 
ter for Biological Diversity. “If 
the decision stands, it will be 
a death sentence for our desert 
nesting bald eagles. We’re anx- 
ious to get back into court to 
save these magnificent birds.” 

On January 4, 2007, the Cen- 
ter and Maricopa Audubon chal- 
lenged in court Fish and Wild- 
life’s August 2006 attempt to re- 
move protection, and protection 
for the eagles was reinstated. 

In her 2008 order reversing the 
agency’s attempt to remove pro- 
tection from the eagles, Judge 
Murguia concluded: 

“...it appears that FWS par- 
ticipants in the July 18, 2006 
conference call received 
‘marching orders’ and were di- 
rected to find an analysis that 
fit with a negative 90-day find- 
ing on the DPS status of the 
desert bald eagle. These facts 
cause the Court to have no con- 
fidence in the objectivity of the 
agency’s decision making pro- 
cess in its August 30, 2006 90- 
day finding.” 

Today’s Fish and Wildlife 
Service decision is similarly 
unsupported by science.

The San Carlos Apache Tribe, 
Yavapai-Apache Nation, Tonto 
Apache Tribe, Fort McDowell 
Yavapai Nation, and Salt River 
Pima-Maricopa Indian Commu- 
nity all joined the earlier lawsuit 
to help protect the desert nesting 
bald eagle; all are committed to 
do so again. 

Background on the eagle 

The desert nesting bald eagle 
is an icon of the Southwest’s 
desert rivers, and only about 
50 breeding pairs survive. The 
population is reproductively, 
geographically, biologically, 
and behaviorally distinct from 
all other bald eagle popula- 
tions, since no other bald ea- 
gle population occupies habi- 
tat so hot and dry - an adapta- 
tion that’s critically important 
as global warming becomes in- 
creasingly problematic for spe- 
cies survival. No other popula- 
tion of bald eagles will move 
in if this population disappears, 
and that will result in a signifi- 
cant gap in the overall bald-ea- 
gle range. 

Unique and significant pop- 
ulations and their habitat qual- 
ify for Endangered Species Act 
protection with a designation as 
a “distinct population segment” 
or DPS. For more than three 
decades, desert nesting bald ea- 
gles have been recognized as 
a unique population, different 
from bald eagles elsewhere. 

Desert eagles experience 


high levels of mortality of both 
adults and juveniles and are fac- 
ing increasing threats, includ- 
ing Prescott’s efforts to remove 
water from the Upper Verde 
River. Independent of increas- 
ing threats to habitat, population 
viability studies show likelihood 
of this population’s extinction 
within the next century without 
increased protection. 

Also, the desert eagle popu- 
lation is highly dependent on 
protection by heroic on-the- 
ground chaperones from the 
Nest Watch program. From 
1983 to 2005, the NestWatch 
program has been responsi- 
ble for saving 9.4 percent of 
all young eagles fledged in 
Arizona. In the areas of direct 
NestWatch protection, higher 
levels of productivity are ob- 
served. Breeding areas around 
the core Salt and Verde River 
confluence area display higher 
reproductive rates and less 
nestling mortality than breed- 
ing areas elsewhere. 

Most of the NestWatch 
money comes from manda- 
tory Endangered Species Act 
funding. Three of the largest 
funders, Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, Fish and Wildlife Service, 
and Salt River Project, have al- 
ready expressed doubts about 
continuation of their contri- 
bution if Endangered Species 
Act protection is removed from 
these vulnerable birds.

Dear Editor: 

I am in receipt of a sur- 
vey distributed by the admin- 
istration regarding the Reve- 
nue Allocation Plan which ask 
whether a juvenile should com- 
plete their educational require- 
ments before receiving their 
trust account money. In addi- 
tion there are options for tribal 
members to decide for their 
children whether the matter of 
a high school diploma or its’ 
equivalent (GED) should sat- 
isfy this requirement. Finally, 
the option of dispensing the 
tmst payments without any re- 
quirements. 

This matter of deciding for a 
minor how their money should 
be distributed when they reach 
their official emancipation 
age wreaks of another form of 
paternalism instituted by the 
B.I.A. This Nation always touts 


the concept of tribal sover- 
eignty and this matter of impos- 
ing some form of stiff guide- 
lines by well-meaning tribal 
members who may not have 
any children being affected by 
this concern clearly shows that 
we, as a Nation haven’t been 
emancipated by the bureau- 
cratic strangle hold of Washing- 
ton. We continue to invent new 
rules for ourselves that clearly 
stifle our social systems. 

If a person is able to volun- 
teer for the military at the age 
of 18 years of age and go to 
Irag or Afhaganistan and pos- 
sibly get killed while serving 
their country, then, I believe 
this person has every right to 
receive their trust account pay- 
ment the day they turn 18 years 
old without a high school di- 
ploma or GED. With respect 
to females, some conceive a 


child out of wedlock at an early 
age before they turn 18 years 
old. Maybe these savings can 
serve them in a useful manner 
without depleting the Nation’s 
money for tribal assistance. 
Placing roadblocks for these 18 
year old serves no purpose. 

Emancipated people, espe- 
cially those who reach 18 years 
of age, are the most controver- 
sial age group because adults 
still treat this age category as 
children. Anglo people kick 
their kids out of their homes 
when their offsprings turn 18 
years of age because they are 
considered emancipated. 

Let’s give this 18 year olds 
their money the day they turn 
18 and quite treating them like 
babies.

- Greetings from the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation, 
Executive Office. 

On February 1, the Coun- 
cil disbursed to all tribal 
members the 2009 Per Cap- 
ita payment. This was the 
first year the Nation distrib- 
uted the 5% interest accru- 
ing in the gaming invest- 
ment account, which al- 
lowed for one of the largest 
per capita payments the Na- 
tion has disbursed to date. 
With the United States con-

tinuing to struggle to create 
jobs and stimulate the econ- 
omy, the Council is grateful 
that the Nation is able to as- 
sist tribal members with this 
small contribution to their 
household income. 

In 2003 the Nation nego- 
tiated with the State of Ari- 
zona to enter into a Tribal- 
State compact for the oper- 
ation of a Class III gaming 
facility, which compact re- 
quired the Nation to share 
a portion of its gaming rev- 
enue with the state and lo- 


cal governments. This past 
month, the Nation distrib- 
uted over $156,000 of those 
gaming revenues to the local 
towns to be used towards 
projects that we felt would 
benefit both communities. 
The construction of a com- 
munity library and swim- 
ming pool are projects that 
we hope our tribal members 
will utilize frequently in the 
near future. 

I am proud to report that 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
recently awarded the Nation 


$130,000 in funding to be 
used towards technical ex- 
perts for the water negotia- 
tions FY2009. We continue 
to work with the appointed 
Federal Water Rights As- 
sessment Team and hope to 
have the Team converted to 
a Federal Water Rights Ne- 
gotiation Team in the very 
near future. We all know 
that water is life, and I am 
committed to ensuring that 
the river continues to flow 
for today’s generation and 
tomorrow’s generation. 


Lastly, we celebrated Ex- 
odus Day recently and I’d 
like to thank everyone who 
helped organize and put the 
event together. It takes a 
lot of commitment and hard 
work from a lot of people 
to put this celebration to- 
gether every year and I per- 
sonally thank each and ev- 
ery person, from the house- 
keepers at The Lodge to the 
dance groups to the spon- 
sors. Thank you for your 
hard work and dedication.

Every 10 years the Federal 
law requires an official count 
of the population of the United 
States called the Census. To 
obtain this count, the Census 
Bureau sends out question- 
naires or in some cases vis- 
its your home. The Yavapai- 
Apache Nation tribal govern- 
ment requested that the Cen- 
sus Bureau employee visit 
each house on the reserva- 
tion to complete the question- 
naires. 

During 1990 the Census Bu- 
reau created a Tribal Govern- 
ments Liaison Program. Joni 
Smith the Nation’s Enrollment 
Manager serves as the essen- 
tial contact among the Census 
Bureau and the Nation. The 
Liaisons are main players in 
implementing the tribal and 
Census Bureau collaboration 
for Census 2010. They coor- 
dinate with tribal government 
officials, tribal planners, and 
tribal and local agency staff 
including the Census Bureau 
staff. 

“The first population cen- 


sus was taken in 1790 in the 
United States. It was not until 
1860, American Indians were 
counted, but as a separate pop- 
ulation category. 1890- 1950’s 
the census-takers used obser- 
vation to recognize American 
Indians and Alaska Natives. 
In 1980 the Census Bureau be- 
gan to collaborate with tribal 
governments to seek partici- 


pation on the census process. 
In 1990 the Census Bureau in- 
creased its collaboration with 
American Indian and Alaska 
Natives.” 

During the 2011 Census all 
information is strictly confi- 
dential under the authority of 
Title 13 of the United States 
Code. “It cannot be shared 
with any tribal officials, tribal 


police, trial courts, local or 
federal government agencies 
including but not limited to 
the IRS, FBI, BIA, Welfare, 
or Immigration.” The Presi- 
dent of the United States can- 
not even view the information 
gathered. If the confidential 
agreement is broken the pen- 
alty for breach has a fine lead- 
ing up to a $250,000 and up to 


a five-year prison term. 

Benefits for the tribes in- 
clude economic development, 
ensure fair distribution of Fed- 
eral and State resources and 
provide an external political 
impact. Provide tribal gov- 
ernments with detailed sum- 
mary information about tribal 
residents, including economic, 
housing, education, and re- 
lated topics. Ensure equita- 
ble allocation of Federal and 
state resources that are based 
on census data. Provide op- 
portunities for greater exter- 
nal political impact, to the ex- 
tent that census data are used 
for reapportioning boundaries 
for both Federal congressio- 
nal and state legislative dis- 
tricts. The United State Con- 
gress applies the census to- 
tals to decide how many seats 
your state will have in the 
United States House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

The Yavapai-Apache Nation 
supports participation in the 
Census 2010, by approval of 
Resolution No. 156-09 passed 
on August 30, 2009. The doc- 
ument states, “The Census 


will provide the Nation, and 
all American Indian Nations, 
an historic opportunity to ex- 
pand its representation and 
voice in Congress and State 
Government and annual fund- 
ing allocations of over Four 
Billion Dollars in federal and 
state aid...” 

How Do Native Ameri- 
cans Answer the Question 
on Race? 

“Each individual who re- 
sponds to the census decides 
on his/her racial identity. 
Native Americans are also 
asked to provide the name 
of their principal or enrolled 
tribe. The full name of the 
tribe must be given, such as 
“Yavapai-Apache Nation”. If 
the full name does not fit in 
the space given, continue the 
name outside of the space. If 
the full name of the tribe is 
not given, the Census Bureau 
cannot give the correct tribe 
credit for that tribal member. 

For the household to be 
considered a Native Ameri- 
can household, the first person 
listed on the form must be Na- 
tive American.

The following is a brief de- 
scription of Contract Health 
Service (CHS) provided thru 
the Phoenix Indian Medical 
Center (PIMC).

low. Once you have called in 
your prescriptions, notify the 
Yavapai-Apache Health Center 
(YAHC), so we can put your 
name on our prescription list. 
YAHC will fax down the list 
to PIMC the following morn- 
ing to have your medications 
placed in the Camp Verde box. 
Once YAHC has received your 
medications, YAHC will call 
you, and we will only keep the 
medications for 10 days. If 
you do not pick up medications 


after the 10 days your medica- 
tions will be returned to PIMC. 

If you do not have refills, 
please call the Yavapai-Apache 
Health Center (YAHC) at

567-2168 prior to running 
out, since the Doctor may have 
to approve your medications.

Members of the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation reached out 
to local students to educate 
them about the Nation’s Ex- 
odus Day event which com- 
memorates the 1875 forced 
removal of the Yavapai and 
Apache People from the 
Verde Valley and their sub- 
sequent return, beginning in 
the early 1900’s. 

Approximately 300 Min- 
gus Union High School stu- 
dents participated in a one 
and a half hour presentation 
which included flute mu- 
sic by tribal member Don 
Decker, Apache and Yavapai 
history storytelling and a 
short film by tribal member 
Rod Halstead. 

Shelly Kitchen, Mingus 
Union High School Coun- 
selor stated, “This was the 
first time a lot of students 
heard that part of Verde Val- 
ley history. I thought the 
kids were really engaged, it 
was something about their 
own community.” She went 
on to state, “I overheard one 
child say they had heard 
about the Trail of Tears but 
they’d never realized some- 
thing like that had happened 
in their own community.” 

Rachel Hood, Yavapai-

ognized tribe who reside on 
or near the reservation estab- 
lished for the local tribe(s) in 
geographic areas called con- 
tract health service delivery ar- 
eas (CHSDAs). 

• The eligibility require- 
ments are strict for CHS care 
than for direct services. 

• Not all Native Americans 
are eligible for CHS funds. 

• Non-Indians are ineligible 
for any CHS funding, unless 
Non-Indian is pregnant with 
eligible Indian child. 

• CHS process self-referrals 
(ER visits), patient transfers 
from PIMC & non-emergent 
referrals. 

• Eligibility is determined 
by federal regulation (eligibil- 
ity criteria). 

• There are six (6) eligibility 
criteria. Patients must meet all 
six (6) criteria for each episode 
of care to be eligible for CHS 
funding. 

CHS six (6) Eligibility Cri- 
teria 

1. Enrolled member and In- 
dian Descent 


• The patient must be a 
member of the Tribe or Tribes 
served by the local Contract 
Health Service Delivery Area 
(CHSDA). (42 CFR 136.23) 

2. Residency 

• The patient must live in 
his/her IHS or 638 facilities 
Contract Health Service De- 
livery Area (CHSDA). If the 
patient is living out of the area 
for more than 180 days, he or 
she is no longer eligible for 
CHS. (42 CFR 136.23) 

• Tribal members living 
within Yavapai County 

3. Medical Priority

Nation Begins 1-17 Boring Project 


A fter years of negotia- 
tions, the Nation has 
kicked off its boring 
project at Interstate 17 and the 
Middle Verde Road intersec- 
tion. The boring project is the 
culmination of three years of 
negotiations that included for- 
mer Arizona Governor Janet 
Napolitano, ADOT, EPA, OSHA 
and ADEQ to name a few. 

Negotiations for the project 
began during former Chairman 
Jamie Fullmer’s term, as part of 
an effort to develop the Nation’s 
commercial corridor along 
Middle Verde Road. The proj- 
ect allows the Nation to place 
infrastructure including natural 
gas, waste water, and telecom- 
munication lines into place at 
the four corner properties adja- 
cent to Interstate 17, including 
the Cliff Castle Casino, Distant 
Drums and Mobil/Sonic proper- 
ties. 

As part of the negotiations, 
Chairman Fullmer negotiated 
with ADOT to obtain a right-of-

Petitions are 
Presented to 
Tribal Council 

A group of approximately thirty tribal members 
presented three petitions to the Tribal Council 
at a regular Council meeting held Thursday, 
March 18, 2010. The group headed by tribal 
members Roberta Pavatea, Genevieve Wright and 
Rod Halstead demanded that the Council take 
action on three petitions: 1) an amendment to the 
Indian Gaming Revenue Allocation Plan, adopted 
November 4, 2004, to release by Resolution the 
principle of eight million dollars withheld the last 
five years from 2004 to 2009, as a one time dis- 
bursement, 2) to exclude the adult tribal members 
who have enrolled with the Nation the last five 
years from December 31, 2003 to December 31, 
2009 from receiving the disbursement of the eight 
million dollars, and 3) to amend the current per- 
centage of fifteen percent to thirty-five percent for 
Per Capita Disbursement. 

Pavatea presented the petitions to the Council 
and demanded that the Council immediately dis- 
burse the eight million dollars being held in an 
investment account. 

Pavatea argued that the Nation’s Revenue 
Allocation Plan (“RAP”) could be amended or 
repealed only by a majority vote of the Council as 
provided by the Nation’s Constitution and appli- 
cable Federal laws, and that any such amendments 
shall be by Resolution. 

When questioned by Vice Chairman Norman 
Smith whether the 293 signatures obtained on the 
petitions represented 25% of the eligible voters of 
the Tribe as required in the Nation’s Constitution 
under Article XIV - Referendum and Initiative, 
Pavatea stated, “This is the People’s petition, this 
is not an initiative.” Pavatea argued that accord- 
ing to the RAP, the People were petitioning the 
Council to amend the Resolution setting up the 
RAP. 

Throughout the session, Councilman Robert 
Jackson Sr. argued that he felt it was not “fair” to 
request the Council to make a decision on behalf 
of the approximately 2,200 tribal members, based 
on the opinion of 293 eligible voters. 

In response, Pavatea stated, “That’s why the 
petitions went around, that’s why a letter was sent 
out.” 

Halstead stated, “Out of all the people I talked 
to, we’re looking at the high 98 percentile. They 
want their money.” “That is a true representative.” 

The debate continued for almost three hours, 
with tribal members voicing their opinions both 
for and against the petitions: 

Donna Nightpipe stated, “$3,500 to $4,000 that’s 
a lot of money for each individual to be saving and 
it’s gonna be sitting there for the rest of our lives 
here, it might not benefit us, it’s gonna benefit 
the kids, but those kids aren’t gonna last forever 
anyway. The moneys gonna just keep building 
and building, for what for?” Nightpipe went on to 
explain that if individual tribal members wanted to 
save or reinvest their portion of the eight million 
dollars, they should do so as individuals. 

Marlene Gowan argued, “When they 
(Petitioners) say release it, the People don’t under- 
stand that this is a one time deal, once it’s gone it’s 
gone. The $2,000 that was given is gone. They 
get three to four thousand it’s gone. Next year 
they’re gonna want money from somewhere.” 
“How many did what they should with the $2,000 
they got this year?” Gowan argued that she was an 
elder living on a fixed income, but that she would 
rather have money to carry her through the future 
than a one time distribution. 

Neil Fewis stated, “That money is in there where 
nobody can touch it. We got our checks (per 
capita) over here the other day and they signed a 
little paper that says we want to take 5% of the 
money and after five years we’ll give it to you. 
You know what? It ain’t gonna be there. It’s not 
gonna be there. You better take your money and 
run. Before the Council or someone catches up 
with you.” 

The petitioning group argued that the increase in 
percentage of per capita payout would not affect 
the services provided to the membership, while the 
Council as a whole disagreed and pointed out that 
services would have to be cut, including: educa- 
tion, elder services, healthcare and housing, in 
order to compensate for the decrease in revenue 
that would be applied to the tribal government. 

In the end, the Council declined to vote on the 
petitions until a review of how the changes would

Food for thought 

2010 is an election year for 
the Yavapai-Apache Nation 
and it’s never too early to begin 
thinking about who you will be 
voting for. If you are thinking 
about submitting your name for 
consideration for the offices of 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman or 
Tribal Council, please do not 
waste our time with promises 
you won’t keep. If you’re al- 
ready employed with the Tribe, 
don’t run for office, please re- 
member it is a 24 hour/7 days 
a week elected position. Tribal 
members tend to forget that. 
Tribal members please don’t 
vote for an individual just be- 
cause he/she is your family 
member. 

When voting for an indi- 
vidual, think of the salary that 
will be paid — Did you know 
that salaries of the Executive 
Branch (Chair/Vice Chairman) 
are approximately $100,000 per 
year and salaries of the Legis- 


lative Branch (Tribal Council 
members) are approximately 
$42,000 per year. Fringe ben- 
efits include health insurance, 
paid holidays, per diem, and 
travel expenses. Compared to 
the State of Arizona, state leg- 
islature salaries are approxi- 
mately $24,000 a year. The 
voters of Arizona tend to vote 
“no” with respect to pay raises 
for Arizona State Legislature. 

The Yavapai-Apache Nation 
is in dire need of a transparent 
government. As tribal mem- 
bers, it is our right to know the 
status of governmental pro- 
grams, grants-in-aid, program 
reductions and most impor- 
tantly the status of La Posta 
and Santa Ysabel Casinos. Will 
the Yavapai-Apache Nation 
ever be repaid? 

This, and former adminis- 
trations have not followed the 
oath of office in protecting the 
interests of tribal members or 
in protecting our tribal sover- 
eignty. Foolish spending and 
personal prejudices have been 


and are the normal course of 
“business-as-usual” that gets 
in the way of a “what could 
be” a productive course for the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation Tribal 
Members. It is time for change 
and the bottom line is: THINK 
before you run for office and 
KNOW your candidate before 
you vote!

Think carefully about 
petitions 

Dear Editor: 

Currently, there are signa- 
ture petitions being circulated 
to access the savings program 
that was established under the 
Revenue Allocation Plan (aka 
R.A.P.) in 2004. In a public 
meeting this year, a statement 
was made by the administra- 
tion that this amount was $8 
million. 

One aspect of these petitions 
I totally disagree with is the 
matter concerning the denial of 
distribution of funds to tribal 


members who were enrolled in 
the Nation after the 2004 date. 
Members are being asked to 
sign this petition that will deny 
any distribution to approxi- 
mately 480 adults and children 
because they enrolled after the 
R.A.P. agreement was estab- 
lished. 

Since the current accumu- 
lated funds are generated by 
a saving program with inter- 
ests, all of those who are being 
identified for exclusion in the 
circulating petition, contribut- 
ed to the savings program and 
are actually beneficiaries of 
the current savings program. In 
other words, you can not arbi- 
trarily undo an on-going busi- 
ness transaction through this 
savings program by reversing 
or excluding certain members 
from participating after their 
enrollment was considered in 
the gaming compact. Since 
the number of machines at the 
casino is based on the num- 
ber of Yavapai-Apache Nation 
members enrolled, to deny or 


undo a certain group’s partici- 
pation in any distribution of 
the per capita would border on 
outright robbery. 

To exclude 480 members 
in the distribution of approxi- 
mately $8 million dollars 
would only add another $1,000 
dollars to the existing member- 
ship’s distribution of the final 
amount if the $8 million were 
distributed. I ask, is $1,000 
worth all of the lawsuits that 
will arrive in the Nation’s court 
if this petition passes? It may 
take years before 480 cases are 
heard in the court! Think about 
this. 

Many of these adults who 
may be denied per capita dis- 
tribution (if they were enrolled 
after 2004) are the sons and 
daughters (and grand children) 
of long- time residents of the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation and 
many of whom that are no 
longer with us. Many of these 
elders were responsible for the 
establishment of the gaming 
activities on our Nation which 


began its planning as far back 
as 1981 when bingo began on 
Indian reservations 15 years 
before the doors opened at the 
casino. 

Petitioner signers need to 
take a hard look at the exclu- 
sionary petition because it may 
affect their immediate relatives 
as well. 

Don’t let these dollar signs 
confuse you. You need to think 
about who you are and how 
you belong to this community 
without discriminating against 
your own people. The Yavapai- 
Apache people are all one: 
together, we marched to San 
Carlos and back in the 1800’s 
and blood was spilled so that 
we can enjoy these benefits 
that we have today. 

Think carefully before you 
sign any petitions that deny 
equal excess for tribal mem- 
bers who are recognized on 
the official roles as Yavapai- 
Apache.

Children of The Montessori Children’s House visit Fort Verde State Historic Park

ing and colorfully described 
life in Camp Verde 130 years 
ago. The children pretended 
they were soldiers and paraded 
through the “Parade Grounds” 
and headed into the many dif- 
ferent “quarters”. They were 
especially interested in the 
“children’s rooms” and the 
“striker’s room”. 

The children were able 
to taste a “hard tack”. This 
cracker was used to help sus- 
tain the soldiers when they 
made a long journey. It had 
very little flavor and was quite 
hard, they had to suck on it 
until it dissolved. It was very 
different from the Cheez Itz 
and Ritz Crackers the children 
eat today. 


The children were excited 
to see how “the hand washing 
work” we have at school was 
actually how people used to 
was their hands! It involves 
many more steps than turn- 
ing on a sink and squirting out 
some liquid soap. The chil- 
dren at The Montessori Chil- 
dren’s House use real ceramic 
basins and pitchers for hand 
washing . 

We are thankful to have had 
the opportunity to experience 
a day in the of a Camp Verde 
resident over 130 years ago!! 
We would also like to thank 
the volunteers and workers of 
Fort Verde. The children re- 
ally enjoyed learning about 
the history of Fort Verde State 
Historic Park.

Statement by the President on the Reauthorization 
of the Indian Health Care Improvement Act 

Earlier today, I signed into law the Patient Protection 
and Affordable Care Act, the health insurance reform bill 
passed by Congress. In addition to reducing our defi- 
cit, making health care affordable for tens of millions of 
Americans, and enacting some of the toughest insurance 
reforms in history, this bill also permanently reauthorizes 
the Indian Health Care Improvement Act, which was first 
approved by Congress in 1976. As a Senator, I co-spon- 
sored this Act back in 2007 because I believe it is unac- 
ceptable that Native American communities still face gap- 
ing health care disparities. Our responsibility to provide 
health services to American Indians and Alaska Natives 
derives from the nation-to-nation relationship between 
the federal and tribal governments. And today, with this 
bill, we have taken a critical step in fulfilling that respon- 
sibility by modernizing the Indian health care system and 
improving access to health care for American Indians and 
Alaska Natives.

The Community Wellness 
Program department spon- 
sored a workshop. The work- 
shop provided information 
on nutrition, physical activ- 
ity, tobacco/diabetes, gesta- 
tional diabetes, and heart dis- 
ease/diabetes. The workshop 
had a great outcome of an 
attendance of 45 people. It 
was located at the Cliff Cas- 
tle Casino Lodge, the semi- 
nar included a healthy lunch 
and incentives for participate. 
The incentives were a pair 
of Nike Shoes, a garden set, 
and among other items. Also, 
throughout the workshop each 
instructor designated an audi- 
ence member to demonstrate 
stretch. While they stretched 
out the presenters explained 
the value of stretching on reg- 
ular basis. The presenters 
were Cindy Nahee, Rene Gon- 
zales, April Caballero, Jerry 
Whagado, and David Kwail. 

Diabetes Program Co- 
ordinator Cindy Nahee — 
Healthy Heart 

Cindy Nahee explains the 
significant of taking care of 
your heart when you have di- 
abetes. Also, how diabetes is 
closely associated with heart 
and vascular disease. She ex- 
pressed the consequence of 
not taking care of your heart 
can lead to a high risk for 
heart attacks, strokes, and high 
blood pressure. Also, the dis- 
ease of heart is the most com- 
mon causes of mortality with 
American Indian or Alaska 
Native in the United States. 
Cindy Nahee explained the 
importance of controlling high 
cholesterol, high blood pres- 


sure, and maintaining your 
diet and nutrition. Ameri- 
can Heart Association wrote 
about, “Heart Attack Warn- 
ing Signs” and that “Most 
heart attacks start slowly, with 
mild pain or discomfort. Of- 
ten people affected aren’t sure 
what’s wrong and wait too 
long before getting help. Here 
are signs that can mean a heart 
attack is happing: 

• Chest discomfort. Most 
heart attacks involve discom- 
fort in the center of the chest 
that lasts more than a few 
minutes, or that goes away 
and comes back. It can feel 
like uncomfortable pressure, 
squeezing, fullness or pain. 

• Discomfort in other areas 
of the upper body. Symptoms 
can include pain or discomfort 
in one or both arms, the back, 
neck, jaw, or stomach. 

• Shortness of breath with 
or without chest discomfort 

• Other signs may include 
breaking out in a cold sweat, 
nausea or lightheadedness” 

CHR/WIC Program Co- 
ordinator Rene Gonzales — 
Gestational Diet/Nutrition 

Rene Gonzales provided in- 
formation about women with 
high blood sugar (glucose) 
levels during pregnancy. She 
explained during pregnancy 
about 4% of pregnant women 
will have gestational diabetes. 
Rene Gonzales said it happens 
when your body is not able to 
construct and utilizes all the 
insulin it needs for pregnancy. 
This causes the glucose to 
build up in the blood to high 
levels, called hyperglycemia. 

Community Health Repre- 
sentative April Caballero— 
Physical Activities 


April Caballero talked about 
the significance of physi- 
cal activities. She explained 
physical activity plays an im- 
portant part in preventing and 
controlling type 2 diabetes. In 
the American Diabetes Asso- 
ciation article about Physical 
activity will benefit the fol- 
lowing: 

• Helps keep your blood 
glucose, blood pressure, HDL 
cholesterol and triglycerides 
on target 

• Lowers your risk for pre- 
diabetes, type 2 diabetes, heart 
disease, and stroke 

• Relieves stress 

• Strengths your heart, mus- 
cles and bones 

• Improves your blood cir- 
culation and tones your mus- 
cles 

• Keeps your body and your 
joints flexible 

Tobacco Education/Pre- 
vention Coordinator Jerry 
Whagado— Tobacco and Dia- 
betes 

Jerry Whagado gave a 
speech on tobacco and diabe- 
tes. He explained the history 
of tobacco. The tribes used 
tobacco for spiritual ceremo- 
nies. Jerry stated tobacco use 
leads most commonly to dis- 
eases affecting the heart and 
lungs, with smoking being 
a major risk factor for heart 
attacks, strokes, chronic ob- 
structive pulmonary disease 
(COPD), emphysema, and 
cancer (particularly lung can- 
cer, cancers of the larynx and 
mouth, and pancreatic can- 
cer). 

The CHR/Wellness Pro- 
gram Manager David Kwail 

David Kwail concluded the

Head Lice (Pediculosis) 


What is it? 

Lice are parasitic insects 
that can be found on people’s 
head, body, or genital area. 
They survive by feeding on 
human blood. There are three 
types of lice which can live on 
humans: (1) head louse, (2) 
body or clothes louse, and (3) 
“Crab” or pubic louse. Only 
the body louse is known to 
spread disease. 

How does head lice 
spread? 

Lice are more likely to 
spread by person-to-person 
contact and through the shar- 
ing of personal belongings 
such as hats, towels, brushes, 
hair ties, pillow, sheets, blan- 
kets, etc. 

Lice move by crawling; 


they cannot hop or fly. Adult 
head lice generally cannot sur- 
vive for more than 24 hours 
without human blood. With- 
out their blood meal the lice 
and/or nits (eggs) will die. 
Pets do not play a role in the 
spread of human lice. 

Who is at risk? 

EVERYONE! Head lice 
are found worldwide. In the 
US, outbreaks of head lice are 
most common among children 
attending childcare, preschool, 
elementary school, and among 
household members of in- 
fected children. 

Having head lice is not a 
sign of poor hygiene, poor so- 
cial or economic status, or cul- 
tural background. 

Symptoms 


The most common sign 
a person has head lice is an 
itchy scalp. If you notice your 
child repeatedly scratching his 
or her head, check for lice. 
However, an infected child 
may not complain of itch- 
ing. It is common practice for 
schools to warn parents of a 
lice outbreak. If the school 
notifies you of an outbreak, 
check your child often, even if 
you do not notice any signs. 

How do I check for head 
lice? 

Begin by inspecting the 
scalp, the nape of the neck 
and behind the ears. Look 
for small white or yellowish- 
brown nits (eggs) attached

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Rubella: Forgotten but not gone 


Would you be frightened 
of an infection that causes 
blindness, deafness, brain 
damage and heart defects? 
Then rubella should frighten 
you. 

Many people also refer to 
rubella by the name of Ger- 
man measles. 

Arizona had not had a 
case of rubella since 2000. 
However, in February 2010, 
rubella was diagnosed in an 
adult in Yavapai County who 
was infected during interna- 
tional travel. 

A single case of rubella is 
unlikely to cause an outbreak 
when most people are vacci- 
nated with Measles-Mumps- 
Rubella (MMR) vaccine. 
However the fewer vacci- 
nated people there are, the 
more likely it is that there 
could be secondary cases of 
rubella. 

Yavapai County is at 
higher risk for a rubella out- 
break (as well as a measles 



or mumps 
outbreak) 
because 
of the 
number 
of peo- 
ple in 
Yavapai 
County 
who have not received the 
MMR vaccine. 

According to Arizona De- 
partment of Health Ser- 
vices data collected during 
the 2008-2009 school year, 
nearly three times as many 
Kindergarten children in 
Yavapai County (7%) were 
not vaccinated against mea- 
sles, mumps, and rubella 
when compared to the rest 
of the children in Arizona 


(2.4%). 

Rubella is generally a mild 
disease unless a pregnant 
woman who is not immune 
becomes infected. 

If a pregnant woman is in- 
fected with rubella, her baby 


has a very high likelihood 
of “congenital rubella syn- 
drome” (CRS), an illness 
that causes blindness, deaf- 
ness, brain damage or heart 
defects. . 

Rubella used to be a com- 
mon infection in the United 
States. During 1964 and 
1965 rubella outbreaks in 
the United States caused an 
estimated 12.5 million cases 
of rubella and 20,000 cases 
of CRS which led to more 
than 11,600 babies born 
deaf, 11,250 fetal deaths, 
2,100 newborn deaths, 3,580 
babies born blind and 1,800 
babies born with brain dam- 
age. 

In recent years some peo- 
ple have made claims that 
it is better to not get vacci- 
nated. 

However, careful scien- 
tific studies have shown that 
diseases continue to be life- 
threatening and vaccines are 
very safe.

workshop by repeating the 
key points of each speaker. 
He stressed the importance of 
medical ID jewelry, value of 
exercise, the problem diabe- 
tes may cause, and maintain- 
ing your food intake. Also, 
he talked about his personal 
views of diabetes. He sug- 
gested increase daily exercise 
routes and watch your blood 
sugar levels. And how you 
can manage it and to check 
our eyes and feet on a daily 
basis. 

David stated in an emer- 
gency, when you might not be 
able to speck for yourself, the 
bracelet or necklace speaks 
for you and it’s a good idea to 
have a medical bracelet. The 
medical ID can avoid med- 
ical errors, ensures medical 
care within a timely manner 
and proper care. The brace- 
let or necklace can reassure 
the safety of the patient and 
bystander won’t ignore symp- 
toms. 

David Kwail explained 


the value of exercise. In the 
American Diabetes Associa- 
tion stated, “Regular, moder- 
ate exercise can delay, and in 
some cases prevent, the onset 
of type 2 diabetes. To gain 
maximum benefits, patients 
are often advised to exercise 
for about 30 minutes a day at 
least five days a week. It is 
important for individuals to 
consult their physician before 
starting an exercise program 
and to use more or less exer- 
tion as instructed.” 

Benefits 

• Lower glucose (blood 
sugar) 

• Reduced insulin resistance 

• Lower blood pressure 

• Improved cholesterol 

• Achievement and mainte- 
nance of a healthy weight 

• Fewer dietary restrictions 

• Decreased stress 

Diabetes can cause long- 
term complications such as 
heart, kidney, eye, and nerve 
disease. David stated, “The 
problems diabetes may cause 
the loss of your toes and you 
can’t get well as fast.” 

Regulating food intake is a 
crucial component of any dia- 
betes treatment. Controlling 


the symptoms is dependent on 
your body’s ability to balance 
blood glucose levels, which 
can only be done if you eat 
the right amounts and types 
of food. David stated, “When 
you drink a glass of juice, you 
should dilute it with water, 
drink 1% of milk, to reduce 
your fat intake.” David said, 
“others tips on eating habits is 
to change your salad dressing, 
cook healthy meals at home, 
and monitor yourself.” 

The Yoga Classes 

The YAN Diabetes Program 
sponsors yoga classes at the 
Clarkdale senior center every 
Wednesday at 10:00 am. Yoga 
will improve your flexibility, 
strength, posture, breathing, 
and stress reduction. Diabetes 
is highly avoidable through 
proper diet, exercise and life- 
style change. During the 
Cindy Nahee recognized sev- 
eral women in the audience 
who go to yoga every Wednes- 
day. The yoga principle on a 
healthy diet and stretch tech- 
niques that will help balance 
the endocrine system, tone the 
abdominal organs, stimulate 
both the nervous and circula- 
tory system and reduce stress.

The difference between dan- 
druff and lice is dandruff can 
easily slide off the hair, while 
lice and their eggs are firmly 
attached to the hair shaft with 
a sticky, waterproof substance 
that cannot be washed out or 
destroyed by blow-drying the 
hair. 

Nymph and adult lice 


are very tiny and can move 
quickly, which make it harder 
to find. The use of a fine- 
toothed comb can aid in comb- 
ing out live lice and nits. 

Nits must be manually 
combed out. If you are unsure 
a person has head lice, take 
him or her to their health care 
provider or local health de- 
partment. 

How do you treat head lice? 

1. N on-medicated/ non-pes- 
ticide. Treatment methods 
such as treating one’s head 
and scalp with mayonnaise, 
olive oil or Vaseline to physi- 
cally remove louse may work 
for some. 


This method does not kill 
the lice but will slow them 
down for easy removal. 

2. Pesticide-free sham- 
poos. Use this method before 
you decide to use the medi- 
cated shampoos. These are 
less toxic and some lice have 
shown resistance to the medi- 
cated shampoo. 

3. Medicated shampoo. 
Use this method if lice re- 
turn. Medicated shampoo are 
available over-the-counter and 
by prescription. Prescription 
shampoo should be used as a 
last resort. 

Follow directions exactly 
for best results. 
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Prevention and Control 

• Wash combs and brushes 
with soap and hot water or 
soak them in rubbing alcohol 
or disinfectant for one hour. 

• Machine wash and dry 
(using hottest cycles) pillow- 
cases, sheets, towels, cloth- 
ing/hats and blankets that have 
been used recently. 

• Items that cannot be 
washed should be tied in a 
plastic bag for 10-14 days. 
(Example: stuffed animals, 
toys, etc.) 

• Vacuum the carpet, includ- 
ing furniture, mattress and car- 
carriers. 

• Continue to monitor the 


person every 2-3 days to pre- 
vent lice from coming back. 

Recurrence 

• Immediate return of lice 
may mean resistance to treat- 
ment (medicine, shampoo) or 
person is heavily infected with 
lice. 

• When lice returns af- 
ter a week or more indicates 
nits were missed and have 
hatched. 

• When lice keeps return- 
ing, even after treatment, it in- 
dicates an unidentified source 
either at home or school.

World-renowned Native American and wildlife artist 
David C. Behrens returns to Cliff Castle Casino*Hotel 


David C. Behrens, the 
world-renowned Native Amer- 
ican and wildlife artist that has 
been commissioned for works 
at the Grand Canyon, Yellow- 
stone National Park, Badlands 
National Park and Mount 
Rushmore is returning to Cliff 
Castle Casino-Hotel for an ap- 
pearance. 

He will be on hand to sign 
prints of his work at Cliff Cas- 
tle Casino in Camp Verde on 
April 9 and 10. 

Behrens artwork can be 
seen at galleries throughout 
the country. He currently trav- 
els coast to coast and exhibits 
at many prestigious Indian art 
markets, as well as national 
parks across the country. He 
can also be seen regularly in 
such publications as South- 
west Art, Native Peoples, and 
Art Business News, and has 
an international following. 

As an illustration major at 
East Carolina University, Beh- 
rens made his first connection 
with Native Americans and 
their history. Some observ- 
ers wonder, with his heritage 


of Sicilian and German lines, 
how he can so accurately por- 
tray a people not his own. 

“I remember going to the li- 
brary to do some research on a 
painting and stumbling across 
some old photographs of Na- 
tive people,” he says. “The 
profound sense of pride mixed 
with sadness and longing in 
their faces spoke so sharply to 
me that I just could not put my 
paintbrush to canvas without 
painting one of these remark- 
able faces.” 

Behren’s love for paint- 
ing and his passion for pursu- 
ing truth emerge each time he 
starts a new piece. For him, 
creating what he calls “histori- 
cally accurate art” is no easy 
task. Many significant events 
in Native American history 
have been lost in our modern 
day curriculum. “The problem 
is not so much in the diluting 
of history, but in the total ab- 
sence thereof,” he said. 

His research breaks down 
into three distinct stages. First, 
he studies actual accounts 
from history through the

sources of trusted authors such My Heart at Wounded Knee 
as Dee Brown, author of Bury (1970) and other books detail-

ing the violent relationship be- 
tween Native Americans and 
American expansionism of the 
West. Next, he consults with 
historical societies to supple- 
ment these readings to put ev- 
erything in context. Finally, he 
seeks to converse with those 
who have ancestors who were 


actually involved in the 
events he portrays. 

Concerning technique, 
Behren’s dream-like, 
painted montages are the 
result of an oil glazing 
process that dates back to 
the Early Italian Renais- 
sance. 

Layers of translucent 
oil wash are built up, cre- 
ating a pleasing effect of 
images fading in and out 
of their surroundings. To 
create a sense or organic 
structure that has become 
the hallmark of his work, 
Behrens paints on a sur- 
face of gesso mixed with 
powdered marble. This 
also increases the lumi- 
nosity of his paintings. 

David C. Behrens will 
be signing copies of prints 
at Cliff Castle Casino’s Hunt 
and Gather Gift Shop on Fri- 
day, April 9, from l-4pm and 
6-9pm and Saturday, April 10, 
noon-6pm.

Tribal Artist Reflects on His Life 


as an Artist 


W hen first intro- 
duced to tribal art- 
ist Charles Decker, 
he appears to be a young man 
who just doesn’t quite fit in 
with the rest of the tribal youth 
residing on the reservation. 
He ’s a little eccentric and defi- 
nitely talkative, not the norm 
on the reservation, but once 
you get to know this young 
man, you realize he is a young 
man proud of his heritage and 
culture and an inspiration to 
tribal youth who strive to be 
artists. 

For years spray painting 
has been associated only to 
tagging and graffiti. Charles 
has introduced spray painting 
to our community as a form 
of art. If you ’ ve ever had the 
opportunity to view Charles 
paintings in person, you would 
realize that spray paint has 
come a long way from an alley 
wall. Charles ’ work is some 
of the most beautiful work I’ve 
seen from a person so young. 
His paintings are vibrant, 
unique and tailored to his au- 
dience.

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Diabetes Program Promotes Gardening

You might not know it, but 
the Yavapai-Apache Nation 
(YAN) has an organic garden 
located on the Middle Verde 
reservation. Diabetes Pro- 
gram Coordinator Cindy Na- 
hee manages the garden with 
the help of other community 
members. 

Nahee expresses that the 
garden’s purpose is to improve 
the community health and to 
understand the importance of 
gardening. Throughout the 
year the program grows sea- 
sonal crops for its community 
and departments. 

The diabetes garden has 
been around for about three 
years with increasing commu- 
nity involvement each year. 

The Verde Valley climate 
provides an opportunity to 
grow vegetables year round. 
Fall crops include garlic, bar- 
ley, wheat, radish, and lettuce, 
while summer provides corn, 


beans, squash, watermelon, 
chili, tomatoes, gourds, canta- 
loupe, and eggplants. 

A diversion ditch connected 
to the Verde River provides 
water to the garden. With wa- 
ter provided, the garden re- 
quires minimal maintenance. 
Weed pulling is scheduled 
once a week. 

The organic garden is grown 
without chemicals and uses 
nature to develop an ecosys- 
tem for the garden. The end 
results are an abundance of 
vigorous plants, bursting with 
vitamins and minerals (free of 
pesticides), creating healthier 
food for the community. 

Cindy Nahee said, “The gar- 
den’s main goal is to have the 
community and the youth in- 
volvement.” 

Community members, in- 
cluding youth, came out to 
help start this year’s summer 
crop. In the following week 
they will be learning about 
gardening and caring for the 
garden.

President Obama Makes History 


Legislation!! introduced to strengthen 
prevention and treatment of diabetes 
among American Indians, Native Alaskans 


(WASHINGTON, D.C.) - 
-- U.S. Senator Byron Dor- 
gan (D-ND), Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Indian 
Affairs, introduced legislation 
this week that would ramp up 
federal efforts to prevent and 
treat diabetes among Ameri- 
can Indians and Native Alas- 
kans. Joining Dorgan as lead 
co-sponsor are Senators Su- 
san Collins (R-ME), Dan- 
iel Inouye (D-HI) and Lisa 
Murkowski (R-AK). 

The legislation, S. 3058, 
targets one of the lead- 
ing health problems among 
American Indians and Native 
Alaskans. According to the 
U.S. Center for Disease Con- 
trol, 17 percent of all Ameri- 
can Indians and Native Alas- 
kans have diabetes - nearly 
one in five - the highest rate 
of any racial or ethnic group 
in America.

PHOENIX - Newly ob- 
tained documents reveal that 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
bald eagle experts have again 
been overruled by their politi- 
cal superiors in order to re- 
move Endangered Species Act 
protection for Arizona’s des- 
ert nesting bald eagles. An Au- 
gust 24, 2009, memo from Re- 
gional Fish and Wildlife Di- 
rector Benjamin Tuggle to As- 
sistant Fish and Wildlife Di- 
rector Gary Frazer states that 
the Arizona population “is 
discrete and significant” to 
the bald eagle population as 
a whole “based on its persis- 
tence in an unusual or unique 
[desert] ecological setting.” 
Tuggle’s memo summarizes 
more than 30 years of biologi- 
cal studies and the consensus 
of every recognized bald eagle 
expert. 

In a response dated Decem- 


for Type I diabetes at the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health 
(NIH) and a special preven- 
tion and treatment program 
for American Indians and Na- 
tive Alaskans through the In- 
dian Health Service (IHS).

But also, what I consider 
myself is a performing artist.

Do you sometimes feel like 
an entertainer as well as an 
artist? 

Yeah. I consider it enter- 
taining as well and I enjoy 
it.

I enjoy using this art form to 
entertain crowds. Especially 
for crowds that have never 
seen this art form. It’s amaz- 
ing the methods I use.

I’ve seen it some- 
where before, but I dive right 
in and figure it out. I teach 


myself. 

How did you expose your- 
self as an artist?

Thanks to a grant from the 
EPA through IHS and a federal 
stimulus grant, a new treat- 
ment plant is now being built 
behind the police and fire sta- 
tion in Middle Verde. 

The site is being excavated 
to accommodate a small office 
building along with the neces- 
sary apparatus that will filter 
the arsenic chemicals. Typical 
treatment plants feature 3 large 
containers measuring 10 feet 
in diameter and aggregates 
called “media”, a substance 
similar to sand, is placed in 
these containers which filter 
out the arsenic and the chlo- 
rine. The untreated water cir- 
culates through the 3 barrels 
for clarification. The media, 
which is expensive, has to be 
changed once a year since the 
media becomes contaminated 
with arsenic and chlorine ac- 
cording to plans stipulated in 
the operation’s budget. 

According to Herbert Tru- 
jillo, this construction also 
includes a new 200,000 gal- 
lon water tank to be located 
next to the current water tank 
east of the Nation’s boundar- 
ies. Trujillo anticipates that the 
treatment plant will be com- 
pleted by the end of this year. 

Based on the national EPA 


standards for safe-drinking 
water, Middle Verde’s arsenic 
water contamination has ex- 
ceeded the national standard 
by .10. EPA’s current standard 
is .10 whereas, current read- 
ings in Middle Verde has been 
at the .20 level. 

Documents had to be de- 
veloped by IHS to determine 
which kind of an arsenic treat- 
ment plant would work best 
for the Middle Verde location. 
The Tunlii housing area al- 
ready has an arsenic treatment 
plant located below the hous- 
ing area. The YAN commu- 
nities of Clarkdale and Camp 
Verde receive their water from 
the local city delivery systems 
in their respective commu- 
nities so they do not require 
such a filtration plant but arse- 
nic levels for those communi- 
ties are high as well. 

Now in process for 
two years, the arsenic treat- 
ment plant is being funded 
with a $309,000 grant from 
the Stimulus Grant activities 
as well as $403,000 matching 
funds from the EPA which was 
channeled through the IHS 
Safe Drinking Water Act. This 
was a partnership of lobbying 
efforts by IHS and YAN. 

In addition to an office, the

The word “Exodus” is 
a weighted word on the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation in 
Camp Verde, Arizona that has 
it’s connection to blood shed 
and the historical development 
of America in the mid- 1800s 
right in the Verde Valley. The 
long march of February 27, 
1875 is commemorated by 
the Yavapai-Apache people as 
the crucial date that forever 
changed the course of history 
for years to come. Ending up 
living in poverty for almost 90 
years since their return from 
San Carlos to the Verde Valley 
at the turn of the century, the 
Yavapai-Apache will honor 
its past with a massive bronze 
sculpture depicting a man car- 
rying his wife in a large bas- 
ket during the long march of 
1875. 

A 9 ^ feet high bronze 
sculpture is in the process 
of being made by America’s 
well-known Native Ameri- 
can artist Doug Hyde, a Nez 
Perce/Assiniboine-Cree In- 
dian. Hyde presented his ideas 
to an announcement by the 
Nation calling on Indian artists 
for proposals on the sculpture. 
Hyde’s sculpture has been en- 
dorsed by both culture de- 
partments of the Yavapai and 
Apache people and Hyde has 
already rendered 9 macquettes 
of the intended 9 V 2 feet sculp- 
ture that will be installed in 
front of the YAN culture de- 
partment. A macquette is a 
small version of the real life 
size sculpture. These models 
of the real sculpture are be- 
ing displayed in the offices 
of the Nation today. The total 
cost for the sculpture will be 
$250,000 and all the funds are 
being solicited through grants 
and private donations. To date, 
only $50,000 has been paid 
by the Arizona Tourism Of- 
fice to promote this unique 
statue. It is hoped that the re- 
mainder will be identified so 
that the sculpture can be com- 
pleted and placed at the desig- 
nated site. 

Mishia Casebier, a private 
grant writer, wrote the origi- 
nal grant that started the sculp- 
ture according to the Nation’s 
grant writer, Robert Mills. 
Mills says that the sculpture 
met stiff scrutiny of the tribal 
council before the final shape 
of the sculpture was approved. 
“These are all accommoda- 
tions of the people such as the 
length of the hair, facial fea- 
tures. People had their own 
ideas (about how the sculp- 
ture would look after comple- 
tion). The artist (Hyde) did 
his best to accommodate these 
comments,” says Mills. The 
sculpture idea started in 2007 
and in 2008 Doug Hyde was 
selected as the artist for the 
sculpture after reviewing other 
Indian artist’s submissions ac- 
cording to Mills. “Hopefully, 
within the year, we’ll get the 
money... sometime this sum- 
mer,” says Mills as he talks 
about a possible $200,000 
grant from the National En- 
dowment for the Arts, a fed- 
eral grants program. 

Hyde was a former student 
at the Institute of American 
Indian Arts (IAIA) in 1963- 
66 and later returned to that 
school to teach in 1972-’74. 
While he was student at IAIA 
he studied under famous 


Apache sculptor Allan Houser. 
“We really had a lot of fun 
and kept it low-key. We really 
like to laugh a lot, to joke with 
each other and then to take 
criticism and to make com- 
ments about them (the sculp- 
tures)”, recalls Hyde about 
his days with Houser in Sante 
Fe at IAIA in a recent inter- 
view in Middle Verde. Houser 
passed away in 1994. 

Hyde is a Purple Heart re- 
cipient for injuries suffered 
during the Vietnam War where 
he fought for the 198^ Light 
Infantry U.S. Army . It was 
during his second tour that he 
was wounded by a grenade in 
1969. During his recuperation 
he learned how to use power 
tools in the cutting and shap- 
ing of stone while working in 
a friend’s tombstone business. 
And the saying, “The rest is 
history” for Hyde. 

Today, Hyde is standing in 
front of the Yavapai-Apache 
Nation administration holding 
one of the 9 macquettes that 
he has casted. It is a sculpture 
of a man carrying his wife in a 
large woven basket. The bas- 
ket has been adapted to ac- 
commodate the lady’s legs. 
The actual incident is cor- 
roborated by a book written 
by Army Field Surgeon Cor- 
busier who was stationed in 
Camp Verde during the wars 
in the mid- 1800s. This de- 
scription in the book tells of a 
feeble Apache or Yavapai man 
that cuts two holes in a bas- 
ket for the legs of his ill wife 
whom he carries in the bas- 
ket for 188 miles to an intern- 
ment camp in Old San Car- 
los which is now at the bot- 
tom of Coolidge Dam on the 
San Carlos Apache Reserva- 
tion in eastern Arizona. Hyde 
looks at his own sculpture, he 
is proposing for the Nation. 
“This (sculpture) shows how 


the weight is being distrib- 
uted while he is getting out 
of the stream (with the wife 
in the basket) with his weight 
on the walking stick,” says 
Hyde. Down below the man’s 
foot, is the outward motion 
of the water from the man’s 
foot. Hyde says that the peo- 
ple didn’t have much time to 
grab their possessions so Hyde 
conveys this through a small 
pouch that the man is carry- 
ing in one of his hands. Hyde 
said because of optical illu- 
sions from a viewer’s point of 
view, the main sculpture will 
take this into consideration by 
making certain portions of the 
body a little larger. Otherwise 


a head on a sculpture can get 
small from the viewer’s point 
of view he says. 

Hyde is a designer of sculp- 
tures with wide exposure to 
Indian tribes across the coun- 
try. In Lewiston, Idaho at the 
Lewis and Clark College he 
has a bigger than life-size 
4- bronze statues of the Nez 
Perce people including Chief 
Twisted Hair. There are 3 Nez 
Perce picking wild berries in 
this scene. A larger project 
was the Palm Springs City art 
project in 1989 that featured 
two bronze statues of women

IVust accounts 

TO THE EDITOR: 

In March of 2009, my grand- 
daughter’s Minors’ Trust Ac- 
count statement was received 
in the mail. It showed that a 
little over $1,300 was deducted 
from her account, because of 
the economy. I thought that 
was outrageous ! But, a relative 
told me that her grand-child 
had $3,000 deducted from 
their Minors’ Trust Account, in 
2009. That was even more out- 
rageous! The statements have 
been sent out for 2010, but we 
have not received ours yet. We 
are anticipating it to see if fur- 
ther loss has been incurred on 
the account. 

These deductions (losses) 
are not in keeping with the In- 
dian Gaming Regulatory Act 
which expressly states that 
tribes “PROTECT” the child- 
rens’ per capita monies/funds - 
Minors’ Trust Accounts. 

The Yavapai-Apache Na- 
tion’s leaders and its Finance 
Director had sufficient time to 
withdraw the Minors’ funds 
when they saw the American 
economy was heading “down- 
hill” and, by not taking care 
of the childrens’ per capita 
money, the YAN leaders AND 
the Finance Director have vi- 
olated IGRA. This could lead 
to the closing of the tribe’s ca- 
sino, when there is a violation 
of IGRA. 

The Minors’ Trust Accounts 
should have been placed/de- 
posited into low-risk, interest- 
bearing savings, “protected” 
from loss by the Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation 
(FDIC). Instead, the YAN 
leaders and Finance Director 
chose to INVEST the Minors’ 
funds and “gamble” or “play” 
the stock market! Parents, le- 
gal guardians, and grand-par- 
ents etc., were not consulted 
as to what kind of accounts 
the families would have pre- 
ferred! Now, all our Yavapai- 
Apache children, minors un- 
der the age of 18, have suf- 
fered a loss of their money in 
2009 and, possibly, in 2010, 
this year, as well. 

Legal guardians, parents, 
relatives, I am asking you to 
check the 2010 Minors’ Trust 
Account statements to see if 
the children in your family 
have suffered another loss of 
their money ! 

Attend the Minors’ Trust 
meeting to be held with the 
tribal council in May 2010, 
and make your voices heard 
on how you would like to 
have the Minors’ Trust Ac- 
counts handled and where the 
funds should be deposited, 
or whether you would pre- 
fer Savings’ Bonds, or other 
options that are available for 
your childs’ per capita. 

Do not continue to let your

berships per capita money, 
which was not distributed to 
the members, constituted mis- 
appropriation of that money - 
embezzlement! 

When money is set up for 
per capita distribution, it must 
be distributed as such, and 
any other use of that per cap- 
ita is misuse of that money. 
Per capita money cannot be 
taken by the Yavapai-Apache 
tribal council and used for 
other things, like paying of the 
tribe’s “BILLS” as stated by 
one of YAN’ S leaders ! 

That is what the YAN tribal 
council did when the council 
used per capita money - $35 
million dollars - that was paid 
back to YAN from the Tu- 
olumne tribe (California) upon 
the success of their casino, 
which the Nation funded. The 
Nation had drawn up a Reso- 
lution that the payback would 
be per capita, and be distrib- 
uted to its tribal members. 

Instead, the Nation paid its 
bills: $28,000,000.00 was paid 
on the loan that the San Ysa- 
bel tribe (Baja California) de- 
faulted on, and the Nation, as 
guarantor of that loan, had to 
meet that obligation and had 
to pay that loan. The Chair- 
man said other tribal bills also 
had to be paid. This paying of 
bills constituted a misuse of 
the memberships’ per capita 
and which amounts to embez- 
zlement. 

Do not continue to let the 
YAN leaders misuse the mem- 
berships’ money! The per cap- 
ita that should have been dis- 
bursed to the people was $35 
million dollars, and the leaders 
deprived its tribal members of 
all that per capita! 

Now, a small coalition 
has formed and wants to re- 
call these leaders for mis- 
management of money, etc! 
Think about it, do you want 
leaders that will continue to 
deprive your elders, needy 
families, and children of the 
money that rightfully belongs 
to them!

Well, your former and incum- 
bent elected officials have 
done the same. The Yavapai- 
Apache Nation co-signed on 
an economic loan, and when 
La Posta and Santa Ysabel 
tribal governments failed to 
make payments, your gam- 
ing revenues paid off these 
loans. All of this information 
was given out at a community 
meeting (late last year 2009) 
and we, as Tribal Members, 
are still waiting for an answer.

We 
have yet to hear from our for- 
mer and incumbent elected 
officials what contingencies 
plans are in place to retrieve 
these gaming revenues. BE-

We have too often 
elected those who only think 
of their own money and posi- 
tion and how they can promote 
themselves. Too often this has 
happened and it is now time 
for a change. We need tribal 
members in office who will 
work for us, you and me, we 
the people, and not only for 
themselves. We need “Tribal 
Council Members” who think 
of what will impact the peo- 
ple as a whole and something 
that will benefit all the tribal 
members. If not, we get what 
we put on the pedestal - peo- 
ple who are greedy, bound 
only to their families, unethi- 
cal and non- supportive of the 
people. I have personally been 
to council meetings where the 
tribal council takes the atti- 
tude of “we are in charge - 
you put us in there to act, now, 
we don’t need your input. 
We have been looked down 
on and criticized for daring to 
challenge their actions. One of 
the council members has even 
told us boldly that he had all 
this education and too bad we 
never thought of “making it” 
like he did. Most of the coun- 
cil members just sit there and 
nod occasionally to the Chair- 
man’s suggestions. If they can- 
not think for themselves or of- 
fer any advice, why are they 
there? We could do with just 
the Chairman telling us what 
to do and don’t have to pay 
all those huge salaries to the 
other eight people to sit on a 
pedestal. 

As an elder of the commu- 
nity and a lifetime member of 
the Nation and as a full-blood 
Yavapai, I would like to stress 
upon you as members of the 
Nation to think hard and see 
what our Nation has become. 
Everything for the leaders 
and nothing for the members. 
There are children and adults 
in need in this community, but 
the leaders do not see far be- 
yond their own needs. They 
get paid huge salaries and then 
take Board positions and jobs 
that other members could use. 

There is a Committee that 
has been formed to bring forth 
some sanity to the leadership 
and I urge you to join and help 
this Nation become all that it 
can be, and leave the greedy 
to go out and “work” to earn 
respect for themselves ! 

If you haven’t voted before, 
Please register to vote as 
soon as possible; definitely 
well before the deadline of 
May 31,2010.

Why all the 
WRAP? 

The Yavapai-Apache Nation 
Revenue Allocation Plan was 
approved by Resolution No. 
45-04 on May 19, 2004, by 


Tribal Council and subsequent- 
ly approved by the National 
Indian Gaming Commission. 
Attached as Exhibit 1 to the 
Resolution, the Nation further 
stated that gaming revenues 
were to be used: 1) to fund 
Nation governmental opera- 
tions and programs; 2) to pro- 
vide for the general welfare of 
the Nation and its members; 
and 3) to promote tribal eco- 
nomic development. 

It is important to note that 
the purpose of Indian Gaming 
revenues is to provide for 
the economic well-being of 
every Tribal member, by way 
of education, social benefits, 
elder care, shelter, employ- 
ment, health care, dental care 
and per capita distributions, to 
name just a few. 

Have you asked yourself 
lately— how have YOU ben- 
efited from gaming revenues? 
Have you furthered your edu- 
cation, do you have shelter, 
do you have access to medi- 
cal and dental care, are you 
employed? 

In addition, and most 
importantly, have past Tribal 
Council, administrators and 
the current Tribal Council and 
administrators been good stew- 
ards of these gaming revenues 
for the benefit of the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation? Do our 
Leaders make sound financial 
decisions for the benefit of all 
Tribal members? The answer 
is “NO,” because so much of 
your gaming revenues and per 
capita investments have been 
pledged or obligated for La 
Posta, Santa Ysabel all in the 
name of “economic develop- 
ment.” 

To make matters worse, 
Petitions have been submitted 
by Roberta Pavatea to Tribal 
Council seeking to amend 
the Revenue Allocation Plan. 
While I agree with additional 
distributions, I totally disagree 
with the concept to exclude 
adult tribal members who 
have enrolled with the Nation 
the last five years beginning 
December 31, 2003 and end- 
ing December 31, 2009. Not 
only is this request uncon- 
stitutional, it would not pass 
the scrutiny of the National 
Indian Gaming Commission! 
Remember this at the polls, 
don’t vote for someone whose 
silent agenda is to dis-enroll 
adult members! Beware at the 
Polls! 

The real issue is to be good 
stewards of what we have and 
making sound financial deci- 
sions that would benefit the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation as 
a whole AND to hold Tribal 
Council accountable for their 
lack of good judgment.

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YAN Soldier Returns Home With a Bronze Star

Staff Sgt. Brian Marquez, 
U.S. Army /Marine Veteran and 
YAN tribal member just re- 
turned from Iraq on March 20 
of this year, after serving there 
10 months with the U.S. Army. 
Marquez is a proud soldier who 
displays his Bronze Star and ac- 
companying certificate confirm- 
ing this prestigious award. His 
Bronze Star Medal Award Cer- 
tificate states: 

“For exceptionally meritori- 
ous service while serving as a 
convoy commander and squad 
leader in support of Operation 
Iraqi Freedom. SSG. Marquez 
displayed exceptional technical 
knowledge while making vital 
contributions to mission accom- 
plishment and unit success. His 
actions are in keeping with the 
finest traditions of the military 
service and reflect great credit 
upon himself’. 

It’s a long military journey for 
Marquez who had seen state- 
side duty with the U.S. Marines 
earlier from 1996 to 2005 when 
he was stationed in Camp Le 
June, North Carolina. In 2005 
after completing his U.S. Ma- 
rine tour, he joined the Arizona 
National Guard with the 1401 
Transportation Unit from Flag- 
staff and little did he know that 
he would end up on the desert 
sands of Iraq four years later in 
June, 2009. After a briefing in 
April 2009, he went to Indiana’s 
Ft. Harrison where he received 
orientation and was deported to 
Kuwait in June, 2009. Sgt. Mar- 
quez was based 5 hours away 
from the Iraq border and even- 
tually, his company entered Iraq 
from that point. 

“We operated throughout 
Iraq from there,” he says about 
his duties transporting mili- 
tary equipment with the 1404th 
Transportation Company from 
Flagstaff. “We went to the far 
north, the east and west, all 
across Iraq,” Marquez recalls.

“We went all the way to (near) 
Turkey, hit every place up there 
where it was freezing cold and 
it snowed, flurries and rained 
a lot”. But Iraq is also hot in 
the summers. “It was blistering 
hot with temperatures over 110 
and we always had ice, Gato- 
rade,” says Marquez. Inside of 
the vehicles, temperatures rose 
far above the 110 degree mark 
according to Marquez because 
of the engine heat. Military es- 
corts included Gun Trucks 
which kept pace with the con- 
voy as they made their way 
across the Iraq countryside at 
speeds up to 45 miles per hour. 
These convoys consisted of up 
to 40 trucks running a total of 
19 missions during the course 
of his duties in Iraq. “I had the 
most missions out of the bat- 


talion and the next 16 missions 
included stays of 8 to 14 days 
on the road,” Marquez recalls. 
“It was the luck of the draw,” 
says Marquez of the possible 
attacks of insurgents along the 
way. “Our convoy never got 
hit,” he adds. 

In Quatar, Marquez had a rest 
and recuperation period (R&R) 
of 6 days and it was at that time 
when he had an opportunity 
for sight-seeing, to visit mu- 
seums and to eat some camel. 
“It (camel meat) tasted like 
regular meat, they had differ- 
ent variations. It was delicious 
and I think I got the barbequed 
one,” says Marquez with a wide 
smile. 

Loneliness crept into Mar- 
quez’s routine sometimes, he 
says he remembered “all the 


hoop’in and a holler’in” of the 
kids back home. Marquez also 
shows his appreciation to local 
groups who sent cookies. This 
included 250 neck coolers from 
the Ft. McDowell Senior Citi- 
zen program. “I passed those 
out and everyone dug into them 
real quick,” adds Marquez. 
Marquez’s own family sent 
him cookies, brand name tennis 
shoes, cards from the Nation’s 
Montessori School and Casey’s 
Twai-Kwan do Club of Camp 
Verde sent cookies, shirts and 
DVDs. “I was surprised. I re- 
ally appreciate that,” says Mar- 
quez. “...that was a big morale 
booster, the little goodies. It put 
a smile on your face”. 

Marquez credits his educa- 
tional background for his ca- 
reer success in the military. 
He possesses a 2-year Applied 
Science Degree in Fire Sci- 
ence from Yavapai College in 
2008, a Management Certifica- 
tion Program in 2009 as well as 
his high school diploma from 
Mingus High School in 1995. 
Marquez is the son of Katherine 
Marquez. 

For now, Marquez is enjoy- 
ing the time with his wife Cora 
Lei and 3 children, Brandon- 15 
years old, KD-7 years old and 
Humsih who is 5. “I’m on va- 
cation right now. Running chil- 
dren to school, catching up and 
doing chores here and there,” 
says Marquez about his time 
at home now. Asked about the 
greatest change he had seen in 
one year Marquez said, “I’m 
just taking it easy and seeing 
what’s changed and keeping up 
with the family, how much they 
(children) grew and how much 
they learned while I was gone”. 

Marquez credits his wife, 
Cora- Lei for taking care of 
the children, “The sacrifice that 
she made while I was gone and 
all the things she’s done,” says

Tribal Council Addresses The Economic Decisions Facing The Nation 


Because the Tribal Coun- 
cil had to delay the April 24th 
Community Meeting to May 
15th, we did not want to wait 
any longer to communicate 
with our members. We think 
it’s important to provide this 
information so members are 
aware of Council’s business 
and to make for a more effi- 
cient meeting next month. As 
your elected leaders, we con- 
tinually strive to be account- 
able and improve our commu- 
nication. 

As the Nation works its way 
through the economic recov- 
ery, we are proactively man- 
aging both challenges and op- 
portunities. The Tribal Coun- 
cil must deal with many issues 
such as delivery of vital ser- 
vices and ensuring the health 
and safety of our people, but 
none is more important than 
taking steps to secure our im- 
mediate and future economic 


prosperity - which includes 
jobs, income and services. It 
is our obligation to continu- 
ally plan to ensure the success 
of our future generations. 

In recent months, members 
have requested a new per cap- 
ita distribution to the member- 
ship, which would be in ad- 
dition to the distribution the 
Council already made in Janu- 
ary. As your elected represen- 
tatives of the Nation, we are 
carefully reviewing that re- 
quest, but our research shows 
it directly contradicts the man- 
dates of the approved Reve- 
nue Allocation Plan. Please 
know that we all want pros- 
perity for our members, how- 
ever, we must follow the reso- 
lutions approved by our Coun- 
cil and the U.S. Department of 
the Interior According to the 
resolution, those rules were 
put in place to provide “for 
the long range security of the 


nation and its members.” 

While there are different 
viewpoints on the request for 
the additional distribution of 
RAP funds, one thing is clear 
from the entire Council’s per- 
spective: we must make wise 
decisions that look at the en- 
tire financial picture of the 
Nation and we must follow 
our laws and constitution. 

We firmly believe that con- 
tinuous strategic planning will 
help us keep per capita distri- 
butions steady, jobs secure and 
our businesses competitive. In 
some ways, our Nation’s op- 
erations resemble a medium- 
sized corporation, with you 
the shareholders as the bene- 
ficiaries of our actions. Like 
any successful company, we 
must be able to anticipate and 
react to the external challenges 
of competitors in the gaming 
business, regional attractions, 
tourism and other pressures 


which could negatively im- 
pact all of our prosperity. We 
must do that while still main- 
taining efficient operations 
and tending to the needs of 
our members. 

As many of you know, the 
Salt River Pima-Maricopa In- 
dian Community just opened 
a new casino/resort in Scott- 
sdale; the Navajo Nation will 
be opening a new casino out- 
side of Flagstaff and the To- 
hono O’odham Nation con- 
tinues to pursue a casino in 
Glendale. We must ask: What 
will be the impact to our oper- 
ations at Cliff Castle? Before 
we consider any unplanned 
distribution of RAP funds, we 
are seeking to better under- 
stand answers to that question. 

We will discuss these issues 
more at the May 15 th mem- 
bership meeting. In prepara-

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16 feet high . “The city wanted 
to recognize the tribal peo- 
ple (Agua Caliente) and I re- 
ally wanted to get this job,” 
says Hyde. Hyde talks about 
his meeting with the tribal 
council and his plans to col- 
laborate with the city of Palm 
Springs to place sculptures in 
the main avenue of one of the 
streets. “They said, ‘We like 
it’,” recalls Hyde when he re- 
ceived the go-ahead to render 
the sculptures for that city. “I 
felt like a million bucks”, he 
says. Hyde is represented by 
the Berlin Gallery at the Heard 
Museum in Phoenix and the 
Medicine Gallery in Tucson. 

The sculpture has the in- 
volvement of people from var- 
ious sectors of the community. 
Former Yavapai Culture Di- 
rector Monica Marquez, who 
was involved at the onset of 
the grant application said that 
the crucial ideas for incorpora- 
tion of the sculpture was based 
on the book by Dr. Corbus- 
ier who wrote about the man 
carrying his wife in a bas- 
ket to San Carlos in 1875 and 
how Corbusier tried to inter- 
cede on behalf of the Yavapai 
and Apache people not to at- 
tempt the march. “As for the 
man carrying the basket... it’s 
not a question whether he was 


Yavapai or Apache or not. It 
is the essence of the spirit of 
the walk,” says Marquez about 
how the sculpture should be 
viewed. Marquez says the im- 
petus for the sculpture was 
based on a David Sine paint- 
ing which is on the wall of the 
lobby in The Lodge at Cliff 
Castle-the Nation’s motel. 
Marquez says that the basket is 
also called a ‘Burden Basket’ 
which is indicative of survival. 
“It has... a very strong tie to 
us as a being,” says Marquez 
about the impending sculp- 
ture to be placed in front of the 
YAN Culture Center. “They 
(the people who marched) 
survived whatever they were 
put through. It (the sculpture) 
should mean more to us than 
the tourist” adds Marquez. 

Vincent Randall, Apache 
culture director, is excited 
about the completion of the 
sculpture. “First of all, I said, 
‘before we get involved, you 
gotta look at this as a symbol 
and as a spirit and representa- 
tion of our people,” says Ran- 
dall. Randall said that when 
the clay model was first pre- 
sented by Hyde, people were 
quick to judge the sculpture. 
“Some said, ‘the man is too 
young’. But they didn’t look at 
what it represented... the peo- 
ple. This person (man carry- 
ing the basket) who carried his 
wife and how he was beaten, 
with no more land and being 
told to go where he doesn’t 


want to go... but he shows his 
love for his wife ,” says Ran- 
dall about the story of the 
sculpture. “He carried her 180 
miles and you look at their in- 
ner strengths. That is the same 
spirit (which) brought us home 
even though it was difficult,” 
says Randall. 

Delores Plunkett, the princi- 
ple coordinator of the sculpture 
project says that tribal mem- 
bers were consulted about the 
sculpture. “Community mem- 
bers... gave some suggestions 
to correct the things that could 
be corrected,” says Plunkett 
about the consultations with 
Doug Hyde, the artist. Plun- 
kett said that Hyde was never 
shown the David Sine painting 
in the Nation’s hotel lobby but 


eventually all had a chance to 
view the painting together with 
the artist. “We were inspired by 
the painting to leave something 
when we were gone,” adds 
Plunkett. “It’s a brief story of 
Exodus. Our future generations 
will be able to see that (the 
sculpture by Hyde) and a lot of 
us won’t be around when that 
happens”. Plunkett said that 
careful consideration was made 
to make sure both cultures, the 
Yavapai and the Apache people 
were represented in the sculp- 
ture. “It was a harsh journey, 
not only for himself and his 
wife. Babies cried in their cra- 
dleboards because there was no 
milk from the mothers,” says 
Plunkett. 

Once funding is identified 


for the “Exodus” sculpture, 
the whole casting process will 
take a whole year says Hyde. 
It will be cast in pieces and re- 
assembled by craftsmen un- 
der Hyde’s direction. A spe- 
cial finish called a patina will 
be applied to the bronze once 
it is finished to give it the spe- 


cial qualities of a sculpture. 
The sculpture will be placed 
on large concrete pedestal al- 
ready constructed in front of 
the YAN Culture Center. 

Tribal members can view the 
smaller version of the sculpture 
at the Nation’s administration 
office or the culture building. 
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New Sign on Highway 260 


The old highway 279 
changed to Quath-Qua-Odda 
The Yavapai-Apache Na- 
tion announced the intro- 
duction of the “Quath-Qua- 
Odda” street name replacing 
the Cherry Road sign on the 
Tunlii reservation. “Quath- 
Qua-Odda” means sweet red 
round in the Yavapai lan- 
guage. Council member 
Robert Jackson Sr. asked 
several Yavapai elders how 
to say cherry in Yavapai and 


that was the closest transla- 
tion to cherry. 

Cherry Road ends at 279 
and Quath-Qua-Odda begins 
where the reservation starts 
and ends at the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation Housing De- 
partment. 

Robert was the tribal coun- 
cil liaison in building the 
Quath-Qua-Odda Road and 
the extension of the Tunlii 
Road. Both were built to 
state specifications. 


The police and fire depart- 
ment suggested the renam- 
ing of Cherry road so as not 
to confuse Cherry Road once 
it was on the reservation. 
So any emergency calls for 
Quath-Qua-Odda are not for 
Cherry Road and vice versa. 

Funds for the two roads 
were taken from an Intergov- 
ernmental agreement with 
the Arizona Water Infrastruc- 
ture Financial Authority.

information in a question and 
answer format. 

We appreciate the strong in- 
terest and input of the mem- 
bers. We know that working 
together we can make good 
decisions to help our members 
now, while also ensuring that 
that our children and the na- 
tion will be positioned to suc- 
ceed in the future. 

Questions and Answers 
Q: How does the per capita 
distribution work? 

A: The per capita invest- 
ment fund and directions for 
per capita distributions are 
governed by the Revenue Al- 
location Plan (RAP) approved 
in 2004. It says ten percent of 
the casino’s net revenue is dis- 
tributed annually on a per cap- 
ita basis. An additional five 
percent of casino net revenue 
is placed in a per capita in- 
vestment fund. Section II of 
Resolution No. 93-04 clearly 
says that interest earned on 
money in the per capita in- 


vestment fund will be paid at 
least once every five years to 
tribal members. It also says 
“the principal shall not be sub- 
ject to distribution.” 

Q: What is the status of the 
per capita investment fund? 

A: The per capita invest- 
ment fund is confirmed and 
secure. It contains $xx million 
dollars in principal, which is 
designated by the RAP for the 
“long-term security of the na- 
tion.” 

Q: Did the council provide 
the correct distribution this 
year? 

A: The council followed the 
rules of the RAP in January 
by giving out the normal an- 
nual per capita distribution. In 
addition, the council distrib- 
uted interest earned from the 
per capita fund, as required at 
least every five years. 

Q: Why won’t the council 
distribute the money remain- 
ing in the per capita invest- 
ment fund? 

A: The RAP says distribu- 
tion of the principal (remain- 
ing money) is strictly prohib- 
ited. Only interest earned from 
the fund can be distributed, 
which was done in January.

derwent extensive training at 
Fort Benning, Georgia were 
he attended Basic Training and 
Officer Candidate School, he 
was commissioned in Janu- 
ary 2006 as a 2nd Lieutenant 
. He also continued his train- 
ing by completing the Army’s 
premier leadership schools 
Ranger and Airborne school 
which involved jumping out of 
aircrafts with a parachute. 

On March 23rd of this year, 
after he had returned from 
Iraq, he was promoted to Cap- 
tain. He is now committed to a 
4 year inactive status with the 
U.S. Army and will report to 
the Arizona National Guard in 
Phoenix for his duty station for 
scheduled meetings through- 
out the remainder of his 4 year 
obligation. 

Rocha recalls the intense 
close combat activities in Iraq 
where he was a platoon leader 
in charge of 40 soldiers. “We 
were ground pounding each 
day, I worked within the in- 
frastructure of the local area 
and dealing with waste, water, 


electricity and (restoring) ser- 
vices in the community”, says 
Rocha. But while he was do- 
ing that, insurgents made con- 
tact with his platoon with AK- 
47 s and says that their biggest 
concerns were VBIEDs and 
IEDs (improvised explosive 
devices). “We lost 5 soldiers,” 
Rocha recalls. 

In the city of Kirkuk, his 
platoon conducted a “Relief 
in Place” (RIP) with the 10th 
Mountain Division from Fort 
Polk, Louisiana. Rocha was 
responsible for his 40 men and 
armed with 4 Bradley Fighting 
Vehicles (BFV) and 4 Mine 
Resistant Ambush Protected 
(MRAP) vehicles. Rocha says 
that he was in Kirkuk at a For- 
ward Operating Base (FOB) 
for 6 months. Kirkuk is a city 
the size of Cottonwood where 
various sectors of the popu- 
lation live including Arabs, 
Turkmen, Kurdish and Chris- 
tians. Rocha says that the Ar- 
abs represented the poorest 
segment of the society there. 
He says that Kirkuk also has 
large oil fields and it was there 
where Rocha had a chance to 
experience a story related in 
the Bible: “The Eternal Fire of 


Baba Gurgur” actually walk- 
ing across an open field en- 
gulfed in fire. “In the Bible it 
mentions that if you walk in 
this fire, that you would be ab- 
solved of your sins,” says Ro- 
cha and makes a remark that 
he hoped the walk was bene- 
ficial to his welfare. Rocha is 
also aware that Iraq is the cen- 
ter of Biblical activities men- 
tioned in the Bible. 

While in Mosul Rocha’s pla- 
toon RIPed with a unit from 
Fort Carson, Colorado. In the 
city of Mosul Rocha’s unit uti- 
lized Bradleys in the streets. 
The M2A3 tracked vehicle has 
two types of firing systems 
a 25mm weapon system and 
a 240B which is a 7.62 ma- 
chine gun. This vehicle carries 
a small squad of soldiers into 
tight quarters, however due 
to changes of the “Rules of 
Engagement” Rocha’s Com- 
pany switched to MRAPs and 
1151 HUMVEEs. Rocha was 
attached to the 25th Infantry 
Division while in Mosul, Ro- 
cha said that his platoon were 
“tough warriors”. In Mosul, 
Rocha stated that there was di- 
rect and indirect contact and 
they were in a more defensive 


position. Rocha was also at- 
tached the 101st Airborne Di- 
vision from Fort Campbell, 
Kentucky. 

Rocha also noticed many 
of the homes in the area re- 
minded him of Navajo Hogans 
where Rocha spent time dur- 
ing his childhood. “They’re 
pretty poverty stricken there 
(Mosul) and I had to rebuild 
my sector, the roads, the waste, 
streets and there were humani- 
tarian aide drops also,” says 
Rocha. Working against im- 
possible odds, Rocha says that 
Army engineers were brought 
in to look at the general con- 
ditions of the local infrastruc- 
tures. “There was sewer all 
over the streets and we were 
tasked to propose plans to re- 
pair and clean the streets and 
local infrastructures,” says Ro- 
cha who was 1st lieutenant 
during that time. 

Rocha now sits in an office 
in the city of Camp Verde on 
the Yavapai-Apache Nation 
weighing his options for eco- 
nomic development as a direc- 
tor. He’s only been on the job 
2 days but he knows that his 
military experiences will dove- 
tail with what he is attempting 


to do with economic develop- 
ment. His other experiences 
include 9 years with the Tribal 
Gaming Office (TGO) as the 
Executive Director at Cliff 
Castle Casino. At the time in 
2005, he was the youngest di- 
rector in that position across 
the western region of Indian 
country at 26 years old. He 
possesses a Bachelors in Busi- 
ness from the University of 
Phoenix and a pending MBA 
(Masters in Business Admin- 
istration) from the same uni- 
versity. “Back then, I felt that 
I needed to challenge myself 
both physically and mentally,” 
he says. He resigned from his 
job as TGO Executive Direc- 
tor and joined the U.S. Army 
in July of 2006. 

On his office table, he has 
a copy of Miriam Jorgensen’s 
book,” Rebuilding Native Na- 
tions” and Rocha points out 
quotes from the book which 
he feels applies to the chal- 
lenges facing the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation’s economic de- 
velopment. 

“I’m returning the knowl- 
edge back to my people. The 
key to success is... educating 
our people,” he says with great 


emphasis. He points to a sec- 
tion of Jorgensen’s book. “I 
like this because it talks about 
old thinking. It’s thinking 
about the problem rather than 
a solution,” he says. He wants 
to turn this idea around so that 
it fits the Nation’s ventures. 

Rocha definitely is looking 
forward instead of backwards 
for his new position as direc- 
tor of the Nation’s economic 
development program. He sees 
the potential for his Nation en- 
tering the “Go-Green” market, 
by being self-sufficient. Rocha 
says he has been looking at the 
Nation’s maps to strategically 
map out possible sites for eco- 
nomic development. The es- 
tablishment and marketing of 
small businesses is Rocha’s 
forte’. 

Rocha is on the leading 
edge of setting priorities for 
his own Nation. And the mili- 
tary experiences he learned are 
being converted into his po- 
tential success with the EDA 
program. “The fortitude to 
be strong... to move forward 
and the Army says, ’You take 
fire from the front and always 
move forward, retreat is not 
an option” says Rocha.

Indian Jewelry 
Stand a Big Hit

On any given day you can 
see vehicles parked at Emma 
Mocasque’s jewelry stand 
across the street from the YAN 
Culture Center at the intersec- 
tion of Middle Verde Road 
and Montezuma Castle High- 
way. It’s a busy place under- 
neath this tent which features 
an array of Indian jewelry and 
arts and crafts. Don’t forget 
the hot fry bread made by her 
son, Mitchell that draws the 
tourists here as well. “We’re 
open seven days a week, rain 
or shine,” says Mocasque with 
a smile. This family has been 
selling jewelry off and on for 
the past 15 years at the pres- 
ent location. This is an ideal 
location as one million vis- 
itors drive past this jewelry 
stand each year to make their 
way down to the Montezuma’s 
Castle 2 miles north of here. 

It all started over 30 years 
ago when Dennis Mocasque, 
Emma’s late husband , sold 
jewelry off of the hood of his 
car not far from the present 
location. “He would spread 
the blanket and put the stuff 
on top,” recalls Emma Mo- 
casque. Dennis was raised 
in Middle Verde and was the 
son of the late Otto Mocasque. 
The Mocasque family still live 
in Clarkdale and trek down to 
the jewelry stand on a daily 


basis. “All of the arts and 
crafts sold are handmade,” 
says Mocasque proudly. Mo- 
casque says she likes to buy 
from tribal members. The 
stand has strung cedar beads, 
dangly beaded earrings, liq- 
uid silver necklaces accentu- 
ated with colored beads, sand 
paintings, beaded key chains 
and an arsenal of dream catch- 
ers. “Things that tourists love 
to buy,” says Mocasque . 

You can’t miss the stand 
with its black signs with the 
word “Frybread” spelled out 
with green florescent tape. 
On any given day you’ll find 
a number of vehicles parked 
there and once in blue moon, 
a traveling bus. “They come 
from all over the world. Spain. 
All kinds of people,” says 
Mocasque. “Even Germany,” 
adds daughter, Peggy Lewis 
who says she likes to help out. 
“We sold a sand painting that 
went all the way to Iran one 
time,” adds Mocasque. 

Tourists make all sorts of re- 
quests according to Mocasque. 
She recalls one day when a 
tourist stepped out of the car 
and wanted to “buy a loaf of 
frybread”. Mocasque had to 
correct the lady and showed 
the hot skillet where the fry- 
bread is made to the tourist.

“Mili- 
tary service... it’s a good learn- 
ing experience, a way to get 
to see the country, see places 
you’ve never been to”. For now, 
it’s back to the Yavapai-Apache 
Nation in Middle Verde.

GED Program/Higher Ed Takes Students to Phoenix College for GED Testing 


The GED Program and the Higher Education 
program are planning to take another 

GED Test trip to Phoenix College on 

May 19th.

On March 24th, 3 nervous 
(but prepared) students made 
the journey to Phoenix Col- 
lege to take three of the five 
subject tests of the GED Test. 
Students were reminded that 
they were indeed ready to take 
these tests, and that they were 
about to embark on an oppor- 
tunity to show off and prove 
they had the knowledge and 
skills to pass the difficult tests. 

We entered Phoenix Col- 
lege’s campus and were 
warmly greeted and welcomed 
by the testing staff. Students 
registered into the Phoenix 
College system, were issued 
student ID’s, paid the test- 
ing fees ($75) and anxiously 


awaited a seat to open up for 
them to test. The students 
tested for over 4 hours mak- 
ing their way through formu- 
las, graphs, charts, tables, po- 
ems, plays, maps, and experi- 
ments. They emerged weary, 
but proud. 

Shortly after our return 
home, students were greeted 
with the news that all 3 had 
passed all the tests. Text mes- 
sages and phone calls quickly 
flew to friends and family to 
share the good news. The 
next day students were al- 
ready making plans for a re- 
turn trip to finish the remain- 
ing two sections of the GED 
(Writing and Math), much to 
the surprise and pride of their 
teacher. 

The Writing and Math por- 


tions of the GED Test require 
4 additional hours of testing 
where students must demon- 
strate mastery of skills in ef- 
fective communication, in- 
cluding the writing of an es- 
say on an assigned topic in 45 
minutes, proper punctuation, 
sentence and paragraph struc- 
ture, capitalization, subject- 
verb agreement, antecedent 
agreement, fractions, decimals, 
percentages, signed numbers, 
word problems, geometry, and 
algebra as well as many other 


areas. These are challenging 
tests to prepare for, and chal- 
lenging tests to take. 

Two of the testers from the 
March trip returned to finish 
the Writing and Math portions 
of the test on April 14. They 
were joined by another student 
who was taking the test for the 
first time just as the others had 
a few weeks earlier. 

After hours of testing, the 
students, once again, emerged 
feeling drained, but proud of 
making it through the tests. 


They quickly regained their 
energy and enthusiasm af- 
ter eating at Pete’s Fish and 
Chips. Worries about their 
performance continued into 
the next afternoon, when we 
were finally able to get testing 
results. One student passed 
the GED Test that day and 
became a graduate, much to 
the joy (followed by celebra- 
tion) of his family. The other 
tester missed passing the last 
two tests by only a few points, 
but plans to return and gradu- 
ate in May. The third tester 
passed the Reading, Science 
and Social Studies portions, 
and plans to finish the Writing 
and Math portions to graduate 
in May. 

The enthusiasm, pride, and 
tenacity of these students that 


have done mountains of home- 
work, written essays, tested 
and re-tested, and re-tested 
again, learned things they 
never thought they were capa- 
ble of, insisted they just didn’t 
have what it took, but did it 
any way... it is an amazing 
thing to watch. Passing these 
tests and finding the courage 
and the passion to keep going 
so that they can make things 
better for themselves, their 
children, families, and their 
community is impressive and 
inspiring.

The Montessori Children’s House Visits Red Rock State Park Prior to Closing

On Thursday, April 15th all 
three classes of The Montessori 
Children’s house were treated 
to a delightful day at Red Rock 
State Park. Red Rock Park is 
one of the parks scheduled to 
close this spring. The staff and 
volunteers from the park were 
ready and waiting for the chil- 
dren. They had an exception- 


ally well organized and age ap- 
propriate program planned for 
the school. 

Upon arrival the classes split 
up to go in separate ways. One 
class went down by Oak Creek 
where they could see the bridge 
had washed off its supports. 
The volunteer at this site had 
models of animal tracks. As 
he talked about the tracks and 
the animals who made them, 


he would pull out a puppet of 
that animal. Some of the ani- 
mal puppets were: eagle, fox, 
raccoon, skunk, beaver, ground 
squirrel, and a chipmunk. 

The next volunteer took the 
children on a delightful nature 
walk. As the children walked 
quietly, while looking and lis- 
tening for any type of move- 
ment or sound, she told them of 
some of the animals who have 


been seen in the meadow or 
in the trees. One of the recent 
sightings had been a bobcat. 
The children were amazed to 
learn that the hole of the large 
ants they were observing was 
deeper than their Dad’s were 
tall!! 

It was a very pleasant day for 
a picnic so the children, parents 
and teachers all enjoyed our 
lunch under the ramadas. The 


ranger explained to everyone 
that Red Rock Park is a pack 
in and pack out park so we had 
to take our own trash bags to 
bring home the trash. Even ap- 
ple cores had to be placed in 
the bag. 

The other session was in a 
classroom at the park. For this 
lesson it was necessary to be 
quiet and be able to vote. On 
a large screen were 16 ani- 


mals in squares. As an animal 
sound was played the children 
decided which animal they 
thought it was. Sometimes they 
all agreed, at other times de- 
mocracy was in action as it was 
a majority vote to decide which 
animal most children thought 
made the sound. Not all the 
sounds were obvious. Have 
you ever heard the sound a por- 
cupine or a heron makes?

dents who listen to the “Sta- 
yin’ Alive” tune while practic- 
ing CPR not only performed 
perfectly, they remembered the 
technique five weeks later.” 

Mr. Diaz demonstrated an 
“abdominal thrust” technique 
with an adult and child dummy, 
which showed the audience 
how to remove food or other 
foreign objects from the airway 
to prevent suffocation in emer- 
gency cases. First, Mr. Diaz 
demonstrated the method him- 
self on a dummy, this allowed 
the participants to get hands on 
the proper way to use the ab- 
dominal thrust technique. Sec- 
ond, he involved the audience 
by showing the techniques and 
doing it with them. Then they 
did the method on their own as 
Mr. Diaz evaluated their tech- 
nique. 

Ending the course Mr. Diaz 
explained the importance of 
first response. He gave de- 
tails on the stages of being the 
first responder during an emer- 
gency. The class was to orga- 
nize everything from scrapes 
and bruises to life-threatening 


emergencies. 

The Elder/Disabled Advo- 
cate Darlene Rubio learned 
CPR class from the past while 
not being bound by it but al- 
ways open-minded to learning 
new techniques. 

Darlene states, “what I 
learned about the class was 
that there are always new ways 
(CPR techniques) and it’s a 
learning tool that never goes 
old, you always learn some- 
thing new when you take a 
class.” 

The classes were designed to 
provide the confidence to re- 
spond in an emergency situ- 
ation with safety skills speci- 
fied at the Yavapai-Apache Na- 
tion CPR Class. The main goal 
is to give the Yavapai-Apache 
community the skills to save a 
life, the satisfaction of know- 
ing that infants and children are 
safe. 

Rescue/EMS Supervisor Fer- 
nando Diaz provided quality 
safety training for the audience 
in case of emergency and pro- 
vided the valuable safety skills.

Their goals 
is to support prevention pro- 
grams for youth and family, 
influence public opinion and 
policy, increase the capacity 
to intervene and treat, and ad- 
dress issue of underage drink- 
ing in Yavapai County.

Pai Women Bertina Grass and 
2005 - 2006 Pai Women Cora- 
lei Marquez. In their various 
roles as representatives they had 
opportunities to travel to nu- 
merous communities and learn 
about the importance of keep- 
ing the culture and identity of 
our people alive. Through their 
journey bird song and dance be- 
came a main component of who 
they were as Yavapai - Apache 
women and they felt as though 
this was a gift they could give 


back to their community. Sing- 
ers and dancers came represent- 
ing all four directions: North, 
South, East and West and along 
with them came a message of 
humbleness, dignity and per- 
sonal accountability for keeping 
our traditions alive for the gen- 
erations to come.

In the month of April the 
fire department provided CPR 
classes for the Yavapai-Apache 
Nation Foster Parents. The 
Rescue/EMS Supervisor Fer- 
nando Diaz was the instructor. 
During the class he demon- 
strated Cardiopulmonary resus- 
citation (CPR), the abdominal 
thrust, and first responder train- 
ing. The class was to give the 
community the confidence to 
respond to an emergency situa- 
tion that can save a life. 

At the beginning of the class 
Mr. Diaz demonstrated the dif- 
ference between an infant, a 
child, and an adult when using 
CPR. The class was organized 
to show the combination of res- 
cue breathing and chest density, 
deliver to victims thought to be 
in cardiac arrest. He explained 
a great way to remember and 
maintain a rhythm is to sing a 
tune “Stayin’ Alive” but use the 
technique when practicing. 

The 1977 disco song has 103

Berkeley Research by Culture Department

In the final days of March, 
Yavapai Culture enjoyed a re- 
search trip to University of 
California at Berkeley. The 
trip was funded by a NAG- 
PRA grant. Yavapai Cul- 
ture Manager Delores Plun- 
kett, technical assistant Reba 
Franco, and Preservation and 
Technology administrator Ju- 
die Piner spent three days lo- 
cating manuscripts, artifacts, 
audio recordings, photographs, 
videos and other material re- 
lated to Yavapai Culture. 

It was an arduous search, as 
research materials are spread 
between various libraries, re- 
search centers, audio studios, 
linguistics lab and more. But 
the people at Berkeley were 
wonderful. They guided the 
researchers to locating just 
what they needed. Bradley, a 
young Hupa (Northern Cali- 
fornia) anthropologist was as- 
signed to them to be sure they 
found the various libraries and 
repositories, arranged for shut- 
tles, and even made sure they 


found good places for lunch. 

The results were wonder- 
ful. We toured the anthro- 
pology archives, seeing arti- 
facts from our area, as well as 
Egyptian, Medieval, and other 
collections. A visit to the bas- 
ket repository allowed them to 


see hundreds of Yavapai and 
Apache baskets, among thou- 
sands of baskets from other 
tribes. 

The main purpose of the trip 
was to research Yavapai audio 
files produced by anthropolo- 
gist E.W. Gifford in the 1930s 


and other during the 1960s. 
Over 450 recordings of songs, 
stories, and language were ac- 
quired. A series of videos de- 
scribing food production and 
crafts of California Indians 
were acquired from the Kroe- 
ber Anthropology Collection. 
We visited two Native Ameri- 
can libraries, one in the Indig- 
enous Studies Department, an- 
other within the Anthropology 
Museum. We spent half a day 
learning the basics of linguis- 
tics and linguistic notation in 
order to make sense of notes 
we acquired from early lin- 
guistic researchers. The best 
find of all were the unpub- 
lished notes of E.W. Gifford 
at the Bancroft Library. They 
held astounding accounts of 
the Skeleton Cave massacre 
and much more. We acquired 
the entire microfilm and will 
be making copies of the hand- 
written material from it. 

All in all. . . a wonderful and 
productive trip. The research- 
ers returned home tired but 
thrilled with the results of the 
trip.

Music of the Yavapai Donated to Community

In early March of this year, 
Carolina Butler of Scottsdale 
came to the council chambers 
of YAN in Middle Verde and 
donated several sets of tradi- 
tional Yavapai songs recorded 
on CDs . This is is a life-time 
project by Butler who emphat- 
ically states that she’s 100% 
percent Mexican-American. 
During the council meeting, 
Butler explained how the mu- 
sic of the Yavapai came into 
being. 

There were 200 full-length 
cassette tapes that were re- 
corded of John Williams and 
Jim White, a Cocopah medi- 
cine man who had been origi- 
nally called to perform a cer- 
emony over Minnie Williams, 
wife of John Williams from Ft. 
McDowell. In the present col- 
lection, Mike Harrison, another 
Yavapai elder is featured in 
only one CD according to But- 
ler. All of the interviews and 
songs were transferred to CDs 
by Butler’s son over a 4 year 
period and were just recently 
completed. The tapes had been 
put away for years since the 
early 70 ’s when Butler worked 
with an anthropologist named 
Dr. Sigred Khera, a professor 
at Arizona State University in 
the early 70’s. “I didn’t think 
about this until I asked my- 
self, ‘Can you do this?’ and so 
I thought I’d better get them 
done,” says Butler. Butler was 
also concerned about the dete- 
rioration of the cassette tapes 
as well. 


Butler traces the history 
of the tapes to a Yavapai el- 
der named Mike Harrison of 
Ft. McDowell from the early 
1970’s. Harrison was the old- 
est Yavapai alive at the time. A 
Virginia Mott, a council woman 
from Ft. McDowell stated that 
Harrison wanted to see But- 
ler. “He wanted me to write the 
history of the Yavapai people,” 
says Butler about Harrison. 
However, Butler was preoccu- 
pied with the Orme Dam con- 
troversy at that time. Congress, 
in 1968, had authorized the 
building of the Central Arizona 
Project which was to pump the 
Colorado River water into a 
canal that stretched from west- 
ern Arizona all the way to Tuc- 
son. Interestingly, there was a 
rider in the Congressional deci- 
sion which included the flood- 
ing of the Ft. McDowell com- 
munity. Butler says that she 
was really busy with trying 


to stop the beginnings of the 
Orme Dam which would flood 
Ft.McDowell at the time so she 
told council woman Mott she 
would find someone to write 
the book on Yavapai. Butler 
had seen a book ‘Verde to San 
Carlos’ by Dr. Corbusier of Ft. 
Verde from the late 1800’s and 
contacted the Tucson publisher 
of that book, Dale Stuart King. 
“I had heard of King and he 
impressed me as the first per- 
son to distinguish between an 
Apache and Yavapai,” says 
Butler who had confidence in 
King. In the past, the Yavapai 
had always been referred to as 
Mohave- Apache says Butler 
In November of 1973, King 
from Tucson referred Butler to 
a young anthropology profes- 
sor at Arizona State Univer- 
sity-Dr. Sigrid Khera. “As it 
turns out, she was the right per- 
son,” says Butler. From there, 
the history documentation of 


the Yavapai began to take its 
shape over the years. 

Dr. Khera conducted exten- 
sive interviews with Mike Har- 
rison from 1974 to 1977. In 
addition, she recorded the mu- 
sic of the Yavapai people and 
put them on 200 cassette tapes 
each containing many Yavapai 
songs featuring local singers 
according to Butler. Dr. Khera 
was a close friend of Butler and 
after 1977, Khera was teaching 
at the University of Alaska in 
Fairbanks and every Christmas, 
Khera came to Butler’s home 
where they continued to col- 
laborate on Yavapai. Unfortu- 
nately, Khera died from cancer 
in 1984 when she was 49 years 
old. “We had become such 
good friends and discussed the 
winning of the Orme Dam case 
in 1981,” recalls Butler. 

The principle singers in all 
of the CDs are John Williams 
and Cocopah Jim White who 
was fluent in Yavapai as well. 
By a strange turn of events, 
Dr. Khera, enlisted the help of 
one of her students at Arizona 
State University to travel to a 
museum in southern Califor- 
nia where she discovered a re- 
cording by a Jim Muukat from 
the 1930’s of 16 songs which 
were brought back to Ft. Mc- 
Dowell where Jim White ea- 
gerly learned the songs which 
are now part of the CD set cur- 
rently available. “That was an 
exciting tape ( the finding of 
the Muukat recording in Cali- 
fornia) and I call it a treasure,”

The jewelry stand is also an 
information booth. “The tour- 
ist ask all kinds of questions:

Mo- 
casque imitates the tourists. 

“It’s slow right now be- 
cause of the economy,” says 
Mocasque. But there’s opti- 
mism in the air as another car 
load of shoppers jump out of 
the car and make their way to 
the frybread booth. Indian en- 
trepreneurship is alive on the 
Yavapai- Apache Nation. 


was to keep the collection to- 
gether and offer it for sale to 
the Yavapai People of Arizona. 
The Carlson’s contracted Fort 
McDowell, Prescott and Camp 
Verde to invite representatives 
to come and see the collection 
at their home. This is how De- 
lores came to find out about it. 
No other tribes came to view 
the baskets so the Carlson’s 
said the YAN has first refusal 
if the Nation decides to pur- 
chase the collection. 

The collection is absolutely 
incredible and consists of ap- 
proximately 46 Yavapai Bas- 
kets made by several ladies 
form Fort McDowell between 


1969 and 1981. However, 
these women once lived in/ 
or had roots to the Verde Val- 
ley before 1940. This is what 
makes the Carlson Collection 
so valuable, the fact that we 
know the names of the ladies 
who made these wonderful ex- 
amples of the old Yavapai Cul- 
ture. 

Another important aspect 
to this collection is that it 
does not fall under the Native 
American Graves Protection 
and Repatriation Act (NAG- 
PRA) Laws because these bas-

sions. 

It was a wonderful experi- 
ence for us to see these baskets 
in person and know that the 
Yavapai Tradition of making 
baskets that are not only beau- 


tiful to look at, but also a testi- 
mony to the skills and patience 
of those who made them. 

These baskets represent a 
Legacy of Yavapai Women 
that goes back in time in an 
unbroken chain from mother 


to daughter to the beginnings 
of the Yavapai People. 

Along on this trip was 
Donna Nightpipe, our only 
current basket weaver, who 
was very impressed by this 
collection Donna also, noticed 


that some of the basket weav- 
er’s were her own relatives.

Our gourd sing- 
ers and bird dancers do a fab- 
ulous job singing and dancing 
to gourd songs. 

The sounds of the gourds 
and the group singing brings 
a vision in your minds eye, 
not the horrific times of yes- 
teryears, but the pure beauty 
of songs bouncing off the red 
rocks, with the rippling of the 
creek that rushes through the 


trees. 

This year a group from 
the nations community were 
asked to participate by build- 
ing a wickiup from scratch. 
The ladies under the supervi- 
sion of Sheila Jackson were 
Josephine, Kimberly, Enicia, 
Marisa, and council woman 
Libby Johnson, Delight Plun- 
kett. The men who chopped 
the willows / poles and hauled 
them to the site, were Joe Man 
and Hans. 

The young women had the 
knowledge to put together all 
the necessary poles and wil- 


lows to do a beautiful job. The 
300 to 400 visitors who came 
through the site enjoyed ob- 
serving the process of pound- 
ing and stripping the yucca 
which is used as cord to tie 
the wickiup together. And they 
were amazed at the half fin- 
ished project. 

We did not complete the 
wickiup so that those who 
looked at the dwelling could 
see how it was constructed 
from the ground up. The vis- 
itors were commenting that 
“they were going home and 
put one up in their back yard.”

Unauthorized Possession of Member Enrollment List 



The Yavapai-Apache Nation 
Administration and tribal 
police are investigating the 
improper possession of the 
2004 official Yavapai- 
Apache Nation enroll- 
ment list. That list, 
which contains per- 
sonal information 
about all Yavapai- 
Apache Nation 
tribal members 
enrolled prior to 
February 2004, 
may have been, or 
copies may still be 
in the possession of 
unauthorized persons 
in the public domain. 

The enrollment list 
contains personal infor- 
mation such as members’ 
phone numbers, social security 
and enrollment numbers. The 
Nation considers this a very 
serious matter because any 
unauthorized possession or use 
of the list, or the information 
contained in the list, may be 
a crime. The Yavapai-Apache 
Nation Police Department is 
investigating and consulting 
with the FBI and the Arizona 
Office of the United States 
Attorney General. 

Thomas Beauty, Chairman 
of the Yavapai Apache Nation, 
has sent a letter to tribal mem- 
bers making them aware of 
this breach of security, which 
is believed to have happened 
in 2004, but was just recently 
discovered. 

“While we believe the infor- 


mation 

was improp- e r 1 y 

released or taken six years 
ago, we are taking immedi- 
ate action now that it’s been 
discovered,” Beauty said. “We 
have put additional safeguards 
in place to ensure the secu- 
rity of our members’ personal 
information.” 

While it is not known if 
members’ personal informa- 
tion was misused, the Yavapai- 
Apache administration is 
encouraging members to regu- 
larly check free credit reports 
made available through www. 
annualcreditreport.com. 

To help investigators, the 
Nation is offering a reward in 


the amount not to exceed 
$5,000.00 for substan- 
tive information 
leading to the 
arrest and con- 
viction of 
any person 
possessing 
or using 
an unau- 
thorized 
enroll- 
ment list 
or the 
confiden- 
tial infor- 
m a t i o n 
contained in 
such list. In 
addition, while 
not eligible for 
the reward, any 
culpable person who 
is the first to come for- 
ward and disclose substan- 
tive information regarding 
other individuals who may 
have unauthorized posses- 
sion or use of the list may be 
considered for prosecutorial 
immunity or leniency - at the 
discretion of tribal and/or fed- 
eral prosecutors. 

The Yavapai-Apache admin- 
istration will continue to post 
information about this issue 
on its website, www.yavapai- 
apache.org.

Festival of Native American Culture 
June 5-1 2 in Verde Valley, Sedona 


Although still in its infancy, 
the Festival of Native Ameri- 
can Culture, is quickly becom- 
ing a major event for the Verde 
Valley 

Founded by Ken Zoll, presi- 
dent of the Verde Valley Chap- 
ter of the Arizona Archaeolog- 
ical Society, in 2009, the festi- 
val was conceived as a fund- 
raiser to support protection of 
archeological sites. 

The festival is also done in 
partnership with Indian tribes 
and organizations to help fun- 
nel money to Native American 
projects and scholarships. 

“This is an event that cel- 
ebrates, supports and protects 
the valley’s Native American 
culture, in many ways,” says 
Zoll. 

Last year’s brought in visi- 
tors from all over Arizona and 
the Southwest for a wide va- 
riety of exhibits, an archaeo- 
astronomy conference, Na- 
tive American Film festival, 
art show and archaeological 
tours. 

This year’s festival, which 
runs from June 5 to June 12, 
will include more tours and 
outdoor events along with the 
very popular art show and film 
festival. 

According to Zoll, last 
year’s art show drew praise 
from the vendors, which in- 
cluded some of the premier 
Native American artist in the 
country. 

“We actually filled out limit 
of 40 vendors fairly early this 
year, simple because the word 
got around that it was a great 
show. All the artists participat- 
ing are well recognized for the 
medium in which they work. 
This isn’t flea market Indian

Dear Tribal Member: 

The administration of the Yavapai-Apache Nation is taking immediate action after learning 
recently that copies of the 2004 enrollment list of the Yavapai-Apache Nation has been and 
may still be, in the possession of unauthorized persons in the public domain. The official 2004 
enrollment list of the Yavapai-Apache Nation contains personal information, including mem- 
bers’ phone number, Social Security and enrollment numbers of each enrolled tribal member. 
This information is highly confidential and any unauthorized possession or use of the list, or the 
information contained in the list, may be a crime. 

The potential existence of the unauthorized copies is currently being investigated by the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation Police Department, in consultation with the FBI and the Arizona Office 
of the United States Attorney General. The administration is taking this situation very seriously 
and is doing all it can to determine how the list became unsecured and what, if anything, was 
done with the information. 

It is believed that the 2004 list was improperly released or taken about six years ago. To help 
investigators learn more, the administration is offering a reward in an amount not to exceed 
$5,000 for substantive information leading to the arrest and conviction of any person possess- 
ing or using an unauthorized enrollment list or the confidential information contained in such 
list. In addition, while not eligible for the reward, any culpable person who is the first to come 
forward and disclose substantive information regarding other individuals who may have unau- 
thorized possession or use of the list may be considered for prosecutorial immunity or leniency 
- at the discretion of tribal and/or federal prosecutors. 

Ensuring the security of confidential information is a high priority for the administration. We 
have immediately put into place additional safeguards to ensure that a breach of Yavapai- 
Apache Nation proprietary information does not reoccur. 

While we do not know of any wrongdoing related to access of members’ personal information, 
the administration is recommending members regularly check their credit scores. Members 
should go to www.annualcreditreport.com to receive information on how to obtain a free credit 
report annually. 

If you have information that will help investigators, please contact the Yavapai-Apache Nation 
Police Department (928) 649-7142 immediately. For any other questions concerning this mat- 
ter, please contact the Office of Public Relations at (928) 567-1006 or Enrollment Department 
at (928) 567-1028. 

Information about this situation is posted on our website www.yavapai-apache.org. We will 
continue to keep you updated.

M. Marquez’ quote was 
selected for inclusion in Mr. Decker ’s story. 
We apologize for any confusion this may have 
caused. 

Why so much money? 

Resolution No. 93-04 of the YAN Nation, 
signed November 4, 2004, sets forth: 

Whereas: The Nation has amended its Tribal 
Gaming Ordinance... 

to address its current revenue allocation 
needs.... 

Whereas: The Gaming Revenue Allocation 
Plan... is for the purpose of providing for the 
allocation of the net gaming revenue generated 
by the Nation’s Casino... the Chairman with 
the assistance of the Attorney General have re- 
vised the initial RAP... and (it) should be sub- 
mitted ...for approval.... 

These passages indicate that should a 
“need” arise that would require a change to 
the RAP, the Nation may do so by amend- 
ing or modifying its previous Resolutions. 
Thus, in Resolution 93-04, the former 
Chairman, Jamie Fullmer and the Attorney 
General made changes, as needed at that 
time, to the previous Tribal Ordinance 
(and RAPS), and, after the tribal council ap- 
proved it, the Chairman signed it, it was 
approved by the BIA, and was followed by an 
approval by the the Dept, of Interior. 

Since members of the tribe have requested 
a new per capita distribution for the Nation’s 
Revenue Allocation Plan for its membership, 
a new “need” has arisen. Although, the Coun- 
cil has stated that this request “directly con- 


tradicts the mandates of the approved Revenue 
Allocation Plan”, the RAP provisions are not 
“set in stone!” The drafters of the RAP - then 
Chairman Jamie Fullmer and the former AG - 
included the following Article that should the 
Nation or members desire to do so, the provi- 
sions of the RAP can be changed or even re- 
pealed: 

ARTICLE 5. AMENDMENT OR REPEAL 
OF PLAN. 

The RAP and or any section, part, and word 
thereof, may be amended or repealed.... Any 
such amendment shall be by Resolution. 

The Council stated in the YAN newspa- 
per that “In recent months, members have 
requested a new per capita distribution to the 
membership....”, an increase of the per capita 
to 35% from the current RAP’S 15% - of which 
10% is distributed yearly, and an additional 
5% every 5 years. The Council members 
stated that this would have a negative effect on 
the Nation and its governmental services and 
programs. 

Yet, the tribal leaders had already dealt a 
negative effect on its tribe by terminating 
30 non-tribal employees and decreasing ser- 
vices and programs to its tribal members, 
which included denying the YAN Elders their 
annual (vacation) trip. The Yan Elders as well 
as friends and relatives were very disappointed. 
If the Tribal Council members had “cut” their 
exorbitant salaries, maybe the Elders would 
have been able to go on that Alaska Cruise that 
everyone was eagerly anticipating! Myself, for 
one. 

Phoenix Community mtg., 5-15-10: the 
Chairman quoted his salary as $127,000. 

A 2007 Budget for Annual Salaries and Ben- 
efits: 

Chairman $127,574.65 plus $54,397.96 as 
a Council mbr = $181,972.61; 

V. Chairman $97,583.51 plus $54,397.96 as 
a Council mbr = $151,981.47; 

Executive Director of Administration 
$134,847.98; 

Council Member: (plus extra 
pay: ’’recognizes prior service and experience”) 

2 members at $47,513.25 = $95,026.50; 

3 members at $54,397.96 = $163,193.88; 

1 member at $60,143.53; 1 member at 
$58,472.48; 

Total Council Salaries, annually = 
$540,026.07 - 7 mbrs - over 1/2 million dlrs! 

Council, Chair, V-Chr, and, Exec. Dir. ’s an- 
nual salaries - $845,638.45 

Close to ONE (1) MILLION DOLLARS 
IN SALARIES FOR 10 PEOPLE! 

$150 a month is all Ft.McDowell’s Tribal 
Council members get! 

Non-tribal Council members (monthly 
salaries): Carefree, AZ zero/no pay at all - 
they work for the “prestige” of their posi- 
tion and to do service for the people! 
Winslow, AZ’s Council only gets $50 a 
month; Mesa - $1,584; Glendale -$1,458; 
Yuma - $1,000; Tucson - $3,000 (pop- 
ulation - 519,000); Flagstaff, $2,000 
(population - 8 thousand). And, the Ari- 
zona State Legislators, $2,000, or $24,000 
yearly - making laws for over 6 1/2 mil- 
lion people in the State of Arizona! The AZ 
voters even voted “No” on raising their sal- 
aries to $32,000 annually! AND, the 
Governor of Arizona only makes $95,000 an- 
nually!! 

Does the Nation’s Tribal Coun- 
cil have such a huge volume of complex, 
“mind-boggling” business such that they 
feel their work and time spent doing that 
work justifies being paid so much money, 
even above the city and town councils of 
the previous paragraph? Does the YAN Coun- 
cil have a harder job than the workload 
of Fort McDowell’s Council whose pay is 
$150 monthly, while YAN’S starting pay is 
$3,500 monthly? And, that our small res- 
ervations totaling less than 1,000 “on-rez” 
people require more of a workload for the 
YAN tribal council than the 6 1/2 million in 
Arizona require of their representatives 
whose pay is $2,000 monthly, $24,000 yrly? 


And, that the Chairman, V-Chairman, and 
Exec. Director, of such a small “poor” 
tribe - 2,228 tribal members, warrant 
EACH of them making more money than 
the Governor of the State of Arizona - gover- 
nor of over 6 1/2 million people? 

(My repetition is for emphasis!) 

Another reason the Council said it should 
deny an increase in per capita is that the 
Nation’s casino (profits) may be jeopar- 
dized by the “new” casinos. But, a couple of 
these casinos haven’t even been built 
yet! It is commendable that the Council is 
considering the possibility that the new, cur- 
rently operating, casinos MAY have a 
negative impact on the Nation’s casino. 
However, many other casinos surrounded 
by competitors are still surviving quite 
well ! San Diego, is called THE CASINO 
CAPITAL OF CALIFORNIA because 
there are nine (9) large casinos there which 
are still operating successfully, and profiting! 

A number of Tribal Councils and leaders 
said they wanted their tribal members to en- 
joy the benefits of their casino’s profits and 
provided higher per capita percentages and / 
or distributions for their tribal members than 
YAN has. Some reservations are huge and 
some tribal enrollments have many members. 
A partial listing: (a large enrollment, of course, 
decreases the per capita distribution) 

Sac and Fox Meshwaki of Iowa, 761 en- 
rolled members, $2,000 monthly 
Yakima Nation (WA) (40% per cap), 3,074 
mbrs, $2,000 a year 

Eastern Band of Cherokee ( 50% per capita, 
50% for govt), 13,000 mbrs 
Puyallup tribe, more than 3,800 enrolled 
mbrs, $2,000 monthly 
Santa Ynez Band of Indians, 180 enrolled 
members, $45,000 monthly 
Comanche tribe (OK) (40% per capita), 
14,557 now enrolled, $900 a year 
Shakopie Dakota (Mdewakanton), 982 
members, $1 million dollars a year 
Klamath Indians’ casino opened 1997, 3,600 
mbrs, $1,000 yearly 

Rumsey Band of Wintun Indians, 60 mem- 
bers, $1 million dollars a year 
Ho-Chunk ( 7 1 % per capita) 6,200 enrolled 
members (amt.not found) 

Cabazon Band of Mission Indians (CA), 32 
members , $ 1 4 ,000monthly, 

Potawatomi Nation ( 48% per capita) 1,200 
enrolled mbrs, 

Siletz Band of Indians, 71% per capita 
Mohegan Tribe (40% to 50%), 800 mbrs, 
$28,000 yearly 

The Puyallup tribe was paying more 
money to its members than the RAP had been 
approved for and The Court limited 
their per capita to 35.4%! This Superior 
Court ruling shows that the 35% per cap- 
ita requested by the YAN members is not 
unreasonable! (it would be a 20% increase 
from the current 15%) 

However, of the current 15% per capita, 
5% is at issue, as the Nation does not want 
to release the 5% fund, although mem- 
bers have requested it be eliminated and 
added to the regular 10% distributed 
yearly in February (which should really be 
distributed in January as MAN- 
DATED by the RAP). This 5% per- 
manent per capita “investment” fund 
earned very little in its past 5 years in the Mer- 
rill-Lynch Investment Corporation. 

Three distribution amounts for Arizona 
tribes retrieved before this writing: 

Salt River’s Pima-Maricopa tribes, 8,700 
mbrs, $3,000 quarterly, $9,000 yrly 
Gila River Indians, roughly 19,000 mem- 
bers, $2,000 - $5,000 yearly 
Fort McDowell Yavapai, less than 1,000 
mbrs, $2,500 to $3,000 monthly 
There are more casino per capita tribes but, 
for brevity, these are all I am listing. 

2,228 enrolled YAN members was the 
count on my last call to the Enrollment dept. 
And, less than 1,000 live on the Verde Val- 
ley’s reservation lands. Many members 
live “off-rez” due to jobs, educational pur- 
suits, military duty, etc. The reservations 
in the Verde total 636 acres. For such 
a small rural reservation, HOW CAN 
THE NATION’S LEADERS JUSTIFY TAK- 


ING 85% FOR TRIBAL GOVERNMENT! 
- leaving 15% for per capita? And, the 
YAN leaders will not release the 5% 
permanent per capita because they, appar- 
ently, want to use even that, for whatever 
investment into business ventures they are 
considering! Like other unscrupulous 
investments that have already been made 
and the membership has had to suffer 
the consequences of lost per capita! Thus, 
it appears the YAN leaders want 90% 
for governmental purposes! It was said at 
one meeting that adjusting percentages 
to accommodate an increase to a 35% 
per capita could not be done because it 
would hurt the government’s 85% (or 
rather 90%) operations. The tribal programs 
and services, etc., could not afford any kind of 
decrease. 

Example of one tribal RAP: The Potawa- 
tomi casino’s Revenue Allocation Plan: 

48% Per Capita 

28% Government Operations 

16% Economic Development 

7% General Welfare 

1 % Charitable Contributions 

If this tribe, and others, can give their mem- 
bers a higher per capita, why can’t YAN? 

Yet, even with 85% of the net prof- 
its from its casino for tribal operations, the 
YAN leaders have “cut” programs and ser- 
vices, made drastic “cuts” to departmental 
budgets, terminated 30 people, etc., and, 
the Council sessions have gone to 1/2 
days, so what is the justification for keep- 
ing the government’s part of the “pie” at 
85%, or rather, 90%? Where is that per- 
centage of money going such that even 
the 5% per capita fund has to be “lever- 
aged”? - IF the 5% HAS BEEN ALREADY, 
or, is slated to be in the near future. 
Maybe THAT is why the leaders cannot 
do away with the 5% permanent per cap- 
ita fund... Correction! 5% permanent per 
capita “investment” fund - it seems a ne- 
cessity that the term “investment” be 
there. It may be THAT is how the Nation can 
feel free to “use” or “take” the members’ per 
capita - because it has been labeled an “IN- 
VESTMENT” fund! 

Based upon the findings of how other 
tribes have provided for THEIR tribal 
members in their Revenue Allocation 
Plans (RAP), at 30%, 40%, 48%, 50%, and 
even 71% (and some tribes have larger res- 
ervations and/or a larger membership), 
IT APPEARS VERY UNREASON- 
ABLE THAT THE YAN LEADERS - THE 
TRIBAL COUNCIL- OBJECT TO IN- 
CREASING THE PER CAPITA FROM ITS 
15% TO THE 35% REQUESTED BY 
THE MEMBERS. AND, to deny a re- 
lease of the 5% that has gained only a min- 
iscule amount of money in 5 years! Peo- 
ple, if you are one of those who wants your 
share “invested” to earn money for the future, 
ask for a release of the 5%, take your share of 
that money, and invest elsewhere at a higher 
rate of earnings!

I’m writing this letter to plead with the par- 
ents that live around my block. Let your chil- 
dren know that the mailboxes they see on the 
Reservation are not toys and should not be 
played with. No matter how you look at it, 
opening someone else’s mail is not only steal- 
ing but a Federal offense.

Mr. Acevedo is a graduate of the 
University of Montana and of 
the University of New Mexico 
School of Law. 

Derek J. Bailey, Appointee 
for Member, National Advi- 
sory Council on Indian Edu- 
cation 

Derek J. Bailey was sworn in 
as Tribal Chairman of the Grand 
Traverse Band on December 11, 
2008. Chairman Bailey is the 
fifth Chairman since the Grand 
Traverse Band was federally 
reaffirmed in May 1980, and 


the youngest in the Tribe’s his- 
tory. He is currently the Chair- 
man of the Inter-Tribal Coun- 
cil of Michigan, and most re- 
cently selected as the Chairman 
of CORA (Chippewa/Ottawa 
Resource Authority). He holds a 
Master’s degree in Social Work, 
graduating from Grand Valley 
State University in 1998. 

Robin A. Butterfield, Ap- 
pointee for Member, National 
Advisory Council on Indian 
Education 

Robin Butterfield is a Se- 
nior Liaison within the Minority 
Community Outreach Depart- 
ment of the National Education 
Association.

Mahape is the daughter of 
Norman and Priscilla Smith 
of Middle Verde. She recalls 
how it all started. “Ever since 
I was little girl I remember I 
liked to massage my grand- 
parent’s head,” she says with 
a smile. “Of course, I didn’t 
know what I was doing.” Fast- 
forward to 1990 when she en- 
rolled at Scottsdale Commu- 
nity College with an athletic 
scholarship to pitch softball 
while majoring in Anthro- 
pology and General Studies. 
Later, she spent 4 years work- 
ing with the Nation’s Gam- 
ing Commission. Still, in the 
back of her mind, Mahape 
says she was not completely 
satisfied and in 2003 went to 
Dental Assistant school and 
completed those requirements. 
“And still, this wasn’t what 
I wanted,” she adds. In 2006 
after getting married, back 
to the Gaming Commission 
and shortly thereafter, hit her 
stride becoming a foster par- 
ent. “I was in a nurturing en- 
vironment, giving, giving each 
day,” says Mahape who feels 
that this experience finally

gave her the push to pursue 
what she is now studying. 

Mahape kept driving by the 
massage school in Cotton- 
wood but never stopped un- 
til one day she pulled into the 
parking lot and started asking 
questions about the school. 
Things are different now for 
Mahape who says it’s not un- 
usual for her to take a client 
out into nature to perform 
one of her expert massages. 
There is the folding table that 
serves as a cushion for the cli- 
ent and a work area for Ma- 
hape. “I love giving and re- 
ceiving-it goes both ways,” 
she says as she talks about go- 
ing to the mouth of Sycamore 
Canyon to work with a cli- 
ent. “It’s the most beautiful 
peaceful thing I had done,” 
she says of that session with a 
lady who claimed of a healing 
of the mind and spirit. And af- 
ter the massage, a walk down 
by the river where Mahape 
talked with her client and how 
beneficial the therapy was-- 
for both of them. “It’s better 
if one goes to where the client 
lives to perform the massage 
and they (client) feel comfort- 
able” she says. 

Mahape bases her technique 
on two premises: touch and 
healing. 

The expression, ‘Doctor 
heal thyself’ may have been 
true for Mahape as she de- 
scribes one healing experi- 
ence she had with her diabe- 
tes.

The course will provide the 
youth with problem solving 


could barely walk. Then, a full 
body massage by fellow stu- 
dents brought those knots in 
her legs under control. There- 
after, every opportunity that 
arose, Mahape was first to 
state, “Me first!” for a full- 
body massage. She also has 
lost 40 pounds since being in 
the program as well. 

Mahape believes that she 
can set some trends to over- 
come the elder’s cultural ta- 
boos of touching. “I want to 
put it out to them... a good way 
to healing,” she says about 
touching. “They say T don’t 
like to be touched’ but I tell 
them it’s a healing touch”. 

Mahape is covering the top- 
ics of anatomy and physiology 
which is the study of the mus- 
cles structures of the body. She 
has covered every topic from 
Swedish massage, Tai chi and 
other modalities. “I incorpo- 
rate all of these together,” says 
Mahape. “I watch people as 
they are walking toward me,” 
she adds. 

Take a walk inside of Ma- 
hape’s school and you can 
see all of the cubicles for the 
student’s storage of personal 
items and the folding tables 
as well. Then, the anatomy 
charts on the wall that shows 
the muscles of the human 
body. Out the window, you 
can see the distant red rock 
mountains of west Sedona and 
toward Williams as well. “I 
love this place. Here, we don’t 
sit in a classroom style. You 
sit on the floor without your 
shoes and everything is on the 


skills and build self-esteem and 
confidence by utilizing their in- 
dividual courage and strengths. 

Ropes Course Training Exec- 
utive Director Jim Trail warned 
participants that there would 
be no “Killer Statements” and 
“Suicide Statements” during 
the training session. Meaning 
that there would be no tolerance 
for any negative statements di- 
rected toward any person. Trail 
stated, “It is not just about being 
positive, it is respect for your- 
self and others.” 

Trail explained that the ropes 
course can be used to gain a 
‘take charge’ mentality needed 
when facing peer pressure. 
Trail explained that trying to 


ground,” Mahape says. 

What’s in the future for Ma- 
hape? To graduate from this 
school and pass her national 
standards exam after her Sep- 
tember graduation this fall. 
“My goal is to have a mini- 
spa, a relaxing place where 
people can come and go, to 
enjoy themselves,” Mahape 
says. She is aware of spas in 
Sedona such as The Enchant- 
ment Resort and wants to rep- 
licate those same services for 
her own business. 

A typical fee is $40 per 
hour for Mahape when she 
offers her services to clients. 
Other places , resorts charge 
up to $80 per hour says Ma- 
hape. Recently, she worked 
with a 23 year old man who 
had won a raffle ticket to re- 
ceive a massage. “He loved 
it. He kept talking about the 
experience because he was a 
construction worker. He was 
in la-la land,” says Mahape 
with a smile. She also gave 
him some business cards to 
pass out to his buddies. 

Mahape credits her parents 
for instilling in her the courage 
to pursue her dreams. “You 
have your dream and it will 
happen,” says Mahape. “Our 
parents pushed us to be some- 
body and their encouragement 
is to learn to give. They’re al- 
ways pushing me to try harder 
and I’ve never given up”. Ma- 
hape says that there are stereo- 
types of children whose par- 
ents are involved with politics

100 MILE CHALLENGE 


The 100 Mile Challenge is a 16 week walk/run exercise program for individuals 18 years and older. The 
goal for each participant is to reach 100 miles within 16 weeks, beginning May 17 thru September 3, 2010.

Portobello ’’Pizza” 

Ingredients’ 

1. Whole Portobello mush- 
room caps about 5’ diameter 
stems removed. 

2. Vi cup low-fat marinara 
sauce 

3. Vi cup lean turkey Italian 
sausage, cooked, drained and 
crumbled 

4. 4 tablespoon shredded 
fat free or low-fat mozzarella 
cheese 

5. 2 teaspoons freshly grated 


parmesan cheese 

6. 1 tablespoon chopped 
fresh basil 

Preheat the oven to 350*F. 
Wipe the mushrooms clean of 
any dirt. Place them on a bak- 
ing sheet, gill side up. Spoon 
sauce over each cap, then 
sprinkle on the sausage and 
cheese. Place the mushrooms 
in the oven and bake for 6 to 
8 minutes, or until the cheese 
is melted. Garnish with fresh 
basil or parsley, “one Porto- 
bello mushroom has as much 
potassium as a banana”.

PHOENIX - The Arizona Department 
of Gaming announced that tribal contri- 
butions to the state from gaming revenue 
will be approximately $21.3 million for 
the quarter ended March 31, 2010. 

“This is a 3.5% decrease from the 
same quarter of last year but gaming op- 
erations are actively working their way 
back,” said Mark Bmovich, director of 
the Arizona Department of Gaming. 


“Tribes are making significant invest- 
ments in updated facilities and technolo- 
gies to provide more entertainment op- 
tions while continuing to fund vital pro- 
grams for Arizona,” added Bmovich. 

The quarterly tribal contributions in 
the state Arizona Benefits Fund will be 
distributed as follows: 

Instmctional Improvement Fund/Edu- 
cation: $ 10,590,789

Arizona Department of Gaming oper-

Arizona Wildlife Conservation Fund:

State Tourism Fund: $ 1 ,5 12,970 
Problem Gambling Education, Treat- 
ment and Prevention: $426,778

$21,338,902 

The Arizona Department of Gaming, 
in partnership with Arizona’s tribes, reg- 
ulates Indian gaming. Under the Arizona 
Tribal-State Gaming Compact, tribes 
with casinos contribute one to eight per- 
cent of their Class III gross gaming rev- 
enue to the state, cities, towns and coun- 
ties. In Arizona, Class III gaming in- 


cludes slot machines, jackpot poker, 
blackjack, keno and off-track pari-mu- 
tuel betting. There are currently 22 Class 
HI casinos in the state. Tribes send con- 
tributions to the state Arizona Benefits 
Fund every three months.

haps there was something about why 
you were up there? Something you 
got hung up on, maybe it’s something 
you want to readdress later on, because 
you left something. You could say to 
yourself, “Look mom, I’m grabbing 


on. Look mom, I’m letting go. Look 
mom, no feet.” Look at what I did, I 
fell, but I have someone to hold onto; 
the rope.” 

Trail encouraged the participants to 
move forward with building a ropes 
course at the Nation and to be the 
“rope” the youth needed when facing 
difficult choices in their lives. 

The department plans to use a federal 
grant that supports tribal development 


to stop and manage criminal 
behavior and improve tribal 
juvenile justice systems for 
Native Americans.

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2010 Yavapai-Apache Nation Election 


Draws Six Candidates For Chairman’s Seat 


The Nation’s primary elec- 
tion scheduled for Saturday, 
August 7, gives tribal members 
the opportunity to select Chair- 
man and Vice Chairman nomi- 
nees for a subsequent runoff in 
the Nation’s General Election 
to be held Saturday, September 
18,2010. 

With an anticipated turn- 
out of approximately 27% of 
eligible voters at the polls on 
Election Day, the candidates 
will have their work cut out 
for them as the low numbers 
force them into a tight race for 
the two seats. 

Accusations of misuse of 
funds and violations of the 
council’s code of ethics seem 
to have split the Nation into 
two camps; young versus old, 
placing more pressure on the 
candidates to actively cam- 
paign to the opposing voters in 
an attempt to swing the vote in 
their favor. 

While many of the tribal el- 
ders support the movement to 
distribute funds from the Na- 
tion’s gaming investment ac- 
count, the younger generation 
seems to favor an investment 
strategy with a long term pay- 
out for future generations. 

Although candidates 
are focused on internal 
issues, the Nation faces 
challenges at the state 
and federal level on a 
daily basis, issues that 
the candidates have yet 
to address. Issues in- 
clude water rights nego- 
tiations, land exchange pro- 
posals, gaming issues and de- 


creased funding at the federal 
level for healthcare, law en- 
forcement and economic de- 
velopment. 

These are sure to be top- 
ics on many of the candidate’s 
agenda as they jockey for the 
opportunity to become the Na- 
tion’s next top leaders. 

Six candidates have been 
deemed eligible by the Na- 
tion’s Election Board to run for 
the Chairman’s seat: Thomas 
Beauty, Billy Garner, Harry 
Hood, Roberta Pavatea, Nor- 
man Smith and David Kwail, 
while four candidates have met 
the requirements for the Vice 
Chairman seat: Nancy Guz- 
man, Robert Jackson Sr., Ce- 
lestina Valles and Carol Wil- 
liams. 

To vote in either election, 
YAN tribal members must be 
18 years of age or over and 
must be registered to vote with 
the YAN Election Board. For

Nation’s Rec Building 
Damaged by Intruders 


The Nation’s custodians 
stumbled upon a crime scene 
when they arrived at the Na- 
tion’s recreation building for 
their regular shift on June 3rd. 
Yavapai-Apache Nation Po- 
lice (YAPD) believe that one 
or more persons entered the 
building sometime between 
the hours of 10 p.m. on the 
evening of June 2nd, and 5 
a.m. on the morning of June 
3rd, causing severe damage 
and removing property from 
the building. 

The building’s interior 
walls, windows and floors 
were spray painted, com- 
puter keyboards, an IPS time 
clock and fax machine were 
damaged, interior doors were 
pried open, a 645 Wii station, 
a Game Cube and $500 were 
among some of the items sto- 
len, as part of the crime spree. 

Recreation Director, Lei- 
momi Montijo stated, “I was 
devastated and crying (upon 
viewing the damage).” “The 
damage was devastating be- 
cause it was so bad. They 
spray painted everything .” 
Per Montijo the money taken 
was to have been used to take 
the Nation’s children to Har- 
kins Theatre in Prescott to see 
a movie that day. “Thankfully 
the administration replaced the 
money and the kids were able 
to see the movie after all,” 


stated Montijo. 

Regarding the effect the 
break-in had on the children, 
Montijo says that she at- 
tempted to limit the children’s 
curiosity by having the po- 
lice cruisers relocated to a less 
conspicuous location and redi- 
recting the children to the gym 
as they arrived. Despite the 
staff’s attempts, some children 
were exposed to the damage 
and required an explanation 
from Montijo. Montijo states, 
“My whole purpose and in- 
tention was to avoid curios- 
ity by the kids. All the kids 
were sent to the gym and we 
had them sit on the bleachers 
and informed them about the 
break-in.” 

The maintenance staff didn’t 
hesitate to volunteer to repair 
the damage that was done to 
the recreation building, volun- 
teering to stay and repair the 
damage after completing their 
regular shifts. Public Works 
Manager, David Jackson 
stated, “I was proud of them. 
It shows that they have pride 
in their community.” 

“The maintenance staff is 
incredible,” stated Montijo, 
“While we were at the mov- 
ies, they buffed the floors and 
painted (recreation building) 
like it never happened.”

Y ou may have noticed 
Nation police offi- 
cers patrolling the 
communities on bicycles re- 
cently. That’s because YAPD 
purchased six bikes utilizing 
grant funds that were awarded 
to the Nation by the Depart- 
ment of Justice Community 
Orientated Policing Services 
(COPS) program. 

The Nation was recently 
awarded a total of $199,800 in 
COPS grant funding specifi- 
cally designated for the pur- 
chase of the bikes, five patrol 
cars and eighteen radios. 

COPS is the office of the 
U.S. Department of Justice 
that advances the practice of 
community policing in Amer- 
ica’s state, local and tribal law 
enforcement agencies. Com- 
munity policing is a philoso- 
phy that promotes organiza- 
tional strategies, which sup- 
port the systematic use of 
partnerships and problem- 
solving techniques, to pro- 
actively address the immedi- 
ate conditions that give rise 
to public safety issues such 
as crime, social disorder, and 
fear of crime. The COPS pro- 
gram has provided millions of 
dollars in aid to tribal commu- 
nities across the United States. 
YAPD Chief of Police, 


Jesse Alvey, stated that the 
bikes will be used not only to 
patrol within the communities, 
but will be utilized during spe- 
cial events as well. The bikes 
allow for more personal inter- 
action with the public and pro- 
vide access to areas normally 
off-limits to officers patrolling 
in vehicles. 


In addition to the benefits 
the bike patrols provide to the 
communities, officers assigned 
may see health benefits as a 
result of being assigned to bike 
patrol. Studies show that bike 
riding offers many health ben- 
efits including; increased car- 
diovascular fitness, increased 
calories burned and increased 


strength. In addition, bike rid- 
ing has proven to be a stress 
reliever, whether patrolling or 
just riding for fun. 

Laura Jones, YAPD Human 
Resources Director states, “It 
will be great to see our offi- 
cers servicing the community

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EDITORIAL 


Council Report 


No one can deny that the 
huge oil leak now taking place 
in the Gulf of Mexico is a 
complete environmental ca- 
tastrophe. Estimates of up to 
19,000 barrels of oil are escap- 
ing daily from the ocean floor. 
A massive amount of crude oil 
is now threatening and destroy- 
ing pristine marshes, wildlife 
reserves and sea life all across 
the northern Gulf. Thousands, 
if not millions, of people have 
or will lose for decades their 
very livelihood from fisher- 
ies, tourism and collateral ser- 
vices. And at the time of this 
writing, efforts to stop the leak 
still have proven unsuccessful. 
Even when stopped, the clean- 
up and recovery phase from 
the oil leak will be enormous 
in terms of time and expense. 

The Yavapai-Apache Na- 
tion (“Nation”) faced a similar 
crisis recently - only this one 
was economic. In the early 
2000s, the Nation made some 
very successful investments 
into the start up gaming op- 
erations of several California 
tribes. Not only did these in- 
vestments bring a healthy re- 
turn to the Nation, the Nation 
was at the same time receiving 
national accolades for assisting 
fellow tribes in their economic 
endeavors. It was a win-win 
situation for all involved. 

Fresh off of these financial 
victories, the Nation wanted to 
repeat this success with other 
tribes. As a result, the Nation, 
for a percentage of the profits, 
decided to guarantee payments 
on behalf of the La Posta and 
Santa Ysabel bands in order 
for these bands to get bank fi- 
nancing for the construction 
of their casinos. The Coun- 
cil at that time looked at fea- 
sibility studies for both loca- 
tions, the amount of financing 
it would take to get the oper- 
ations started and the possi- 
ble return for the Nation. In 
other words, the Council pretty 
much followed the same rou- 
tine in deciding to go forward 
with the La Posta and Santa 
Ysabel investments as it did 
with the prior two success- 
ful endeavors. And, this be- 
ing during the mid 2000s, the 
economy was booming. There 
was no reason for the Council 
to believe at that time that the 
Nation’s investments in the La 
Posta and Santa Ysabel casinos 
would turn sour. 

Construction for La Posta 
and Santa Ysabel ensued 
shortly thereafter and the casi- 
nos became operational in the 
second half of 2007. Immedi- 
ately, both tribes started either 
missing their monthly bank 
payments or made only par- 
tial payments in each month. 
In missing the payments, the 
banks making the loans to La 
Posta and Santa Ysabel turned 
to the Nation, as the loan guar- 
antor, to make the missed pay- 
ments. Each month starting in 
2008, the Nation was forced to 
make substantial monthly out- 



lays to the banks on behalf of 
La Posta and Santa Ysabel. 

To deal with this negative 
situation, the Nation imme- 
diately called upon the tribal 
leaders of both La Posta and 
Santa Ysabel to recognize the 
importance of making pay- 
ments to the banks. Many dis- 
cussions ensued with these 
bands to get them to realize 
the seriousness of the situa- 
tion they were placing the Na- 
tion in. However, under fed- 
eral law, the Nation could not 
mandate that the bands make 
specific casino management 
changes to their gaming op- 
erations without jeopardiz- 
ing the very financing agree- 
ments allowing the Nation to 
recover its investment. To in- 
sist upon management or oper- 
ational changes would call into 
question whether the Nation 
had in fact become a manager 
of the casinos in violation of 
the Indian Gaming Regulatory 
Act (“IGRA”). The Nation did 
not have a management agree- 
ment with the bands that was 
approved by the National In- 
dian Gaming Commission 
(“NIGC”) in order for the Na- 
tion to insist that La Posta and 
Santa Ysabel make specific 
changes in the bands’ gaming 
operations. If the Nation pro- 
ceeded to require La Posta and 
Santa Ysabel to make man- 
agement changes under the fi- 
nancing agreements, the NIGC 
could have declared the Na- 
tion’s financing agreements 
with La Posta and Santa Ysa- 
bel null and void, and the Na- 
tion thereafter would have no 
recourse to recover its invest- 
ment with the bands. 

The Nation also met numer- 
ous times with the banks that 
financed the project to see if 
more lenient terms could be 
arranged that would benefit the 
Nation in relation to the Na- 
tion making the payments for 
the La Posta and Santa Ysabel 
loans - all with little success. 
The Nation consulted with le- 
gal and financial experts in the 
banking field seeking to either 
get out of loan obligations al- 
together or to reach new deals 


with the banks. These efforts 
met with little success as the 
banks were unwilling to grant 
but very limited relief to the 
Nation in terms of time and 
payment amounts. 

In addition, the Nation 
looked into the legal conse- 
quences of stopping payments 
entirely to the banks on be- 
half of La Posta and Santa Ys- 
abel. The Nation determined 
that the remedy for the banks 
in that situation would be for 
the banks to go after and seize 
control of the Nation’s own 
cash flow from Cliff Castle 
Casino, which would jeopar- 
dize the Nation’s ability to of- 
fer governmental operations 
and services to the members of 
the Nation. Such a situation, 
which would have been to- 
tally unacceptable, would have 
continued for years, if not de- 
cades, until the financial obli- 
gations for La Posta and Santa 
Ysabel were paid off. Further- 
more, the Nation’s credit rating 
for securing future economic 
development financing would 
have been ruined. 

Additionally, the Nation 
looked at standing on sover- 
eign immunity to get out of 
the bank agreements. How- 
ever, no bank gives loans to a 
tribe without getting a waiver 
of sovereign immunity from 
that tribe. The Nation’s situ- 
ation was no different. The 
sovereign immunity waiver 
granted by the Nation not only 
included the deals for the La 
Posta and Santa Ysabel loans, 
but also the loans of the two 
previous successful invest- 
ments as well. This is sim- 
ply how the banking world and 
high finance works. The Na- 
tion had no legal argument to 
make in relation to sovereign 
immunity. 

To make matters worse, the 
recession started in 2008 and 
the economy tanked. No one 
in the financial world, from 
Wall Street to local invest- 
ment advisors, saw this com- 
ing. The Nation started see- 
ing the principle in its own ac- 
counts dwindle. Furthermore, 
the revenue stream from the 


Nation’s local businesses, es- 
pecially Cliff Castle Casino’s 
revenues, started to dramati- 
cally fall. The immediate short 
and long term financial pic- 
ture for the Nation, through no 
fault of the Council, started to 
look very bleak. 

Meanwhile, the Nation was 
still making monthly pay- 
ments on the La Posta and 
Santa Ysabel loans. In fact, 
at the rate in which money 
was leaving tribal coffers to 
make these loan payments, it 
was just a matter of time be- 
fore the Nation’s financial re- 
serves would have been com- 
pletely exhausted with the debt 
to the banks still as large as 
ever. The reason for this was 
because the monthly payments 
being made to the banks were 
mostly for interest, with very 
little of these payments going 
toward actually lowering the 
principle or debt amount. 

Faced with shrinking ac- 
counts due to the recession 
and a very significant debt for 
the La Posta and Santa Ysabel 
gaming operations, the Coun- 
cil was forced to make a dras- 
tic decision in the best interest 
of the Nation - one they knew 
would be very unpopular but 
which needed to be made in 
order to save the Nation from 
financial ruin. That decision 
was to use the accounts legally 
available to pay off the banks. 
Just like with the oil leak now 
destroying the Gulf of Mexico, 
the Council had to stop the fi- 
nancial leak that was destroy- 
ing the Nation. To do nothing 
was simply unacceptable and 
would have resulted not only 
in the Council failing to uphold 
its fiduciary responsibilities to 
the tribal members, but would 
have had very real negative 
consequences for the members 
as well. Having made that dif- 
ficult decision, the Council is 
now taking steps for recovery 
in the aftermath. 

First and foremost, the Na- 
tion has focused heavily on 
how to recoup the dollars paid 
out for the Santa Ysabel and La 
Posta loans. Santa Ysabel has 
not been cooperative with the 


Nation in coming to new terms 
with the Nation, nor has Santa 
Ysabel made any payments to 
the Nation. As a result, the 
Nation is filing suit in Federal 
Court for the District of Cali- 
fornia to go after the Band’s 
Revenue Sharing Trust Funds 
located with the State of Cali- 
fornia. These funds are paid to 
non-gaming tribes (with a limit 
to the number of slot machines 
they put on their gaming facil- 
ity floor, Santa Ysabel and La 
Posta are both considered non- 
gaming tribes under the Cali- 
fornia compacts). If success- 
ful, the Nation should be re- 
ceiving about one million dol- 
lars or more per year from that 
California account. 

La Posta, on the other hand, 
has reached a new deal with 
the Nation for repayment, 
which gave them more time to 
make management changes to 
their Casino for profitability. 
However, even with this new 
agreement, it appears that the 
management changes needed 
to La Posta’s gaming opera- 
tion will not prove enough for 
payments to be made to the 
Nation. If so, then the Na- 
tion will be forced to file suit 
against La Posta in the very 
near future as well. Again, the 
remedy will be to go after La 
Posta’s share of the California 
Revenue Sharing Trust Fund. 

Council has taken the ini- 
tiative on the home front as 
well. Knowing that casinos 
are going to be built near Flag- 
staff and in the west side of the 
Valley of the Sun, the Coun- 
cil has taken concrete steps to 
streamline the operations at 
Cliff Castle Casino, give it Vi- 
sion and Mission statements, 
and a business plan (inclusive 
of marketing and branding). 
These steps will help ensure a 
stable customer base to drive 
revenues for the casino for 
years to come. 

The Council has also looked 
at the possibilities of opening 
businesses in the Valley of the 
Sun, including opening a ca- 
sino there within the Nation’s 
aboriginal and court recog- 
nized territory. While opening 


a casino in the Valley is poten- 
tially viable, there would be 
many challenges to meet, such 
as finding land and placing 
that land into trust, securing fi- 
nancing in a way that does not 
put any of the Nation’s current 
assets at risk, renegotiating the 
current compact to allow the 
Nation to have two gaming fa- 
cilities or failing that, relocat- 
ing the current operation to 
the one in the Valley. Seeing 
such a facility come to fruition 
would literally take years, but 
the return to the Nation would 
be phenomenal. 

In the meantime, the Na- 
tion continues to monitor its 
own governmental spending. 
Since the beginning of 2009, 
when the United States finally 
admitted that the country was 
in a deep and massive reces- 
sion which started in the be- 
ginning of 2008, the Council 
cut a number of positions in 
tribal government. No new 
hires for vacancies in the 
workforce outside of replac- 
ing current positions have been 
made. A salary freeze for all 
positions continues to be in ef- 
fect. New sources of revenue 
from the feds through grants 
and contracts continue to be 
sought. One of the primary 
first steps that any new eco- 
nomic development requires 
is infrastructure. The Nation 
is taking steps in that direction 
with the new boring under the 
1-17 near the Casino, which 
boring will bring water, sewer, 
communications, electric and 
natural gas services to the Na- 
tion’s lands on both sides of 
the freeway. The Nation com- 
pleted, in cooperation with the 
Arizona Department of Trans- 
portation, the new stoplight on 
Cherry Road near Tunlii. This 
access will allow the Nation to 
eventually develop new shop- 
ping centers in that vicinity an- 
chored by a large chain store 
such as Lowes, Home Depot 
or the like. 

The main focus though, had 
to be to stop the financial leak 
of La Posta and Santa Ysabel, 
and to prevent the further eco- 
nomic slide and freefall of the 
Nation that the Nation faced 
at the beginning of 2008. That 
was successful. Now, our goal 
was and is to keep the Nation 
afloat for the duration of this 
recession. The Nation has 
been very successful on both 
accounts, although for many 
this is not how things appear. 
The recovery phase of the Na- 
tion’s economic engine will 
be built upon the foundation 
we have laid over the last few 
years. That’ll be the true testa- 
ment of our leadership, resolve 
and actions that we have taken 
during these difficult times.

Letter to the Editor. 

At the Phoenix Community 
meeting on 5-15-10, Chair- 
man Beauty told Phoe- 
nix members, and those 
members from our reser- 
vation who had traveled to 
Phoenix for that meeting, 
that at the "next" commu- 
nity meeting, financial doc- 
uments would be ready and 
made available to the peo- 
ple. But now, a card in the 
mail informed tribal mem- 
bers the "next" community 
meeting has been canceled! 
How many of you think that 
the cancellation was due to 
the financial statements not 
being ready or, that the YAN 
"leaders" do not really want 
to make them available to the 
membership? With no rea- 
son given for the meeting's 
cancellation, tribal members 
can only speculate as to what 
the reason was. This wasn't 
the first time for a cancella- 
tion, so we should be used 
to it by now. At the Phoe- 
nix meeting, the Chairman 
asked the members how they 
would like our tribe open- 
ing a casino in Phoenix? The 
room full of approximately 
50-60 members, all hollered 
"NO-O-O!!!! Well anyway, if 
it wasn't "hollered" it was 
said quite "loudly!" The YAN 
leaders told the group they 
were planning on a tribally- 
owned Mall or shopping cen- 
ter in Phoenix, but, many of 
the members said that would 
not be a good idea since 
many stores in Mali's and 
shopping centers, as well 
as all around Phoenix, were 
going out of business. I 
just read some of this on 
"VOICES" the new website, 
although I was in attendance 
at the Phoenix meeting and 
heard some of this myself. I 


had been told that the 9-foot 
statue, that was shown on a 
recent front page of the YAN 
newspaper, was to be paid 
for through a grant. I asked 
this question at the meeting 
and was told that, yes, a grant 
would pay for the statue. But, 
recently, I found a brochure at 
the Culture Center about this 
Exodus statue and it states: 
"The Yavapai-Apache Nation 
asks your help in erecting a 
bronze monument commem- 
orating the return home of 
the survivors of the Indian 
Wars and incarceration at 
San Carlos....There are several 
ways you can help: raffle of a 
small bronze maquette; be- 
come a sponsor; buy a brick 
with your name as spon- 
sor; Purchase a bronze ma- 
quette (which is a small rep- 
lica of what the 9-ft statue 
will look like), ...we truly ap- 
preciate your interest and 
support...." This verbiage 
in the brochure can only 
mean that the 9-foot statue 
currently being sculpted in 
Prescott, IS NOT BEING PAID 
FOR ENTIRELY THROUGH 
A GRANT! What happens 
should money not be raised 
to pay for this statue? Are the 
leaders getting the tribe into 
more debt? AND, this sculp- 
tured statue (judging from 
the maquette) ISN'T even "ar- 
tistically correct!" Unfortu- 
nately, it appears dispropor- 
tionate AND MAKES IT GRO- 
TESQUE! - I'm sorry to say. 
But, to many, this piece of art 
is "a work of art". TO EACH 
HIS OWN! Next: I have been 
reading on the "VOICES" web- 
site, and hearing tribal mem- 
bers say, "Think of the future 
generations," or, "Save the per- 
manent per capita investment 
fund for the children and our 
grandchildren...." BUT, MANY 
CHILDREN CANNOT EVEN 
GET ENROLLED! Some mem- 
bers' children and/or grand- 
children are only l/8th blood 
quantum! Since many grand- 
parents are not happy about 
this, they have been saying 
the tribal constitution needs 
to be amended as to enroll- 
ment. True, our Constitu- 
tion does need changes. Re- 
visions to the constitution 
had been made by the 2009 
constitution committee, but 
there were obstacles which 
kept it from reaching the vot- 
ers. Roberta Pavatea, the 
Chairperson of that consti- 
tution committee, has said it 
will be revived and it is hoped 
this time it will get to the vot- 
ers for passage. Next: The 
Chairman told Roberta Pa- 
vatea at the Phoenix meet- 
ing that he mis-spoke on his 
earlier quote of $8 Million 
dollars in the permanent per 
capita investment fund. That 
it was only $7.6 Million. BUT 
LATER, it was said although 
it HAD been $8 Million, that 
due to the payment(s) made 
towards the Cliff Castle Ca- 
sino's bank loan's indebted- 
ness, the amount had gone 
down to $7.6 Million. Coun- 


cilman, Robert Jackson said, 
"We now owe the bank $44 
million, but if we release the 
$7.6 Million, our interest rate 
will go up, and we will end 
up paying $59 Million dollars. 
The Chairman: "THE $7.6 
MILLION WILL NOT BE RE- 
LEASED! This "encumbrance" 
on the tribal membership's 
per capita fund should not 
have happened! It was not 
through the fault of the tribal 
members that all these debts 
were incurred! Had the Coun- 
cil put all their "investment" 
ventures before the people 
for their input, or even did a 
little research or, had a feasi- 
bility study done or, put their 
"Multi-Million dollar deals" to 
a vote of the tribal members, 
all the people's per capita 
might not have been lost! In- 
stead, the Council went ahead 
on their own and look what 
happened! This is what other 
tribes call the "unscrupulous" 
business ventures of tribal 
leaders! Why do the tribal 
members have to lose their 
per capita while the Council, 
whose fault it was because 
they did not do their home- 
work and research into the 
feasibility of the various busi- 
ness ventures BEFORE "in- 
vesting" all the tribe's money, 
gets away with all these 
"MISDEEDS AND BAD DECI- 
SIONS!" - AND are allowed to 
continue collecting all their 
'OVERBLOWN' salaries they 
don't deserve! "THEY" should 
be held responsible and be 
the ones to CONTRIBUTE 
FROM THEIR SALARIES TO- 
WARDS THE DEBTS! Instead, 
we tribal members are the 
ones having to pay for "their" 
mistakes by a loss of our 
per capita! That, in essence, 
was our SAVINGS! "Because 
of the economy" or, "Due to 
the economy" has been the 
Council's reason for all the 
negatives dealt to the tribe, 
then, how about, "DUE TO 
THE ECONOMY, WE COUN- 
CIL MEMBERS ARE LOWER- 
ING OUR SALARIES!!!! How 
many of you people out there 
would just love to hear them 
SAY AND DO THAT? 

Note: God doesn’t let me 
dislike anyone! “Love thy 
Neighbor.” 

It is just the wrongs being 
done that I vehemently oppose! 
So, “Just telling it like it is!”

It will soon be time to vote 
again and I am urging you to 
vote and to vote wisely for 
the best-qualified individu- 
als — talk to the candidates to 
see what they think, consider 
family history and what they 
have done in the past to see 
what they are capable of doing 
in the future. I have heard tribal 
people say too often when they 
are asked if they will vote, “Oh, 
they are all no good so I don’t 
vote.” Well, whether you cast 
a ballot in the election or not. 

you do “VOTE” . When you 
cast a ballot, you make your 
choices known; if on the other 
hand, “you do not vote”, you 
are in fact, allowing others to 
speak for you. 

In the past, we have had 
some elections with only about 


15% of the eligible voters cast 
ballots, that means that .one 
vote” spoke for “six+eligible 
voters.”. Tell me, do you re- 
ally want someone else to make 
your choices for you? I don’t 
think so. We all are capable of 
making our own choices. Also, 
please make wise choices for 
the good of the Nation and the 
members of our Tribal Na- 
tion. Let us all do some serious 
thinking and not do like we 
have done in the past by put- 
ting in someone just because 
we recognize their name or be- 
cause they are our acquaintance, 
friend or relative. We have too 
often elected those who only 
think of how much money they 
will be getting. This has hap- 
pened too often and it is now 
time for a change. We need 
tribal members in office who 
will work for the overall good 
of our Nation; also for us, you 
and me, we the people, and not 
only for themselves and their 
pocketbook. We need “Tribal 
Council Members” who think 
of what will impact all of the 
people and something that will 
benefit all of the tribal mem- 
bers. If we do not get involved, 
we get what we deserve - peo- 
ple who are greedy, bound only 
to their families and friends; 
and those who are unethical 
and non-supportive of the gen- 
eral population of tribal peo- 
ple. We need representatives 
who are approachable — not 
shut behind closed doors all the 
time. Appointments are okay 
for scheduling time, but not to 
just use to ignore an issue or a 
Tribal Member they may dis- 
agree with. 

I have gone to council meet- 
ings where the tribal coun- 
cil takes the attitude of, “we 
are in charge - you put us in 
here to act, now, we don’t need 
anything from you!”. A small 
group of us tribal people went 
to the Council recently to find 
out how and why some things 
were done and we were looked 
down on and criticized for dar- 
ing to challenge their actions. 
One of the council members 
even told us boldly that he had 
all this education and too bad 
we never thought of “making 
it” like he did. Generally most 
of the council members just sit 
there and nod occasionally to 
the Chairman’s statements. It 
appears as if they cannot think 
for themselves; if not, why are 
they there? We could do with 
just the Chairman (as a dictator) 
telling us what to do and we 
would not have to pay all those 
huge salaries to the other eight 
people to sit there and simply 
agree with the Chairman. We 
could maybe get some “bobble 
heads” to put up there and the 
Chairman could pull a string so 
they could all shake their heads 
when he says anything. Think 
about this! 

As an elder of the commu- 
nity and a lifetime member of 
the Nation plus a full-blood 
Yavapai, I would like to stress 
upon you, members of the 
Nation, to think hard and see 
what our Nation has become! 


Everything is for the leaders 
and nothing for the members! 
There are children and adults 
in need in this community, but 
the leaders do not see far be- 
yond their own nose. They get 
paid huge salaries and then take 
Board positions and jobs that 
other members could use. They 
have been asked repeatedly to 
lower their salaries willingly - 
which they have refused to do. 

I’d like to add also that I was 
wrongfully terminated from a 
job as ICWA Manager, without 
due process; it appears it was 
because the Council felt that 
they needed to place a former 
council member. This council 
member knew nothing about 
the job and was not qualified 
in any way, but they “gave” her 
my job. 

All the greediness and cor- 
ruption also seems to go be- 
yond just the “Council” and ties 
to some of the “Powerful Direc- 
tor Positions”, who helped to 
have my job taken from me and 
mine is not an isolated case. 

On another subject, the 
Council Members seem to have 
a problem in keeping their word 
and following through with the 
things they say. For instance, 
a policeman working for the 
Nation is one who in the past 
(before election to the Council) 
could be counted on to do what 
he said he would do. That was 
some time ago, a great person 
to know but now a ” person 
from being on the Council. I 
asked him personally to come 
and speak to the children of my 
language class and he said he 
would, but it has now been sev- 
eral months and he seems to 
have forgotten. The children 
are “afraid” of policeman be- 
cause they see so many arrests 
in their own families and seeing 
what the police do to arrest a 
family member had instilled in 
them a fear of law enforcement. 
The children hide when they 
see a policeman and this is not 
good. I wanted them to learn 
to trust the police so I asked for 
a policeman to come and talk 
to the children and neither he 
nor any other Officer has ever 
contacted me or come to talk 
to them. Only recently, while 
on his council seat, this Officer 
stated that he would help medi- 
ate a problem between the Di- 
rector of Yavapai Culture and 
me; but he has not called nor 
tried to get in touch. I don’t 
think that he ever intends to do 
what he said. He has changed 
and not for the better! In fact, 
that is what has happened to the 
majority of the council mem- 
bers (not all of them — some 
were corrupt before they were 
elected). It is said that having 
money changes people and I 
can see, it does! 

Hopefully, you can see what 
I am trying to convey to you 
and you will make an effort to 
study the candidates and make 
wise choices in the upcoming 
election for the good of our Na- 
tion, our people, yes, and our 
future. Thank you!

The Inter Tribal 
Council of Arizona 
(ITCA) voted to 
pass by resolution 
opposition to Ari- 
zona’s Immigra- 
tion Law SB 1070. 

The resolution was 
passed unanimously 
by the fifteen tribal 
leaders present at the reg- 
ular ITCA Tribal Leader’s 
meeting on June 4. 

The opposition was led by 
Tohono O’odham Chairman 
Ned Norris who presented the 
resolution to ITCA, stating 
that the Bill encourages ra- 
cial profiling, and infringes on 
the rights of tribal people who 
lack documentation establish- 
ing their citizenship and who 
do not speak the English lan- 
guage. 

Tohono O’odham Legisla- 
tive Chairman, Verlon Jose 
explained that the Bill pro- 
vides that a tribal member 
who can show a tribal enroll- 
ment card or other tribal iden- 
tification will be “presumed” 
not to be an illegal alien, how- 


ever he pointed 
out situations in 
which Tohono 
O’odham 
members 
were ques- 
tioned regard- 
ing the validity 
of tribal identi- 
fication cards pre- 
sented as documenta- 
tion. Jose stated that while the 
identification card was valid 
in the eyes of the tribal gov- 
ernment, peace officers were 
reluctant to accept identifica- 
tion that was not signed by 
the current Chairman. Jose 
pointed out that this was an 
example of the lack of knowl- 
edge on the part of peace offi- 
cers about the validity of tribal 
documentation. 

With tribal members resid- 
ing on both sides of the border 
the Tohono O’odham Nation 
will be particularly impacted 
by this law. Tribal mem- 
bers routinely cross back and 
forth between the two coun- 
tries to attend cultural events, 
seek medical care and for em- 


ployment purposes. The tribal 
members will be subject to 
questioning each time a state 
law enforcement officer with 
“reasonable suspicion” sus- 
pects them of being an illegal 
alien. 

SB 1070 will negatively im- 
pact Arizona’s Native Amer- 
ican population the resolu- 
tion states, “although Native 
Americans have been present 
in what is now Arizona since 
time immemorial, many tribal 
members speak English as a 
second language, do not speak 
English, or were not issued 
birth certificates and lack doc- 
umentation establishing their 
citizenship and lawful res- 
idence in the United States. 
SB 1070 therefore will expose 
Arizona tribal members to ar- 
rest if they are suspected of 
being illegal aliens and cannot 
document their citizenship or 
lawful presence in the United 
States.” 

Tribal leaders also ex- 
pressed their frustration at the 
effect SB 1070 is having on 
tribal businesses. Cliff Cas- 


Assistant Attorney General, 
Linda Samels and Public Re- 
lations Manager, Fran Chavez 
attended the Governor’s Ari- 
zona Peace Officer Standards 
and Training Board (AZ POST) 
Consultation on June 8th, as part 
of an effort by the Governor to 
seek cooperation from tribes in 
the enforcement of SB 1070. 

Executive Director of the Ari- 
zona Commission of Indian Af- 
fairs, Kristine Thomas coordi- 
nated the consultation in accor- 
dance with State statute which 
vests the Commission with the 
responsibility to, “support state 
and federal agencies in assisting 
Indians and tribal council in this 
state to develop mutual goals, 
to design projects for achiev- 
ing goals and to implement their 
plans” A.R.S. § 41-542 (A). 
The consultation was meant to 
provide tribes an opportunity 
to include input in the develop- 
ment of a training program to 
enforce SB 1070. 

The consultation included an 
overview of the proposed Sup- 
port Our Law Enforcement and 
Safe Neighborhood Act (SB 
1070) curriculum by AZ POST 
Executive Director, Lyle Mann. 

Mann informed the group that 
prohibition against racial profil- 
ing would be emphasized and 
that language pertaining to the 
prohibition of racial profiling 
would be the strongest language 


tie Casino Marketing Director, 
Tony Averitt states, “This is 
forcing us to rethink the music 
venue/types we consider when 
booking some of the bands 
into our Dragonfly Lounge, as 
well as the bigger name acts in 
our Stargazer Pavilion. Due 
to the issues surrounding this 
bill, we cannot know or ex- 
pect what the attendance will 
be from the Hispanic or Na- 
tive American demographic.” 

Jennifer Martinez, Enter- 
tainment Coordinator added, 
“In the past we have had suc- 
cessful Latin events and con- 
certs at Cliff Castle Casino- 
Hotel and we would not want 
to discourage anyone from at- 
tending our concerts due to 
fear of being targeted in any 
way. We don’t judge our 
guests looking for good en- 
tertainment. We appreciate all 
of them.” 

Tribal leaders plan to ed- 
ucate entertainers and ven- 
dors about tribal sovereignty 
and their opposition against 
SB 1070 as a way to counter 
the negative impacts the bill is 


ever used in the context of peace 
officer training. 

During the consultation, 
Linda Samels questioned Mann 
on the State’s position under 
several jurisdictional scenarios 
of the enforcement of SB 1070, 
such as enforcement by tribal 
officers who are not state certi- 
fied and enforcement by state 
certified tribal officers within 
tribal lands. Mann responded 
that he believed that the law did 
not apply to tribal officers who 
are not state certified, but that 
the law did apply to state certi- 
fied tribal officers who encoun- 
ter a person here illegally on 
tribal land. When asked specifi- 
cally by Samels whether it was 
then the State’s position that the 
State law applied on tribal land 
Mann responded that that was a 
“jurisdictional question” that he 
did not know the answer to. 

Richard Armstrong of the 
Colorado River Indian Tribes 
recommended that tribes pass 
resolutions either supporting 
or opposing SB 1070 to avoid 
confusion amongst tribal law 
enforcement officers about 
whether enforcement would 
be mandated within individual 
tribal boundaries. 

Of concern was the require- 
ment for “reasonable suspicion” 
to be present prior to question- 
ing of a person regarding his/her 
legal status. Samels questioned 


having on tribes. 

Yavapai-Apache Nation 
Chairman Thomas Beauty 
states, “Although the Nation 
has the same concerns as the 
general public about the neg- 
ative impacts brought about 
by illegal immigration, in- 
cluding drug trafficking and 
violent crime, the Nation re- 
mains strong in its belief that 
SB 1070 opens the door to ra- 
cial profiling. The Nation 
cannot support a Bill that pro- 
motes harassment based on 
the color of a person’s skin or 
language.” 

The ITCA Resolution al- 
lows the organization to offi- 
cially oppose Arizona Senate 
Bill 1070 as discriminatory 
state legislation and allows 
ITCA to support lawful mea- 
sures to repeal or invalidate 
the Bill. The resolution will 
be presented to the National 
Congress of American Indi- 
ans at its mid-year meeting 
June 20 - 23, in Rapid City, 
S.D., where the congress will 
be asked to adopt a resolution 
opposing SB 1070. 


whether a crime had to be com- 
mitted prior to a person being 
questioned on their legal status. 
Mann responded that under cur- 
rent State law, an officer may 
question a person about their le- 
gal status if the officer has rea- 
son to believe the person is here 
illegally, however, under SB 
1070, if an officer has reason- 
able suspicion that a person is 
here illegally after having made 
a stop on other grounds, then the 
officer must determine whether 
the person or persons are in the 
U.S. illegally. 

The purpose of the consul- 
tation was to identify immedi- 
ate tribal concerns regarding the 
training curriculum. Chavez 
stated, “While the tribe appreci- 
ates the invitation to provide in- 
put regarding the SB 1070 train- 
ing curriculum, the invitation 
came a little too late. The train- 
ing curriculum is scheduled to 
be distributed to peace officers 
at the end of June. The con- 
sultation did not afford tribes 
the real opportunity to provide 
meaningful input into the curric- 
ulum before it was to be distrib- 
uted for implementation.” 

Tribes were given until Fri- 
day, June 18, 2010 to provide 
input to the Arizona Commis- 
sion of Indian Affairs regarding 
the training curriculum.

Verde Reservation parcel, my 
Grandmother, Cleggie Johnson 
was the mid-wife, who deliv- 
ered my brothers and sisters, 
except for my two younger sis- 
ters. 

I have worked for the 
Yavapai- Apache Nation since 
1967, building the first 20 
houses on the Middle Verde 
Reservation parcel, was a ditch 
walker taking debris trash out 
the ditch in the summer, pick- 
ing apples in the fall and many 
other odd jobs. I went to Den- 
ver, CO, in 70771’to leam the 


trade on an electronic techni- 
cian, but I was call home to a 
job. The Nation had applied for 
the Community Health Repre- 
sentative Contract with USPHS 
IHS. I was the Director for 18 
years, 1971 through 1995. 1 had 
resigned 4 times to become the 
Chairman. I was first elected 
to Tribal Council in July 1978 
and have been reelected several 
times thereafter, so I have lost 
and won election throughout 
my life and have gained much 
appreciation for the way gov- 
ernment runs and have voiced 
opinions at every opportunity 
during meetings, I do not sit 
in Council meetings and say 
nothing, I am always ready to 
vote on issues. I have attended 


Northern Arizona University 
from 1984 to 1986, mainly on 
grants from the federal and 
state governments, back in the 
day the Yavapai-Apache Na- 
tion had $30,000 under the BIA 
allocation to spread to as many 
students as possible, once I was 
offered $24 but declined the 
fund. 

I am running as a candidate 
for the Chairman position, the 
tribal government needs an in- 
dividual who knows how gov- 
ernment is to operate. I see the 
tribal government lacking good 
decisions over our assets. I 
hear community members dis- 
pleased about their lack of ser- 
vices in too many areas and 
wanting to spend every dollar 


that has be saved; wanting it all 
until there isn’t a single dollar 
left anywhere. We need to re- 
educate ourselves about what 
it was like to be poor, about the 
value of work and just what it 
is, where it came from, why it 
is done, and about the champi- 
ons who did work. The forgot- 
ten ones that worked any job, 
jobs were not close by but away 
from where they lived, just to 
feed their family or themselves. 
Education still needs to be en- 
couraged weather it be college 
or at a trade schools, whatever 
a person wants to do its achiev- 
able, Yavapai-Apache Nation 
has the funds. Health services 
needs to be forefront and the 
government needs to support 


ideas that will enhance the 
best programs and projects for 
the membership. Business is 
essential for our government, 
because it provides employ- 
ment and training, the govern- 
ment needs to keep its entities 
in pace with neighboring com- 
petition, we have lost percent- 
age standing in our partnership 
and the results are not good at 
all, the government needs to 
regain its standing. A lot of 
money was spent to start these 
businesses and results are not 
good. Tribal members’ things 
just didn’t look good. We all 
hope for better government to 
get back what was lost, so that 
the children now and their chil- 
dren will have some thing not 


the depletion all assets as some 
folks want. I was Chairman 
four months after Cliff Castle 
Casino started in 1995; I had a 
vision to buy land with the Ca- 
sino revenues and I did, to day 
the properties, Tunlii and Clo- 
verleaf now have businesses 
and homes, other properties we 
the Nation owns are in need of 
development for more homes 
and business, progress needs to 
be done and yes, we can make 
it happen. 

I ask for your support in vot- 
ing for me this coming election. 
I do have the voice to debate 
these issues and concerns about 
the many problems our govern- 
ment has and for the future of 
the Yavapai-Apache Nation.

be making decisions that may 
not be favorable to one family 
or individual. That has hap- 
pened, and some people are not 
happy about those decisions. I 
am sorry if I offended anyone 
in any way that was not my in- 
tention.

The use of the bikes also re- 
duces the wear and tear on pa- 
trol cars which are much cost- 
lier to maintain than bikes. 
Routine maintenance on a pa- 
trol car averages $300 a year, 
versus $30 to $60 per year for 
a bike.

in the negotiations of the water 
rights. As your Vice Chairman,

It is important that our 
people have a Chairman who 
will regain the sense of pride, 
prosperity and success that we 
as a tribe once experienced. 

As your Vice Chairman, 
I have endured many chal- 
lenges, including being sus- 
pended and removed from of- 
fice by the Tribal Council. Prior 
to my temporary removal, I re- 
minded our people of the devas- 
tating impacts the two Califor- 
nia gaming ventures would have 
on our local tribal economy and 
finances. While I was removed 
from office, the Chairman and 
Tribal Council approved resolu- 
tions to pay off the debt of the 
two failing casinos, but failed 
to attain signatures binding the 
two casinos to our debt. This 
action removed the California 
tribes responsibility to our Na- 
tion for their debt. After retain- 
ing my seat as Vice Chairman, I 
expressed my opposition to the 
Tribal Council’s actions on this 
matter. I am confident that if 
given the opportunity to serve as 
your Chairman I will continue 
to be the strong voice among 
the Tribal Council. I will con- 
tinue to fight for a strong future 


for our people. I will also, most 
certainly continue to fight to re- 
gain our lost capital by whatever 
means necessary including law- 
suits against both casinos. 

I believe in the services our 
tribal programs provide to the 
people. I feel that we need a 
leader who will tmly give direc- 
tion, set expectations, develop 
goals and work to continue to 
develop our tribe, rather than re- 
maining status quo. 

I cannot promise a bright fi- 
nancial future, but I can promise 
that I will work tirelessly to en- 
hance a strong base of self gov- 
ernance for our Nation. It is up 
to all of our members to help 
develop ourselves which in turn 
will build our Nation a strong 
and vibrant future. 

When you view the candi- 
dates for the seat of council, seek 
out the best that will look to the 
future and the betterment of all 
of our members. You as voting 
members hold our future in the 
balance and only you can make 
the difference. I have provided 
our people with respectable and 
honorable service as your Vice 
Chairman. I ask that you give 
me the opportunity to provide 
service as your Chairman. As 
the people, this is your election, 
your vote and your voice.

On May 10, 2010, the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation Di- 
abetes Program, in collabo- 
ration with the YAN Health 
Center implemented the 100 
Mile Challenge. Registra- 
tion began on May 10 and was 
intended to end on May 14. 
However, registration was ex- 
tended due to the greater than 
expected number of interested 
individuals. As of today, June 
18, 2010, ninety-one individu- 
als have signed up for the 100 
Mile Challenge! Height and 
weight measurements were 
calculated for each participant 


at the time of sign up. These 
measurements were used to 
calculate the Body Mass In- 
dex (BMI), as well as % of 
body fat. Pedometers were 
handed out to help the partic- 
ipants reach their goals. T- 
shirts were also a part of the 
deal and will be provided to 
each participant later in the 
challenge. 

At the end of the 100 Mile 
Challenge, which is Septem- 
ber 3, 2010, those participants 
who have accomplished the 
100 Mile Challenge (or more) 
and who are interested in win- 
ning a pair of Native Nike 
N7 shoes and Harkins movie

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cessful in lowering the yearly 
salary of the Chairman by 
$27,000.00 and lowering the 
Vice-Chairman’s yearly salary 
by $22,000.00. This was done 
by forcing the issue by writing 
a resolution and bringing it 
before the Council for a vote 
and doing so in front of the 
community. I believe that the 
community should know how 
their elected Council members 
vote on every issue. 

As a Councilman, I do not 
have the authority to inves- 
tigate and lower any of the 
other ridiculously high sala- 
ries. We are in a recession 
and our casino reflects that by 


losing as much as 8% in rev- 
enues. It isn’t fair for our Na- 
tion’s members to suffer the 
effects of the recession while 
others enjoy their high sala- 
ries. This is an easy fix; all 
it takes is to take the time to 
review the job descriptions, 
their performances and com- 
pare them to the salaries, then 
writing a resolution to lower 
the salaries to a fair amount 
and bringing it before the 
Council for approval. I have 
voiced my concern in a com- 
munity meeting that anyone 
who makes over $80,000.00 
or more needs to be reviewed. 
If elected, I will do this. 

Salaries are not the only 
concerns for our Nation. 
Through grants, Intergovern- 
mental Agreements, and a 3% 
low interest loan, we were 


able to advance our Nation’s 
infrastructure in the past two 
years. We are in an excellent 
position to obtain natural gas 
and eliminate the high-priced 
propane gas used by our Na- 
tion’s homes and businesses. 
Once we obtain the neces- 
sary easements and negotia- 
tions, we can then work with 
the local gas company to in- 
stall the lines to our homes 
and businesses. 

I was appointed by the 
Council to implement a mas- 
ter plan for our Nation. After 
working closely with the Land 
and Water committee, the 
housing department, the wa- 
ter rights attorneys, and oth- 
ers, the master planning com- 
mittee is currently obtaining 
a nationwide 404 permit from 
the Army Corps of Engineers. 


Once we obtain this permit 
we can begin attracting a ma- 
jor anchor business (Home 
Depot, Wal-Mart, etc.) to 
our commercially zoned area 
along Quath Qua Odda road 
and highway 279. Houses are 
also planned along Quath Qua 
Odda. I was asked by state of- 
ficials to rename Cherry Road 
once it came onto the reserva- 
tion. Quath Qua Odda means 
sweet red round in Yavapai. 
The attempt was to say cherry 
in Yavapai. The Cloverleaf 
area of Tunlii is also ready for 
farming and will use much of 
our water rights. 

In the past two years I have 
been involved in building 
the new road in Tunlii which 
was built to state specifica- 
tions with a modern bridge, 
curbing, guard rails, and qual- 


ity paving. I think our Na- 
tion also deserves the best. I 
also met with the Arizona De- 
partment of Environmental 
Quality to ensure that our new 
waste water treatment plant 
met all of the required laws 
and standards. I, along with 
Council woman Linda Evans, 
am involved with the boring 
of the utility lines and pipes 
under Interstate 17 and Mid- 
dle Verde Road which will 
contribute to the infrastructure 
for the casino and future busi- 
nesses. 

All of these projects and fu- 
ture projects and concerns of 
the Nation can be dealt with 
and are possible if we work in 
unity and are proactive. Be- 
fore we start a new year with 
newly elected Council mem- 
bers, we need to define where 


we are going, how and when 
we are going to get there, and 
what will it cost us. Yes, we 
are in uncertain economic 
times but we are going to be 
okay. In comparison, we are 
much better off than most of 
the nation and other tribes 
who own casinos. If elected, 
I want to champion the causes 
and concerns of my Nation 
and still implement new proj- 
ects with proper planning and 
evaluations that will advance 
our people into prosperity. I 
can only ask for your vote 
based on what I have accom- 
plished in the past two years 
and concrete plans for the fu- 
ture, not on empty promises.

could wash clothes and take 
a bath. 

I also remember the oil 
lamps we used for lights af- 
ter the sun went down. These 
were humbling times and we 
didn’t even know we were 
poor. Since then, I have 
watched our Nation grow into 
what it is today and am thank- 
ful for what we all have. 

We also have a rich culture. 
I was not raised the traditional 
ways, but our mother shared 
our culture with us when we 
were little girls. She took us 
to gather nuts, berries, wild 


onions and wild spinach along 
the river. She utilized the 
medicines from various plants 
when we got ill, along with 
prayer and we got well. 

My formal education is far 
from impressive, but I bring 
to the table years of experi- 
ence in tribal government op- 
erations. I earned my manage- 
ment certificate from Yavapai 
College and am working to- 
wards achieving my associ- 
ate’s degree in Business Man- 
agement. Although educa- 
tion is important, I fell that a 
leader must have concerns and 
show affection towards their 
people. They need to relate 
to their needs and want to im- 
prove their way of life. 

I am running for public of- 
fice as the Yavapai-Apache 
Vice Chairwoman because I 


am a Leader. I have a strong 
voice and will use it to advo- 
cate for the tribal people’s con- 
cerns and needs. I will utilize 
my professional credentials in 
performing my duties and re- 
sponsibilities to make honest 
and truthful decisions. I care 
about our Tribe and it’s peo- 
ple and will work to protect 
our lands, to ensure that ev- 
ery tribal member has an op- 
portunity to become employed 
within our tribal government/ 
business entities, evaluate fi- 
nancial status and fiscal re- 
sponsibilities, tribal program 
effectiveness, strengthen eco- 
nomic development, review 
all current codes for their ef- 
fectiveness, ensure all project 
developments are being uti- 
lized by tribal businesses/en- 
trepreneurs, ensure that educa- 


tional opportunities are avail- 
able for tribal members and 
that public safety is provided 
throughout our communities. 
I am a hard worker and do my 
research, analyze issues to un- 
derstand it better, read my ma- 
terial, ask questions, give my 
input and have the ability to 
make informed decisions re- 
garding issues that come be- 
fore me.

walls, driveways, etc. Then 
I moved on to the position as 
economic development ad- 
ministrator and supervised the 
department activities, grant 
projects, master planning, etc. 
Now I am currently employed 
as the ICWA coordinator in 
the social services department. 

I have been appointed by 
previous Tribal Council or 
Tribal Administration to serve 
on various boards and com- 
mittee’s such as; Land & Wa- 
ter Board, Pageant Committee, 
Exodus Committee, UNITY 
Youth Advisor, Benefits/Em- 


ployee Handbook Commit- 
tee, Distant Drums Board of 
Directors, Cliff Castle Casino 
Board of Directors, the Wa- 
ter Team Settlement Commit- 
tee, along with other boards 
and committees that no lon- 
ger exist.

and knowledge in all aspects 
of how the tribal government 
and administration operates. 
Presently, I am employed as 
a Compliance Agent for the 
Tribal Gaming Office of the 
Nation this position has given 
me more knowledge on how 
our casino Cliff Castle Casino 
operates. 

First of, I would like 
to present my campaign 
“CHANGE”.

Pets, Thunderstorms and Fireworks 

Firework Safety and Loud Noise Phobias 


As many pet lovers know, 
fireworks and thunder storms 
can cause a great deal of stress 
for some animals. Fear of loud 
sounds - fireworks, thunder, 
gunshot - are called noise pho- 
bias. For a pet affected by loud 
noises, this is a terrifying and 
uncomfortable time; both for 
the pet and the people. Your 
pet cannot control their reac- 
tion to loud noises. Many ther- 
apies exist to help with this 
condition. 

Learn to recognize the signs 
of noise phobias and some tips 
to reduce fears. As always, talk 
to your vet if this is a problem 
for your pet. Behavior modi- 
fication alone works well for 
some pets, others may need 
medications in addition to be- 
havior modification to be safe 
and not injure themselves try- 
ing to “escape” the noise. 

Commonly seen signs of 
noise phobias include: 

• Shaking, trembling 

• Excessive drooling 

• Barking, howling 

• Trying to hide or get into 
/ out of the house, fence, or 
other enclosure 

• Refusing to eat food 

• Some animals may loose 
bladder or bowel control or ex- 
perience temporary diarrhea 
from prolonged stress

Please note: 
The signs men- 
tioned above 
are general 
signs, and 
could be indic- 
ative of many 
different dis- 
eases or con- 
ditions. Please 
consult with 
your veteri- 
narian if these 
signs persist 
after fireworks 
or thunder has subsided, or if 
you suspect that your pet may 
have been poisoned or is oth- 
erwise ill. 

Trying to escape from the 
loud noises can mean broken 
windows, torn fences, chewed 
doors or dog crates, and re- 
sult in lacerations, foot pad 
injuries, teeth and mouth in- 
juries or worse as they try to 
run from the disturbingly loud 
noises. 

It doesn’t matter if the fears 
are “rational” or not. It should 
be noted that scolding a fright- 
ened animal is not effective 
will only intensify the fears. 

• Keep pets home It may be 
tempting to bring along your 
dog(s) so everyone can enjoy 
the fun, but the loud noises 
aren’t usually fun for pets.

Plus, there are many other haz- 
ards - fire, food (dietary in- 
discretion), getting lost in the 
confusion, etc. that make stay- 
ing home in a comfortable safe 
environment a good choice. 

• Keep pets indoors if pos- 
sible It is advisable to close the 
curtains and turn on the TV or 
radio to provide some distrac- 
tion. Calming or classical mu- 
sic are better than some TV 
or radio noise choices. Thera- 
peutic music such as Through 
A Dog’s Ear often work better 
at keeping your dog calm and 
providing an audio distraction. 

• Provide a safe "escape" 
place Many times pets will 
seek out a small den-like place 
(such as a crate), if they are 
fearful or stressed. If you do 
not already have a crate, bed 
or similar place that your pet 
can call his “own,” it is rec- 
ommended to create that safe 
place and familiarize your pet 
with it before needed, as a 
means of reducing stress dur- 
ing fireworks and thunder- 
storms. 

• Use a leash or carrier If 
you must be outside with your 
pet, keep the pet on a leash or 
in carrier at all times. 

• Practice fire safety Keep

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Department of Social Services Taking Action to 
Enhance Foster/Adoptive Home Study Requirements 


At the June 24, Tribal Coun- 
cil Special Business Meeting, 
Department of Social Services 
Director Mary Kihega re- 
quested approval to enter into 
a licensing agreement with 
the Children’s Consortium al- 
lowing the Nation to access 
the consortium’s on-line re- 
sources and receive technical 
assistance in the use of a stan- 
dardized model to conduct 
home studies to determine eli- 
gibility as a foster, adoptive or 
kinship home. 

Kihega informed the Coun- 
cil that the total cost of the 
licensing agreement would 
be $7,100. The cost would 
be paid utilizing $3,000 from 
BIA Truxton, $2,000 from 
BIA Regional office and the

remaining $2,100 from the 
Nation’s Title IV B Part 1 pro- 
gram funds. 

The cost includes a two 
day on-site training session 
for twenty-five persons and 
the right to access the copy- 
righted material for a period 
of four years. Departments 
participating in the training 
include social service, pros- 
ecution, CPS and ICWA. Ki- 
hega stated that the decision 
to involve the different de- 
partments in the training en- 
sured that compliance regard- 
ing placement homes is car- 
ried across the board by all 


parties that have an interest in 
the welfare of the children. 

Additional training for new 
employees can be provided at 
a later date for a cost of $250 
for the two day training, plus 
travel expenses to the loca- 
tion. 

“You can see that we really 
saved by having the training 
locally and with so many of 
the Nation’s members being 
trained,” Kihega states. 

Currently, the Nation only 
has one staff member trained 
to conduct home studies for 
foster, adoptive and kinship 
homes. The use of a standard- 


ized model allows the Depart- 
ment of Social Service to re- 
duce licensing timeframes and 
increase recruitment amongst 
tribal families to participate in 
the foster care program. 

Kihega states, “The use of 
a standard model for conduct- 
ing and preparing home stud- 
ies will provide consistency 
in assessing families for fos- 


ter, adoptive and kinship care. 
We will have a pool of per- 
sons to call upon and the skills 
and expertise by training tribal 
members will remain in the 
community. I believe this is 
a small step in developing the 
capacity of the community to 
take care of their own which 
is definitely a big plus.” 

The request to enter into the 


licensing agreement was ap- 
proved by Council and Kihega 
expects the agreement to be fi- 
nalized by June 25, 2010. The 
training is expected to take 
place on June 29^ and 30^ in 
the Council Chambers.

As a management intern 
for Cliff Castle Casino-Hotel, 
Beverly Crawford will be the 
first to tell you she is a lucky 
girl. 

She is lucky she caught her- 
self before her high-school- 
dropout freefall put her into 
a wall. She is lucky she had a 
family to help make the tran- 
sition from being a liability 
to becoming an asset for her 
people. 

And she is lucky her tribe 
supports education in such a 
way that she has an ability to 
learn all she can stand and, to 
use the Army’s motto, be all 
she can be. 

But as lucky as she may be, 
her newfound enthusiasm for 
a better life has also been a 
stroke of luck for the Yavapai- 
Apache people, as a whole. 

At 22 years old, she has al- 
ready left an indelible mark on 
her world. 

Management trainees at 
Cliff Castle are cross-trained, 
so they get around. In her trav- 
els, Crawford couldn’t help 
noting the bins full of trash 
leaving the backside of the 
casino building every week, 
headed for the landfill. 

To her it seemed a waste. 

She told her bosses. They 
told her to get a committee to- 
gether and come back with a 
solution. 

About the same time, Terry 
Herrera of the finance depart- 
ment was fixing to clean out 
old documents. Herrera, al- 
ready headed in the same di- 
rection Crawford was going, 
had contacted Sedona Recy- 
cles. A committee was formed 
and a project was started. 

By Crawford’s estimates, 
the 14 tons of paper they re- 
cycled from the finance de- 
partment was enough to save 
274 trees, 101,500 gallons of 
water, 44 cubic yards of land- 
fill space, 24 barrels of oil and 
enough electricity to power a 
average home for six years. 


all the employees deserve 
credit for having embraced 
the idea. They are the ones 
making it work,” she says. 

Her ultimate goal is to 
see the entire Nation go 
green. 

Crawford’s work does 
not stop when she leaves 
the Casino. This year she 
competed for and won 
the title of Miss Pai, rep- 
resenting all the Pai peo- 
ple (Yavapai, Havasupai, 
Hualapai, and Pai Pai), so 
she would have a larger 
audience for her message. 

“I want to see us go back 
to the old ways where we 
respected the earth as we 
respected ourselves,” says 
Crawford, “It’s not going 
to happen overnight. But I 
believe it will.” 


AN IDEA GERMINATED by Cliff castle Casino management trainee Beverly Crawford 
has taken wing. Sedona Recycles helped the casino become one of the largest compa- 
nies in the Verde valley to implement a full-scale recycling program, to include paper, alu- 
minum, plastic, cardboard and glass. 


Recycling was something 
the Yavapai-Apache Nation 
had dabbled in before, but it 
hadn’t stuck. Seeing a chance 
and not wanting to waste it, 
the committee took their cause 
to the tribal council, the elders 
and management. 

The idea was embraced. 

At the next two concerts at 
Stargazer Pavilion, the com- 
mittee recovered 189 pounds 
aluminum that had previously 
been pitched. They got to 
keep the money and use it for 
more recycling projects. 

Then Sedona Recycles 
dropped off a variety of recy- 
cle bins that will expand the 
casino’s recycle program to 
include glass, plastic and card- 
board along with the alumi- 
num and paper. 

“I saw first hand all this 
waste. And I thought to my- 
self, ‘We see ourselves as the 
people of this earth. We should 


set an example by the way we 
live.’ That’s really how it got 
started,” Crawford says. 

Her goal now is to train 
other tribal members and em- 
ployees to look at their world 
the same way she see it. She 


says it was a bit of a challenge 
at first, but change has come 
quick. 

“My partners in crime, Tess 
Potter, Terry Herrara, Nate,

pet away from matches, lighter 
fuel, open fires, and fireworks - 
especially ones that are lighted 
on the ground. Pets may try to 
sniff (or eat) fireworks, and pet 
hair can easily catch fire if too 
close to the fireworks. 

• Take pet for a walk first If 
possible, make sure that you 


pet has time to “use the rest- 
room” before the fireworks 
start. Some pets are too fright- 
ened to void once the fireworks 
begin, and this may lead to an 
“accident” later on. 

• Make sure pet ID is current 
Make sure that your pet has 
proper identification tags, with 
current information, in case s/ 
he gets away. This will help the 
local authorities (who are quite 
busy this time of year handling 
frightened runaways).

Around 2000 years ago 
when all the Pai people were 
one, a group of children were 
having a mud fight near the 
mountains in what is known 
today as Kingman Arizona. 
Slowly word of the fight cir- 
culated to the older youth and 
the older youth soon got in- 
volved in the fight. Once the 
older youth joined in the fight 
the parents had no choice but 
to fight also, this fight became 
epic, so much so that a little 
fight evolved into a full out 
war among the people, 4 The 
Mud War’. Disturbed by these 
events the chief set out to end 
the outlandish behavior. Or- 
dering his people to stop, he 
made the decision to separate 
his people for the good of the 
tribe. “You Yavapai will head 
to the south, there you shall 
be known as The People of 
The Sun,” as he looked about 
he ordered the Hualapai’s, 
“You Hualapai, you will travel 
to Peach Springs, and there 
you shall call yourselves The 
People of The Pine Trees, as 
for you Havasupai, head into 
the canyon and there you will 
reside as The People of The 
Blue Water,” and with these 
commandments the people set 
off to their new homes, and 
became a family split ever 
since. 

Now 2000 years later the 
Pai people unify once a year as 
a family. The Yavapai- Apache 
Nation hosted this year’s 12^ 
Annual Gathering of the Pai’s, 
where the Pai Tribes gather to 
celebrate their history, culture 
and traditions. 

The Gathering began its 
celebrations with a 5k walk 
organized by the Plunkett and 
Marquez family. Cora-lei and 


Brain Marquez provided t- 
shirts for the first 100 partici- 
pants. Dianna Uqualla hon- 
ored everyone with a prayer 
before the walk and dedicated 
the walk to all the Pai Women 
and Elder Pai, past and pres- 
ent. The Marquez family rec- 
ognized all the participants for 
their efforts and the winners 
were presented with plaques. 

The Fort McDowell Veterans 
Association recognized local 
military personnel who served 
overseas, protecting America. 
The five Pai tribes honored 
Brian Marquez and Buddy 
Rocha, Jr., both whom re- 
cently returned to the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation after complet- 
ing tours of duties overseas. 
The Pai Women and Elder 
Pai Ceremony is one of the 
highest coveted honors within 
the Nation. When Ernestine 
Smith honored Beverly Craw- 
ford from the Yavapai- Apache 
Nation as the new Pai Woman, 
Beverly filled with emotion as 
she was presented to the peo- 
ple as the 2010 Pai Woman. 
Beverly achieved her spot as 
Pai Woman by performing 
her berry juice making talent 
and explaining the origins of 
the Yavapai-Apache Nation’s 
flag. Susan Rocha from the 
Hualapai Nation was selected 
as the 2010 Elder Pai Woman 
after displaying a family tree 
showing her origins within her 
tribe. 

A group of tribal members 
from the five Pai tribes per- 
formed bird singing and danc- 
ing, expressing their tradi- 
tions through their dancing 
and singing. The bird sing- 
ers ranged from young to 
old and provided less sea- 
soned singers a lesson in how 
to perform traditional songs. 
Havasupai tribal member, Di- 
anna Uqualla told a story of a 
child losing his horse, which 


gave birth to the Horse Dance. 
The Havasupai Basket Danc- 
ers then performed the horse 
dance, displaying their culture 
with pride and sharing their 
heritage and art of storytell- 
ing. 

Always crowd pleasers, the 
Spirit Mountain Dancers per- 
formed the much anticipated 
ram dance. As they performed 
they called to the crowd to 
join them in a circle. With 
much enthusiasm the crowd 
willingly entered the circle 
and showed their stuff. 

Despite the event being a 
celebration of the Pai tribe’s 
reunion as a family, the Na- 
tion’s unique blend of two 
distinct tribes, Yavapai and 
Apache, allowed the San Car- 
los Apache Tribe’s Mountain 
Dancers to participate in this 
year’s event. The San Carlos 
dancers treated the crowd to a 
special performance by their 
crown dancers and were lead 
by Manuel Cooley lead drum- 
mer for the group. 

As the Gathering came to 
a close, all the gourd singers 
came together and sang an 
honor song for all the fathers 
present. One gourd singer 
came forward and expressed 
the importance of being a fa- 
ther and what it means to be 
called a dad. “Any boy can 
have a child, but it takes a man 
to raise one.” After his speech 
he asked for all the bird danc- 
ers to bring the fathers into the 
circle for one last dance. 

With a final goodbye and fi- 
nal closing of this years gath- 
ering, Master of Ceremonies 
Rudy Clark wished everyone 
safe travel, thanked everyone 
for their participation and the 
coordinators for doing a job 
well done. 
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Judge Orders Primary Election to be Held Aug. 7

July 29, 2010 - The Hon- 
orable Judge Gloria Kindig 
granted injunctive relief to Ro- 
berta Pavatea and Genevieve 
Datsi yesterday, in what many 
consider a violation of the Na- 
tion’s Constitution. 

Datsi filed a Petition for In- 
junction on July 23, 2010, re- 
questing that the Court issue 
an Injunction ordering that 
the Primary Election be held 
on August 7, 2010 as previ- 
ously set and preventing the 
date to be changed to July 31, 
2010 and that the Court seize 


all absentee ballots currently 
in the possession of the Elec- 
tion Board. 

Pavatea filed an Injunction 
on the same date to Stay Origi- 
nal Election Date and Removal 
of Election Board Members, 
requesting that the Court or- 


der the Primary Election to be 
held on August 7, 2010 and not 
on July 31, 2010 and that the 
Court order the removal of the 
election Board Members for 
failure to perform their duties. 

Pavatea filed an amended 
Petition on July 27, 2010 drop- 


ping the request for the re- 
moval of the Election Board 
Members. 

Shiloh Hoggard, legal coun- 
sel for the Nation, argued that 
Pavatea and Datsi failed to 
provide evidence beyond spec- 
ulation of any harm that would 
entitle them to an injunction 
in the case and that the case 
would have to be dismissed. 

Pavatea and Datsi argued 
that their voter rights were 
harmed when the date was 
changed without proper no- 
tice as required by Article VIII 
Section 6 of the Election Ordi- 
nance - Special Elections, “ad- 


equate notice shall be given to 
the voters”. Pavatea also ar- 
gued that she was financially 
harmed as a candidate due to 
the cancellation of a campaign 
luncheon she had planned for 
July 31, 2010. 

In her final Order, Judge 
Kindig wrote, “It is commonly 
held that due process requires 
sufficient notice to be heard or 
in this case sufficient notice to 
vote,” “given the fact that the 
Election Board made the mis- 
take and did not notice it in 
a timely manner... Petitioners

Apache Camps Discovered 
Along Banks of Fossil Creek

During a recent trail survey at 
Fossil Creek, Travis Bone, Co- 
conino National Forest Service 
Archaeologist and Tonto Na- 
tional Forest Service Ranger, 
Scott Wood discovered evi- 
dence of Apache camps along 
the banks of Fossil Creek. 

Bone and Wood were con- 
ducting a survey in preparation 
for a proposed forest service 
trail when Bone noticed pieces 
of broken prehistoric pottery 
and bits of historic cans on an 
alluvial sand terrace above the 
existing trail. 

“The sand had been dropped 
there during a flood in Fossil 
Creek and it did not make sense 
that there would be an archaeo- 
logical site on the sand pile,” 
states Bone regarding the find, 
“The likely explanation was 
that there was a site on the ter- 
race above the trail and that the 
artifacts were sliding from the 
site downhill onto the trail.” 

Following his instincts, Bone 
climbed to higher ground and 
discovered both prehistoric 
Anasazi camp sites and more 
recent Apache camp sites. 

Apache campsites located in 
the cliffs of Fossil Creek were 
well documented, but the new 
findings confirm the long held 
belief that Apaches also lived 
near the creek. 

Aware of the Yavapai-Apache 
Nation’s (YAN) ties to Fos-

sil Creek, Wood immediately 
notified YAN Apache Cul- 
ture Director, Vincent Randall 
and YAN Archaeologist Chris 
Coder about the find. Both 
were invited to participate in a 
second reconnaissance of the 
area where additional artifacts 
were located. 

Pit houses and field houses 
dating as far back as 3,000 years

were visible, providing evidence 
of a prehistoric settlement. 
Early pit houses consisted of 
a large hole in the ground, 
roughly 3-4 feet deep and 6- 
8 feet wide, and were covered 
with brush. Later versions had 
the addition of large boulders 
placed at the top of the circular 
hole to provide greater depth to 
the room. Numerous pit houses 
were discovered along with evi- 
dence of fire pits and one large 
grinding stone containing four 
workstations. 

Tin cans, shards of glass and 
a partial shoe gave evidence 
of a more recent settlement by 
Apaches. The evidence shows 
that during the removal of the 
Yavapai and Apache people in 
1875, several Apache families 
remained in Fossil Creek and 
the surrounding area. 

YAN Archeologist, Chris 
Coder, immediately began fur- 
ther investigations on known 
Apache sites in Fossil Creek. 
Coder eventually located a 
smaller campsite that dated 
back to the 1880s, evidenced 
by cans that were able to be 
dated to the earlier date. Further 
physical proof that Apache peo- 
ple were living in Fossil Creek 
while most of their relatives 
were still down in San Carlos. 

The campsite located by 
Bone dates back to the 1900’s 
-1930’s and was probably as- 


would tell stories of the Apache 
people remaining in the canyons 
during the removal. 

Elder Bob Bear was bom and 
raised in Fossil Creek and at- 
tended school in the one room 
schoolhouse that was present 
alongside the river. 

Regarding the find, Apache 
Culture Director and YAN El- 
der, Vincent Randall stated, 
“Fossil Creek is a sacred and 
holy place to the Dilzhe’e peo- 
ple. The canyons release stories 
and the canyon is the foundation 
of our spiritual being. There are 
historical events that took place 
in the canyon at Fossil Creek. 

Fossil Creek is the life force 
of the canyon, womb of mother 
earth, [home of] several Apache 
people that did not go to San 
Carlos. The Dilzhe’s people 
hid out in the womb of mother 
earth.” 

Of future studies, Bone said, 
“We assume that most of the 
Apache who lived on the site 
probably worked on the Childs-

sociated with the construc- 
tion of the flume for the 
hydroelectric facility 
that was mostly built 
and maintained by 
Apache men. The ar- 
tifacts indicate that the 
site may have been the 
main Apache camp 
upon their return 
from San Carlos. 

Elders have long 
spoken about Apache 
people living in Fos- 
sil Creek. Tribal el- 
der, Elizabeth Ro- 
cha had family 
that grew up in 
Fossil Creek.

Pokorney fit that bill. He 
is able to claim success in 
achieving double digit in- 
creases in profits where 
most casinos suffered dou- 
ble digit declines. 

“Robert has extensive 
marketing experience and is 
aware of the casino expan- 
sion threatening Northern 
Arizona. We needed some- 
one on board who would 
be able to strategize and 
set goals and objectives to 
counter those threats. I’m

Caught in the 
crossfire 

Dear Editor: 

We have heard a lot about 
the training video made avail- 
able by the state to all 15,000 
law officers in Arizona for en- 
forcing immigration law SB 
1070 due to go into effect July 
29. But we have not had one 
word of instruction from the 
state to its Hispanic and Indian 
citizens caught in the crossfire 
of racial profiling. In Arizona, 
1.9 million Hispanics - legals 
- make up 30 percent of the 
population. And Arizona has 
Indians - legals - on 22 reser- 
vations. 

My ancestors came to Ari- 
zona from Mexico in 1864. 
Seven relatives served in 
World War I - three of them 
didn’t even have their citi- 
zenship, having been born in 
Mexico. We’ve had relatives 
serving in the military protect- 
ing our rights and freedoms in 
every war since then and up to 
now with my own kids serv- 
ing in Kosovo, Afghanistan 
and Iraq. Our Mexican- Amer- 
ican family extends from Si- 
erra Vista to Flagstaff.SB 1070 
abandoned our rights. It was 
thoughtlessly written to get 
rid of illegals but here in Ari- 
zona legals and illegals look 
alike with their brown skin. 
This leaves the legals exposed 
to racial profiling like sitting 
ducks. And no help and no 
training video for us. It feels 
like we’re orphans without a 
country. 

Besides warning my rela- 
tives and my Indian friends 
to repair anything obvious on 
their cars and to keep them 
washed, there’s ten tips to re- 
cord if they get stopped by the 
police, and which others may 
find useful. 

1) Date, time, location, 
when you were stopped. 

2) What jurisdiction. Name 
of city, county, highway pa- 
trol, others? 

3) Name of officer and 
badge number. 

4) Any other police infor- 
mation (how many, dogs, ICE, 
etc.)? 

5) Why were you stopped? 

6) Were you given a ticket? 
Yes? No? Explain. 

7) Were there witnesses with 
you? Their names? 

8) Do you think you were 
racially profiled? If yes, ex- 
plain. 

9) Remain courteous and 
cooperative. 

10) Send a copy of your cit- 
izen’s report to the U.S. At- 
torney General, Dept, of Jus- 
tice, 950 Pennsylvania Ave. 
NW, Room 4400, Washing- 
ton, D.C. 20530-0001. Keep 
a copy.

As a comparative, the Nation’s 
values appear biased and re- 
ceive continued protection un- 
der the Nation’s inherent sov- 
ereignty rule. Although, I 
cannot attest the nation’s in- 
tent of prejudice, I believe the 
dilemma is generational with 
little or no hope of promise. 
As an observer, I have come 


to realize the system failed the 
American Indian, especially 
those entrapped within the res- 
ervation system. In some re- 
spect, the Yavapai-Apache 
Constitution is nothing more 
than a, ways and means of 
preserving a lifestyle for a few 
select members. I really feel 
for the Yavapai-Apache peo- 
ple, for those of you who live 
on the reservation remember 
your brothers and sisters, al- 
though we may not reside on 
the reservation we are still 
your people. In casting your 
vote please consider the candi- 
date carefully, your future is at 
stake. There are tribes; Chero- 
kee, Choctaw, Cheyenne, and 
countless others who have 
manage to represent ALL 
tribal members fairly, not just 
those in the immediate geo- 
graphical area. These nations 
have created self-sufficiency 
as a whole and represent co- 
hesive functioning native peo- 
ples in the United States. Al- 
though, I don’t agree with the 
Yavapai-Apache governing 
process, I understand the Na- 
tions dilemma, of generational 
dependency. If one day, con- 
gress were to dissolve reser- 
vations, then maybe we can 
unify as a people. Basically, 
I refuse to vote in France if 
I live in China. If you do not 
live on the reservation please 
take into consideration the rel- 
evance of your vote! 

On a good note, in the near 
future (January, 2011) the real 
story of the Yavapai-Apache 
will be told as narrative docu- 
mentary. The world needs to 
know how the reservation sys- 
tem has divided a people. As a 
concerned tribal member, it is 
imperative to illustrate tribal 
politics and for whom they re- 
ally represent.

Invaders damage 
T/O Rez 

The T/O rez is sw of Tuc- 
son, AZ. The rez is being dev- 
astated by the INVASION of 
illegal aliens & drug smug- 
glers. These invaders’ new 
trails destroy cactus & other 
vegetation, disturb wildlife; 
cause soil deterioration & im- 
pact stream bank stability. 
One year’s report: T/O police 
removed 7,000 stolen, aban- 
doned vehicles - towing from 
these remote sites is expensive 
& also damages areas; tons of 
trash & human waste (BM) 
creates biohazard affecting 
wildlife, vegetation, & water 
quality. The Bureau of Land 
Mgmt requires officers to 
travel in teams of two vehicles 
to ensure safety. One year, 
$3.4 MILLION DOLLARS 
was the estimated cost of drug 
smuggling cases: towing sto- 
len, abandoned smuggler’s ve- 
hicles, investigating deaths 
and homicides (murders), & 
conducting autopsies for cause 
of deaths. Illegal aliens “come 
at all hours of the night - you 
can’t really sleep”; clothes are 
stolen from clotheslines; they 
ask to use the phone; “it’s 
like being captive in your own 
home”; as many as 100 turn 
up on someone’s back door 
step, or are seen walking 
through the desert. With in- 
crease in this “traffic” is in- 
creased violence to tribal 
members - the people live in 
fear; homes are burglarized - 
just someone who enters a 
home & stays unlawfully 
amounts to a “burglary”; ex- 
posure to narcotics (drugs) - 
small amounts of drugs are 
traded for food & water (a stu- 
dent was giving out marijuana 
at school). The T/O rez unem- 
ployed is over 40%; nearly 1/2 
the households have no phones 
or electricity, and, almost 1/3 
have no plumbing; 52% have 
diabetes- 6 times higher than 
the rest of the U.S.; life expec- 
tancy of males is less than age 
60. Illegal smugglers take ad- 
vantage of the T/O’s. Teen 
drop-outs can make thousands 
of dollars daily transporting 
drugs & illegal aliens, how- 
ever, if caught helping smug- 
glers, face criminal charges 
and BANISHMENT FROM 
THEIR NATION! Tribal po- 
lice are kept busy, spending 
60% of their time dealing with 
border issues & should be do- 
ing rez policing instead. When 
illegals are “spotted”, they are 
held for the border patrol - up 
to 26,000 yearly! Those that 
survive, that is. More than 
300 were found dead since 
2002 (article date, 2004). I 
WONDER HOW THEY 
WERE “SPOTTED”? - 
COULD RACIAL PROFIL- 
ING HAVE APPLIED IN 
THESE CASES? In 2004, 
alone: 72 Tons of trash was 
left by illegals; 7,000 aban- 
doned vehicles, not counting 
the stolen ones; & 1500 aban- 
doned bicycles - which were 
repaired & given to the the 
tribe’s needy children. - Were 
these bicycles stolen? Hun- 
dreds of bicycles are stolen ev- 
ery month from owners failing 
to lock them up. If the bicycles 
were stolen, in Arizona, it is a 
crime “to knowingly receive 
stolen property, even if just 
parts. “Chairman Norris had 
better inform his tribal police. 


A few weeks after a “clean- 
up”, it has to be done all over 
again. Estimated financial 
cost to the T/O Nation reached 
$7 Million dollars yearly - 
funded by the T/O’s two casi- 
nos, & other sources. The cost 
of autopsies for 1-year alone 
was $132,000. T/O police 
seized more guns than Tuc- 
son’s police, whose population 
is 33 times larger; the rez has 
26 documented street gangs, 
although the rez has no real 
streets. An article said, 7,000 
of 14,000 enrolled members 
lacked certificates of birth - 
not having been born in a hos- 
pital; some members can’t get 
U.S. social security cards - no 
birth certificates; some mem- 
bers are not working - no SS 
card; checks can’t be cashed; 
driver’s licenses cannot be ob- 
tained; AND, lacking ID docu- 
ments, members cannot visit 
their relatives south of the bor- 
der, where roughly 1,400 T/O 
members live - cut off by the 
border from AZ. However, the 
article then states, TO RE- 
DUCE BORDER CROSSING 
PROBLEMS, THE TRIBE 
OBTAINED 10-YR VISAS 
FROM MEXICO FOR THEIR 
MEMBERS ON THE REZ IN 
SONORA - allowing them to 
cross the border for services or 
other events. The article then 
states of the many who CAN’T 
PROVE WHERE THEY 
WERE BORN, “MANY ARE 
VERY OLD NOW OR 
GONE” (PASSED AWAY) - a 
little “different” than an earlier 
statement that 7,000 of 14,000 
enrolled members lacked birth 
certificates. In Phoenix, the 
Police Department confirmed 
a 41% increase in home 
invasions & a 45% increase in 
homicides (murders) - com- 
mited by illegals. California 
had a 16% rise in homicides. 
Salt Lake City UT, reported 
80% of all drug crimes are 
committed by Illegals. New 
York Police: 70% of drug deal- 
ers & other criminals are ille- 
gals. In 2005, at a low esti- 
mate of 12 Million illegals in 
the U.S., the total annual ho- 
micides (murders) illegals 
committed was between 1,310 
- l,408;some estimates figure 
as high as 4,380, or 12-25 
murders a day. Incarceration 
averages 21 -months - 29% are 
illegals, which numbers 
638,000. 12-6-04, from the 
Washington Times: California 
had 3 Million illegal immi- 
grants which costs the state 
$10.5 Billion dollars yearly. 
Their “cheap labor” is bank- 
rupting the state! Illegals be- 
come a “drain” - taxes increas- 
ing, services decreasing. It is 
said that “ILLEGALS PAY 
TAXES”, but, it does not 
match costs & expenses for 
providing for illegal aliens. 
Average salary for an agricul- 
tural migrant worker is $8,000 
or can go as high as $12,000, 
and with several children as 
deductions, very few of these 
seasonal workers pay taxes, & 
when seasonal work ends, 
most of the year, these illegals 
live on welfare!. In 1986 dur- 
ing amnesty for illegals, 

83,000 applications claimed 
Arizona as their state of resi- 
dence. In 2007, the number 
grew to an estimated 475,000 
of the 13 Million in the U.S. 
AZ costs for illegals: $2.7 Bil- 
lion annually. The costs have 
grown & will continue grow- 
ing, turning the U.S. into a a 
third- world country, if action’s 
not taken. California’s spiral- 
ing into a fiscal crisis nearing 
bankruptcy! 84 California 
hospitals closed or are closing, 


due to illegals. 70% in the 1st 
3-months of 2006 at Parkland 
Hospital in TX, were illegal 
alien women giving birth, and 
the same at a Florida hospital. 
Border states are hit hardest, 
but it’s happening in all the 
states. 32% of illegals receive 
welfare, yet U.S. needy citi- 
zens can’t get welfare due to 
“limited resources” (illegals 
took it all?). Illegals have 
spread diseases: 56 people in 
Santa Barbara, California were 
infected with TB by 1 illegal; 
the past 5 years saw 16,000 
new cases of MDR-TB & 

7.000 new leprosy cases. We 
now “tolerate” 100,000 cases 
of Hepatitis-A. Chugas dis- 
ease that affects 14-Million 
South. Americans, & kills 

50.000 people yearly, streams 
across the Mexican border, as 
“unchecked” aliens by the 
thousands “sneak” into the U. 
S! IF YOUR CHILD GOES 
TO PUBLIC SCHOOL, HE 
OR SHE COULD BE EX- 
POSED - THOUSANDS AL- 
READY HAVE BEEN. Ned 
Norris, T/O chairman, & the 
Inter-tribal Council passed a 
resolution against AZ SB 1070 

- an anti-immigration state law 

- in that, it is a racist call to 
discriminate against “people 
of color” (“brown”). YET, 
there are many Hispanics AND 
AMERICAN INDIANS who 
have even whiter skin color 
than white people. And, 
“white” people range from 
various shades of white to var- 
ious shades of tans to even 
dark brown - depending upon 
their length of time spent in 
sun exposure. But, that term 
“color” is stated in law, and, 
unfortunately, it is “used” by 
some to, as in this case, go 
against laws. Chairman Nor- 
ris’ resolution says SB 1070 is 
discriminatory state legislation 
& he is supporting lawful mea- 
sures to repeal or invalidate it. 
Norris explained that the T/O 
Nation is dissected, east-west, 
by Hwy 86 and tribal members 
sometimes “hitchhike” to Tuc- 
son on that highway, & might 
be subjected to a stop by law 
enforcement officers asking 
for ID. Norris REALLY 
SHOULD inform tribal “hitch- 
hikers”, it is a misdemeanor in 
Arizona to stand on a road & 
“hitchhike” a ride from cars. 
And, definitely, the police 
WOULD STOP a “hitch- 
hiker”-miscreant, and, indeed, 
require a show of tribal mem- 
bership ID. SB 1070 provides 
that tribal enrollment cards are 
allowable ID, but Mr. Norris 
OPPOSES REQUIRING 
members to carry proof of 
tribal membership because the 
members ARE IN THEIR AB- 
ORIGINAL HOMELAND. 
Mr. Norris, all U.S. citizens 
are likewise in “their” country 
of the U.S. - their native home- 
land - but ID’s are required in 
many cases such as: AZ driv- 
er’s license or identification 
cards, car insurance cards, 
medical ins. cards, school ID 
cards, welfare cards, food 
stamp cards.... so, why are you 
opposed to tribal ID cards? - 
many tribes issue ID cards to 
its members? He also said T/ 
O land extended to central Ari- 
zona, north of Phoenix, & that 
isn’t the case. History books 
state the “PAPAGO” (T/O’s 
former name), resided south of 
the Gila River, southwest of 
what is now, Tucson, AZ. Nor- 
ris THEN SAYS, an arrange- 
ment was made with Home- 
land Sec. & the Border Patrol 
agents to acknowledge tribal 
ID cards - allowing tribal 
members south of the border 


to travel north of the border 
for tribal services, &, works 
fairly well. After reading the 
T/O rez problems (set forth, in 
part, above), how could Chair- 
man Norris tell the Inter-tribal 
Council meeting, that “the 
problems of immigration are 
separate from problems related 
to crimes of drug trafficking”? 
In another news article, Norris 
said, “Although, the T/O’s are 
compassionate, they are deal- 
ing with a very hostile situa- 
tion, a very violent situation 
because of the immigrants’ ac- 
tivities.” Further, “Today, ... 
the T/O is dealing with 700- 
800 illegal immigrants daily 
AND VIOLENCE COMES 
WITH THEIR CRIMINAL 
ACTIVITIES AND DRUG 
TRAFFICKING”. Along the 
borders, elders have been held 
hostage in their homes both 
north & south of the 
border, family homes have 
been taken over & used as 
“drop houses” for human AND 
drug cargo. Some of our U.S. 
citizens cannot understand 
how illegals can be allowed to 
“demonstrate”. It is because 
the U.S. signed the Geneva 
Convention’s International Bill 
of Human Rights, giving 
illegal aliens basic human 
rights, but, they should NOT 
have the same rights that our 
U.S. citizens have. AZ SB 
1070 has raised lots of com- 
ments on both sides of the bor- 
der - yet many of the “upset” 
people have not even read all 
18-pages of the bill ! To form 
an “educated opinion”, please 
READ THE BILL FIRST! 
There is nothing contrary in it 
to the existing federal immi- 
gration laws. Arizona is only 
trying to enforce existing fed- 
eral laws, & SB 1070 SPE- 
CIFICALLY PROHIBITS RA- 
CIAL PROFILING! Racial 
Profiling is federally illegal. 
Thus, it is also NOT LEGAL 
UNDER SB 1070. Many po- 
lice officers are legally immi- 
grated Mexicans who would 
NOT racially profile. The 
writer of the article states: I 
have dual citizenship with both 
American & Mexican pass- 
ports. As a naturalized Mexi- 
can citizen, &, AS A WHITE 
BOY IN A BROWN TOWN, I 
AM REGULARLY PRO- 
FILED &, “FEEL” prejudiced 
at times. It’s understandable 
why they “racially profile” me 
- so be it. ..it’s my choice to 
live here.... (in Mexico). This is 
just so you (readers) know that 
IN MEXICO, ANY LAW EN- 
FORCEMENT OFFICER 
“CAN” ASK TO SEE YOUR 
IMMIGRATION PAPERS 
WITH NO REASON OR 
“PROBABLY CAUSE”. Hav- 
ing recently spoken with law 
enforcement employees, THIS 
(SB 1070) LAW’S ALREADY 
HAS CAUSED A ‘DROP’ IN 
CRIME ACROSS THE 
BOARD ! !

should not be required to bear 
the consequences of the Elec- 
tion Board’s error by having 
the Primary Election acceler- 
ated with such short notice.” 

Kindig denied Datsi’s re- 
quest to have the absentee bal- 
lots seized and granted injunc- 
tive relief to both Datsi and 
Pavatea ordering that the Pri- 
mary Election be held August 
7,2010. 

When questioned about the 
ruling Hoggard had the fol- 
lowing to say, “The Elec- 
tion Board is obviously dis- 
appointed with the ruling and 
concerned whether they would 
be able to provide notice to the 


because I voice my concerns 
and express them to the tribal 
council and out of retaliation 
they don’t hire me or consider 
me for jobs, boards, commit- 
tees etc... Actually, by their 
actions it has strengthened me 
over the years to undertake 
the challenges I must face if I 
am to be elected into office.

Rebekah Smith and the late 
Robert Pavatea. I have been 
a widow for fifteen (15) years 
and was blessed with tow

Malayshia FallsDown. I’m 
a non-drinker/smoker with a 
firm belief in my Lord and 
Savior, Jesus Christ.

Nation’s members that the date 
had been changed again.

We have got to stop 
the favoritism, the nepotism of 
relationships.” 


my family home twenty-six 
(26) years ago. I have resided 
in all three communities of our 
reservation Clarkdale, Middle 
Verde and Camp Verde, where 
I currently reside in a bright 
yellow house. In my opinion 
I believe tribal officials should 
live within the boundaries of 
the reservation-t/official need 
to know the people they rep- 
resent and know and see their 
struggles they face from day 
to day. 

Why am I running for 
Chairman? 

I started attending tribal 
council meetings twenty 
six years ago when I moved 
home. I wanted to see and 
learn about our tribal govern- 
ment and how the tribal coun- 
cil made their decisions. At 
the time, the Casino was but 
a bid dirt hill where the water 
dept, and trailer park was 
located, remember? Things 
were basically kept sim- 
ple with no rush in meeting 
deadlines. Tribal Council at 
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Irving power generation system 
and flume, but we do not know 
that for sure. We would like 
to find out if this was a perma- 
nent camp where families lived 
or whether it was a tempo- 
rary work camp that was occu- 
pied off and on as work on the 
power system progressed. We 
hope that future, more in depth 
studies of the artifacts laying on 
the surface of the site will tell a 
more complete story of the peo- 
ple who lived here.” 


that time were paid per meet- 
ing, they seemed to always 
be there for every meeting 
because of their commitment 
to their positions. The offi- 
cials at that time were not 
threatened by your presence 
or the questions you asked. 
What happened? The Casino 
came in, the money poured 
down like rain into our tiny 
little tribe and that’s when 
greed set in, everyone wanted 
a piece of the pie, they manip- 
ulated the system for higher 
salaries, jobs, commissions, 
bonuses. Tribal Councils 
made promises to the people 
but never kept them because 
they were taking care of them- 
selves, their family members 
and friends. That brings us 
to our current situation today, 
corruption, favoritism, nep- 
otism, unaccountability and 
so forth. With the increase 
of enrollment, the needs of 
tribal members are not being 
met, due to the Nation being 
in debt. My question is to 
you as voters of this Nation, 
which one of the other candi- 
dates will be willing to make 
the changes that are needed 
and necessary, of outrageous 
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very confident that Robert 
will be able to meet the tribal 
council’s goals of maintaining 
Cliff Castle Casino as the #1 
casino in Arizona,” say Coun- 
cil Member Linda Evans of 
Pokomey’s appointment. 

The Nation anticipates Po- 
komey will begin his new po- 
sition mid-July. 


salaries, over spending, unac- 
countability, etc.? 

I’ve verbally said, “I will 
work for nothing if that is the 
choice of the people”. Money 
is not the driving force on why 
I’m running. I receive Social 
Security and barely make it 
month to month but that’s the 
way life has been for a long 
time. The primary reason is 
I have the desirer to serve my 
people and show them there is 
tribal members out her, who 
have a compassion about what 
is going on with them and the 
Nation. I heard a story and it 
is a true story, about a grand- 
daughter who heard her grand- 
father crying. What was he 
crying about? He was crying 
for his people- He was cry- 
ing for you and I. I’m not a 
gambler but I bet he was also 
praying for us. 

The front of my flyer shows 
there is a pot at the end of the 
rainbow and it is empty, it 
doesn’t have to stay empty, we 
can build it up and start rising 
above our obstacles as a peo- 
ple, working together, utilizing 
one another’s skills, education 
and wisdom, without jealou- 
sy or hate but striving for the 
sole purpose of our children 
and Nation. We no longer 
need the non-Indian telling us 
how to do things. We have 
our own people we can con- 
sult with or other natives form 
elsewhere. I want to be a part 
of EMPOWERING OUR 
PEOPLE TO START DOING 
THINGS PROPERLY, WITH 
A GOOD HEART. We need 
to make a change in the right 
direction. 

As Chairwomen of the 


Nation I will do the follow- 
ing: (Goals set for the first

► Call for a forensic audit, 
especially where did per capi- 
ta monies go 

► Job description for 
Chairman as Executive 
Administrator

departments doing the same 
thing.

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gram and they succeeded un- 
der a great deal of pressure 
and hardship. 

I watched the program here 
in Los Angeles with much in- 
terest and was surprised by 
the lack of sensitivity an ig- 
norance of our culture that Ju- 
lian displayed. A more thor- 
ough person would have done 
their homework before hand. 
Her actions to toss out the 
fried bread then made me feel 
this was an act of ethnocentric 
hostility. I feel she portrayed 
someone who is more geared 
to catering the indulgent “me” 
culture that chases the per- 
petual fountain of youth here 
in the big city, than bringing 
about radical change in an in- 
digenous society with a long 
history of oppression. People 
who have plenty of time and 
money pay for her to get in 
their faces and shame them 
into making them see and feel 
their own inadequacies. This 
is something anyone can do 
by themselves without her 
help. She seemed to present 
herself as an endorphin junkie 
more concerned with drama, 
ratings and her own rising 
star. I question if she had any 
real concern for the tribe or 
the people as a whole but I 
do know that a bond can oc- 
cur between a facilitator and 
the client as part of the heal- 
ing process. 

I was raised in the big city 
and now I am an elder expe- 
riencing many of the same 
health problems without fried 
bread as well as most of the 
nation itself. Through my doc- 
tor, I was able to improve my 
pre-diabetic condition, lower 
my cholesterol and blood 
pressure and stay off medica- 
tion for diabetes with healthy 
choices in my diet. My arthri- 
tis in my knees, hip and back 
prevent me from doing most 
forms of walking or running 
and I am limited to mostly up- 
per body work. I’ve included 
a link to Jamie Oliver’s “Food 
Revolution” TV show which 
I think would be a better re- 
source for the tribe. Some- 
how, he makes you feel that 
he really cares. 

If anything that I’ve written 
here hurts or harms anyone or 
our Tribe, I am willing to take 
it all back but this is how I 
now think and feel.

Dear Yavapai-Apache 
Friends, 

I saw Jillian Michaels video 
when she went to Camp Verde 
(such a pretty town, we rode 
past there on a trail ride from 
Lake Mary to Scottsdale when 
my horse was 2-1/2). It is so 


wonderful to see the changes, 
the interest in fitness. I was 
also diagnosed with diabe- 
tes from obesity about 3-1/2 
months ago, and since then I 
have lost almost 35 lbs. I was 
a size 24, weighed 260 lbs. 
So we aren’t allowed to eat 
anything like frybread. My 
hemoglobin Ale is down from 
6.6 to 6.0, and top of normal is 
5.6. My cholesterol levels are 
all normal (I am taking fish oil 
and flaxseed capsules for the 
healthy fat, omega 3, as the 
doctor recommended). I need 
more exercise, and you guys 
REALLY inspired me!!! So 
now I’m back out of the “dia- 
betes” range and back into the 
“prediabetic” range, only 0.4 
from normal ! ! ! ! I am almost 
60 years old. 

I really hope everybody 
there gets into the fitness and 
getting healthy. Even my 
HORSE likes it a lot better. 
Now he can actually LOPE 
(canter) with me riding him 
!!! Before my weight was 
too much. There is a deeper 
level of all this. For me, I 
get depression sometimes 
and low self-esteem and low 
self-worth. You don’t have 
to work on the psychological 
part first. Just losing all this 
weight is REALLY helping 
me !!! I don’t have anybody 
like Jillian to yell in my face 
like a drill sergeant (hooray 
for that:) but you don’t need 
to. I just printed out a bunch 
of exercises, and they say 
make a chart or list of your 
exercise program. You don’t 
need fancy machines.

As a mem- 
ber of the Yavapai- Apache Na- 
tion, she has devoted her life’s 
work to sharing Native Amer- 
ican culture with film audi- 
ences. 

Her unique artistic perspec- 
tive has brought both aware- 
ness and controversy to the 
community, yet, to fully un- 
derstand her work it’s impor- 
tant to know more about Tess’ 
philosophy and reasons for un- 
dertaking such a difficult task. 

How did you get started? 

Well believe it or not, my 
father was a television pro- 
ducer and filmmaker, (and he 
allowed me to) grow up on 
set. Since I can remember 
I’ve been rigging cables, run- 
ning cameras and switchers. I 
was setting up film sets before 
I entered High School. 

How long have you been 
making films and videos? 

I’ve been making video 
since High School. I use to 
have my own cable access 
show in High School. And we 
would go and record the local 
bands and at local clubs and 
put them on the show. Do like 
a David Lettermen, we would 
interview them and then they 
perform. 

I came full swing, about 
five years ago I was doing re- 
ally bad, making bad choices 


watching my life spin out of 
control and I was forced into 
Family Health Court. 

(Family Health Court) in- 
spired me to reignite all my 
dreams. The Family Heath 
Court said what do you want 
to do? I want to be in film- 
making and I want to be in 
public relations. So the first 
thing they did is put me 
though WIA and placed me 
in the public relations depart- 
ment. Then they asked what 
is next? I want to go to film 


school. I applied for higher 
education with Lisa Sandoval 
and received a scholarship to 
attend the Zaki Gordan Inde- 
pendent Filmmaking in Se- 
dona Yavapai College. I grad- 
uated with honors and in the 
merit program. It was from 
that moment on I made a com- 
mitment to myself and with 
help from my mom (to make 
Native American films).

When I got out of school I 
wanted to continue in my in- 
dustry but it was really hard. 
I found myself donating my 
time to the Cultural Resource 
Preservation/Technology De- 
partment. In my mindset it 
would help me keep my skills 
intact and was able to give 
back to my community. 

My first film was obviously 
my thesis project for my grad- 
uation, which was a “Native 
Tail”, out of all the students’ 
thesis project my film was one 
chosen for a local cable access 
show and was looped for 24 
hours on cable. At this mo- 
ment it was highpoint of my 
life... 

(After school) there was 
(plenty of times I wanted to) 
give up but my mom helped 
(me though this difficult 
time)... (She didn’t want me 
to) give up on my dream, she 
would say, “once you walk 
away from your industry you 
won’t come back, that is what 
happens to everyone.” She 
was a motivation for me mak- 
ing films and videos. 

I finally (received) a job of- 
fer working on a feature film 
“More than Frybread” by Holt 
Hamilton Productions. I’ll 
never forget the email he sent 
(at the end of the project) it 
said, “Tess I never met any- 
body quite like you, a lot of 
people talk the talk, but girl 
you walk the walk and you’re 
the reason that movies get 
made.” That was the moment 
I realized I was in the right 
business. 

When you started making 
films, were you trying to do 
a specific thing? Why did 
you start making them? 

(I wanted to work on) films 
based on Native American life 
whether it was based on cur- 
rent life or a futuristic setting. 

I believe Native Americans 
are the true filmmakers be- 
cause we are storytellers by 
nature. Our whole history is 


done by storytelling, when we 
share our history its storytell- 
ing. 

Another goal of mine is 
to have an all Native Ameri- 
can television station such as 
TNT. We should have TIN 
you would be able to click on 
it and be able to learn about 
some tribe, watch some Native 
American movie, or watch the 
NAB I basketball tournament. 

What leads you to good 
work? 

Two things make me do 
good work. That is my rela- 
tionship with the creator; ev- 
ery step I take is for the cre- 
ator. And the other one is my 
daughter, I don’t want to have 
other people mentoring and 
being a role model for her. 

What are you thinking 
about doing next? 

I’m currently writing a 
script called, “Manifest Des- 
tiny” and if you don’t know 
what manifest destiny means, 
it is a term that the United 
States government used to 
possess this land, they believe 
it’s there God given right to 
take over the land, that’s Man- 
ifest Destiny. The film basi- 
cally goes back to the story of 
our people, the Yavapai and 
Apaches, before US Calvary 
came and took us to San Car- 
los and our return. 

Do you ever think about 
how you are changing Na- 
tive American culture? 

It is a very strong passion 
of mine. It also rules my life. 
And that is constantly what 
I’m trying to accomplish. I’m 
constantly thinking (of Na- 
tive American culture) in film- 
making and cultural documen- 
taries. 

For example, with the recy- 
cling program (at Cliff Castle 
Casino) and listening to Bev- 
erly Crawford (Pai Women 
2010-2011) talk (about recy- 
cling). When you are trying 
to make a difference its amaz- 
ing how a camera will help. 
When we first started the re- 
cycling initiative no one was 
on board. But when Beverly 
said, “well hey we are going 
to do a documentary on it” 


the recycling initiative started 
to progress and more people 
were on board. 

What other films and vid- 
eos have you worked on? 

My first feature film was 
“More than Frybread”. I 
worked on a thesis film called, 
“Walking the Wind” by Steven 
Duvall and also starring De- 
shava Apachee. I worked on 
“Jewish Nudist Buddhist”, and 
of course my thesis project “A 
Native Tail”. I was working 
on a movie called “Alien Cap- 
tors” but I don’t know if it got 
released. 

Currently, I’m working on 
a recycling documentary with 
Cliff Castle Casino, called 
“Going Green” and a docu- 
mentary on the Gathering 
of the Pai Competition. I’m 
also working on a documen- 
tary called “Shed the Frybread 
Weight Loss Challenge” with 
the Yavapai- Apache Nation. 

How about commercial 
success? Do you ever won- 
der about that? 

I think about commercial 
success a lot. There is a gen- 
tlemen by the name of Chris 
Eyre the director of “Smoke 
Signals” it is my goal (to work 
with him). 

As a filmmaker, who influ- 
ences you? 

My influences in filmmak- 
ing are Chris Eyre and Steven 
Spielberg. 

What do you say to young 
people out there that want to 
get into the film industry? 

I say go for it. As a mat- 
ter of fact, I just recently saw 
“Reel Engine” and it changed 
my life. I’m going to do ex- 
actly what they were saying 
in the film. As of August, I’m 
going to start my own theatre 
group at the Recreation Cen- 
ter. I’m going to teach com- 
munity members how to act. 
Then I can cast them in my 
films. I would love to get the 
young people in the industry.

Statement by the President on the 
Passage of the Tribal Law and Order Act 


Submitted by: White 
House Office of the 
Press Secretary 

Today’s passage of the 
Tribal Law and Order Act is 
an important step to help the 
federal government better ad- 
dress the unique public safety 
challenges that confront tribal 
communities. The fact is, 
American Indians and Alaska 
Natives are victimized by vi- 


olent crime at far higher rates 
than Americans as a whole. 
Native communities have seen 
increased gang and drug ac- 
tivity, with some tribes expe- 
riencing violent crime rates 
at more than ten times the na- 
tional average. And one in 
three Native women will be 
the victim of rape in her life- 
time. 

The federal government’s 
relationship with tribal gov- 


ernments, its obligations un- 
der treaty and law, and our 
values as a nation require that 
we do more to improve pub- 
lic safety in tribal communi- 
ties. And this Act will help us 
achieve that. It will strengthen 
the relationship between the 
federal government and tribal 
governments. It will improve 
our ability to work with tribal 
communities in the investiga- 
tion and prosecution of crime, 


and it authorizes resources for 
tribes to fight crime more ef- 
fectively. While many mem- 
bers helped pass this bill, I 
especially want to applaud 
Senators Dorgan, Barrasso 
and Kyi, and Representatives 
Herseth Sandlin, Kildee, Cole, 
Conyers, Scott, Rahall, Simp- 
son and Pastor for their lead- 
ership on this issue. I look 
forward to signing the Act 
into law.

the new chapters. 

At the beginning I was a shy 
but proactive kid. When they 
asked I said yes, of course, 
with a typical teenage response 


of *sigh* “yeah sure.” Some 
days were slow, and repetitive, 
but it never failed that as soon 
as I thought I had it covered 
and down, the routine was 
thrown all out of whack again. 
It became quite frustrating but 
all the same immensely invit- 
ing. My experiences offered an 
alienating breath of fresh air. 
Just as I thought I was drown- 
ing in the seas of predictabil- 
ity, a tide would rush me back 
to shore and a new uninhab- 
ited island would reveal itself 
to me. Once again I became a 
stranger in an all too familiar 
but fascinating world. This cy- 
cle repeated itself up until the 
very last day of the program. 

My only regret was that 
time, no matter how fiercely 
I pulled at its rope, never 
seemed to cease. I wished I 
had framed those moments 
better in my mind, or bet- 
ter yet stayed a part of it. But 
when I became comfortably 
situated in the dream, reality 
spewed out, like an eruption 
from a volcano and the lava 
melted away the familiarity. 
And as the summer came to 
a close and fall crept up on 


me, it was back to the school 
desk. I would have worked at 
another job while in school. 
But the thought of laying my 
anchor to rest in shallow un- 
eventful waters were too 
grotesque of a thought. So I 
waited and waited till the day 
school would end. 

But a cycle is a cycle none 
the less. It runs over you, 
stands you up and dusts you 
off, and when you believe 
you’re situated it comes back 
with the same effect, that vol- 
cano erupts again. It’s a bit- 
ter sweet feeling, one of rev- 
erence and remorse. I said my 
farewells knowing I’d await 
the same fate the next year. 

But now I am 18. I have 
graduated high school and 
about to end my last term here 
with the WIA program. I am 
so appreciative for the gifts I 
have been presented with. My 
tribe is good, my family mem- 
bers are lucky, and the youth 
are ever so gifted, even if they 
don’t realize it, just the way 
I didn’t in my first year. My 
only sadness for this year’s

Dorgan Hosts Summit To Build Partnerships That Will Aid Indian Youth Suicide Prevention Efforts 

Discussion will address urgent crisis in Indian communities, which have the highest suicide rates in the U.S. 


(WASHINGTON, D.C.) - 
U.S. Senator Byron Dorgan 
(D-ND) hosted an Indian Youth 
Suicide Prevention Summit on 
Monday to improve suicide 
prevention in tribal commu- 
nities, which have the high- 
est suicide rates in the United 


States. 

Dorgan delivered open- 
ing remarks and participated 
in the roundtable discussion 
at the Summit, which brought 
together private organiza- 
tions, federal agencies and 
tribal leaders and youth to dis- 


cuss how to better work to- 
gether to prevent Indian youth 
suicide. The goal of the Sum- 
mit was to engage these stake- 
holders and lay out a plan for 
what needs to be done to ad- 
dress the tragic crisis of Indian 
youth suicide. 


“Youth suicide in Indian 
Country is an urgent and press- 
ing crisis,” Dorgan said. “Our 
discussion today with tribal 
leaders and Native youth af- 
fected by this tragedy is an ef- 
fort to improve our work to re- 
duce the rate of teen suicide in 


Indian country. Building part- 
nerships between Indian Coun- 
try, federal government and the 
private sector is critical to de- 
veloping better strategies and 
programs for reaching at-risk 
Native American teens.” 

American Indians and 


Alaska Natives have the high- 
est suicide rate in the United 
States - 70 percent higher than 
the general population. Ameri- 
can Indian and Alaska Native 
youth suffer the highest rate of 
suicide of any group in the na- 
tion.

county, state and federal gov- 
ernment entities on land, water, 
timber, economic development, 
mining, health, freedom of re- 
ligion and the return of stolen 
historic artifacts. Tribes from 
Arizona, Nevada, California, 
New Mexico and two indepen- 
dent organizations gathered to 
participate in this event. 

The Tribal Chairman of Ar- 
izona’s San Carlos Apache 
Tribe, Wendsler Nosie and 
the San Carlos Apache Tribe 
hosted this event as a result of 
experience with congressio- 
nal representatives from their 
own state who attempted to 
use their political influences 
for mining that would result in 
the destruction of land, air and 
water for the surrounding com- 
munities including the 15,000 
tribal members who live on 
the San Carlos Indian Reser- 
vation. Chairman Nosie has 
been active in his leadership 
to working with all levels of 
government and has seen first 
hand the frustrations with other 


tribes across the country in 
their attempts to be heard. As a 
result, he and his fellow tribal 
council initiated a coming to- 
gether to take the next step at 
the international level on issues 
with tribes in the southwest. 

“Enough is Enough: Tribal 
Voices Must Be Heard,” was 
the theme of the Southwest 
Tribal Summit which was or- 
ganized to share, collect and 
disseminate information from 
the tribes and tribal people and 
then submit a compiled re- 
cord to the United Nations re- 
lated to the continuing harms 
suffered by the tribes here the 
southwest United States at the 
hands of the local, state and 
federal governments with re- 
gard to our land and water re- 
sources. 

Presentations were made, 
documents were submitted and 
emotions were strong to move 
forward as a result of testimo- 
nies given on destruction of 
land, human rights abuses in 
attempts to have artifacts re- 
turn to their origin, “I admire 
Chairman Nosie for getting us 
together,” stated Tribal Chair- 
man Ronnie Lupe of the White 
Mountain Apache Tribe. 
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The Colorado River Indian 
Tribes had passed a resolution 
supporting the concept and ini- 
tiatives of the Southwest Sum- 
mit where collective reports 
and testimonies were compiled 
and prepared for submittal to 
the Honorable Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, United States Secre- 
tary of State for consideration 
in its preparation of the Na- 
tional Report for the United 
Nations Universal Periodic Re- 
view of the United States of 
America. 

The direct result of com- 
piling materials and state- 
ments submitted, several re- 
lated themes were noted as fol- 
lowed: 

• The right to the religious 
and cultural freedom of tribal 
people is not being considered 
and protected by the United 
States 

• The failure of the United 
States to enforce its laws relat- 
ing to natural resources in all 
parts of the country has a di- 
rect and negative impact on the 
fundamental rights of Tribes 
to food, water, health, cultural 
and religious freedom 


• Federal officials in the 
United States are failing to 
properly consult with, listen to, 
hear and provide the appropri- 
ate level of respect for the in- 
formation Tribes provide to the 
United States regarding the de- 
velopment of natural resources 
both on and off Indian Reser- 
vations throughout the United 
States. 

• The lack of and suppres- 
sion of education about Tribal 
history and cultural in Amer- 
ican Schools perpetuates the 
lack of respect for Tribes and 
our existing political relation- 
ship to the United States. 

It was noted that while the 
United States has progressed 
from its policies of terminating 
tribes in the 1950s, there con- 
tinues to be victimization from 
wrongs of the past. The sum- 
mit was a success and included 
the future of tribes, the youth. 
Justin Hooke, President of 
the San Carlos Youth Council 
stated that he would like to fol- 
low the footsteps of Chairman 
Nosie as a leader and standing 
up for the right of the Apache 
people and Indian people as a

How to use Tribal Medical Assistance Program 


The Tribal Medical Assis- 
tance Program and the Co 
Pay Reimbursement Program 
is funded thru the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation for Medical, 
Dental and Vision services. 

Vision: Provides eyewear 
on an annual basis to Tribal 
Members of the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation who do not 
have vision insurance for the 
full amount of $150; Tribal 
Members who are insured are 
allowed $75. Eye exam and 
Contacts are not covered. 

Children who are on Med- 
icaid (AHCCCS) program 
are not eligible for Tribal Vi- 
sion Assistance; they must 
utilize their AHCCCS plan, 
however the program will 


pay $25 for the Polycarbon- 
ate that AHCCCS does not 
cover. In some cases there 
may be an exception; this 
will be evaluated on a case 
by case basis. 

Dental: The dental pro- 
gram provides emergency 
dental which includes major 
dental up to 50 % based on 
the type of service which in- 
cludes root canal and crowns 
and other limited services. I 
t does not pay for implants, 
veneers or cosmetic dentistry. 
The program does not pay for 
regular dental visits or exams 
or dental hygiene. 

Medical: The medical as- 
sistance program assists 
only with emergent needs 


such as RX prescriptions if 
there is no insurance cover- 
age thru Private insurance or 
AHCCCS. You must enroll 
with an alternate resource 
that’s available thru Medic- 
aid. In some cases medical 
bills may be paid after a re- 
search has been done as to 
why AHCCCS, I.H.S. or in- 
surance did not pay. Medi- 
cal assistance does not pay 
for cosmetic surgery or abor- 
tions. 

Medical bills must be cur- 
rent and as soon as you re- 
ceived them please bring 
them in. This is only a one 
time payment made during 
the year at 40%. 

Co Pay Reimbursement: 


This is only for the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation tribal mem- 
bers living in the CHSDA 
area, (Contract Health Ser- 
vice Delivery Area) Live on 
or near your own reservation 
in the Yavapai County. The 
Reimbursement program will 
reimburse your co pays for 
doctor visits, RX prescrip- 
tions and Medicare D co 
pays. The program does not 
pay for AHCCCS co pays. 
(I.H.S. does not reimburse 
AHCCCS co pays.) 

When submitting your re- 
ceipt please bring the “Super 
Bill” or E.O.B. (explanation 
of benefits) from your doc- 
tor visit. The E.O.B comes 
in the mail from your insur- 


ance company. As for the RX 
prescription, turn in your re- 
ceipt and the “customer re- 
ceipt” this has your name, 
address, name of prescrip- 
tion, RX number and amount 
of co pay. If you do not turn 
in the E.O.B. or a super bill 
from your doctor visit or 
“customer receipt” from the 
pharmacy you will not be re- 
imbursed until all items are 
turned in. 

When you request for as- 
sistance you will need to 
fill out an application at the 
Yavapai-Apache Health Cen- 
ter office, by mail or down- 
loading the form at Yavapai- 
Apache. org. The phone num- 
ber to contact Vida Smith is 


928-567-8470; fax number is 
928-567-8478. 

Please call the Yavapai- 
Apache Health Center when 
you go to the Emergency 
Room or Urgent Care within 
72 hours. It is your respon- 
sibility to notify YAHC 
(Yavapai-Apache Health 
Center) of outside doctor vis- 
its and if the doctor refers 
you out. Please leave a mes- 
sage if we are not available, 
with your name and phone 
number, name of doctor, hos- 
pital, phone number and di- 
agnosis. Please call 928-567- 
2168, 928-567-8461 or 928- 
567-8470.

Information 
from YAHC 

The Yavapai-Apache 
Health Center (YAHC) makes 
courtesy calls the day before 
their scheduled appointments, 
therefore it is important to 
update your phone numbers 
with YAHC as soon as there 
are changes. It is important 
to keep your mailing address 
up to date, since YAHC sends 
out letters for your appoint- 
ments. Health Insurance in- 
formation is very important 
to report to YAHC since this 
information is used for refer- 
rals, since medical services 
are limited such as a specialty 
doctor, x-rays, ultrasounds, 
and other services outside our 
facility.

Belated Birthday Wishes 
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Yavapai-Apache Nation Takes Lead in Fight Against Diabetes 


With diabetes (and other health issues) on the 
rise among Native American communities, the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation (YAN) took the unprec- 
edented step of supporting and implementing a 
healthy lifestyle agenda for its members and em- 
ployees. This agenda includes efforts from col- 
laborating with the national media to implement- 
ing internal programs designed to reverse the 
trend of diabetes in Indian country. 

With insurance premiums on the rise and the 
demand on YAN’s healthcare resources at an all 
time high, Chairman Thomas Beauty directed his 
staff to implement a weight loss challenge to the 
tribe’s employees and community members. Ex- 
ecutive Assistant, Kim Nightpipe took the initia- 
tive one step further and sought advice from one 
of the country’s top weight loss promoters. 

Nightpipe states, “I couldn’t believe they (the 
national program) contacted the tribe. When I got 
the phone call that the producers would be send- 
ing a team to the tribe to begin working on nego- 
tiations, I still couldn’t believe it. I don’t think it 
really hit home until the production team actually 
showed up and got the community members out 
of their homes and walking.” 

One family from YAN was chosen to lead in 
the fight against diabetes. That family, while ner- 
vous about appearing nationally and taking the 
lead internally with the tribe, undertook the chal- 
lenge and set aside their performance and leader- 
ship fears to fight diabetes as an example for Na- 
tive American communities. This effort resulted 
in a six-week fitness program designed to imple- 
ment exercise with nutrition to reduce weight 
that would otherwise lead to the identified health 
problems. 

As a part of the fitness program, frybread, an 
intrinsic part of today’s Native American dietary 
cuisine, was tossed out and replaced with health- 
ier foods. Exercise, along with good nutrition, 
became a part of the family’s daily lives. Gradu- 
ally, the family came to understand that their for- 
mer lifestyle promoted the diabetic epidemic we 
now see in Indian Country. 

The Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion found in a recent study a 30 percent increase 
in diabetes among Native American and Alas- 
kan Natives. More profound was the discovery 
of a 68% increase in diabetes in Native American 
youth, aged 15-19 years. 

Before the implementation of the fitness pro- 
gram, the family’s youngest member, a 15 year 
old male, was a statistic for adult onset diabetes. 
During the six- week fitness program, the 15 year 
old family participant lost 52 pounds and lowered 
his cholesterol level by 44 percent. This reduced, 
if not eliminated, his risk of adult onset diabetes. 



“At first we took the challenge for my mother 
(the family’s matriarch). My mom being diabetic, 
we knew we had to make a change. She was the 
mastermind behind our participation.” Along the 
way, the family realized after talking to a doc- 
tor that they were following in their matriarch’s 
footsteps. Soon, if the family did not change their 
ways, they would soon be diabetic and on insulin. 
This provided the motivation they needed to suc- 
cessfully implement the fitness program. 

One of the family’s greatest hopes is to pay the 
fitness program forward, to give back to the com- 
munity and show them that they don’t have to 
be a statistic. They want to empower the people 
and show them they have a choice to live healthy. 
Through their fitness program experience, they 
have developed relationships with local trainers. 
“We are gifting back to the Nation those trainers 
to help the people begin to exercise, get healthy 
meal plans and to just to live a healthy life,” states 
one family member. 

In putting action to words, the family has in- 
vited each adult tribal member to participate in 
a five- week fitness challenge beginning July 12. 
Participants will receive one-on-one assistance 
from personal trainers along with meal plans and 
fitness education. A separate program is being 
developed for the youth and is expected to include 
celebrity guest speakers, exercise programs, meal 
planning and field trips. 

Chairman Beauty, in continuing his campaign 
against diabetes, has requested the YAN Tribal 
Council to support a separate weight loss chal- 
lenge for YAN tribal members and employees. 

“With the national spotlight on us (the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation), we need to follow through with 
our goal of becoming a healthy tribe,” states 
Beauty. The tribe will be offering a $2,500 cash 
prize to the tribal member or employee who loses 
the highest percentage of weight after a 9 week 
challenge. The winner will be announced Sep- 
tember 23, 2010, as part of the Nation’s Indian 
Week festivities.

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NIGC Vice Chairwoman Steffani Cochran 
Visits the Yavapai-Apache Nation

August 12 - National Indian 
Gaming Commission (‘NIGC’) 
Vice Chairwoman, Steffani Co- 
chran met with members of the 
Tribal Council, Tribal Gaming 
Commission and Tribal Gaming 
staff today to discuss regulatory 
concerns of the Yavapai-Apache 
Nation (‘Nation’). 

Cochran was accompanied by 
NIGC Phoenix Region Staff At- 
torney, Heather McMillan and 
NIGC Phoenix Region Director, 
Ken Billingsley. 

In introducing herself, Co- 
chran informed the attendees 


that the purpose of her visit to 
the Nation was to, “ask ques- 
tions, to provide answers to 
questions you (Nation) might 
have, and to build a relation- 
ship.” 

Questions prepared by the 
Tribal Gaming Commission and 
Tribal Gaming staff were posed 
to Cochran by Councilman Jon 
Huey. The questions ranged 
from the status of the Tribal Ac- 
cess Portal (TAPS) system to 
the status of proposed internet 
gaming bills being presented to 
Congress. 

Carol Carrillo, Tribal Gaming 
Office Executive Directors says 


of Cochran’s visit, “I thought it 
was a very positive and produc- 
tive meeting and it shows the 
new NIGC administration has 
an open door policy and is re- 
ceptive to the Yavapai-Apache 
Nation Gaming Commission’s 
concerns, which is creating a 
better rapport and positive rela- 
tionship with NIGC.” 

Cochran, a member of the 
Chickasaw Nation of Oklahoma 
was appointed to the NIGC 
Commission on January 4, af- 
ter being nominated for the po- 
sition by U.S. Interior Secretary 
Ken Salazar.

Pavatea, Kwail Emerge 
Victorious In Nation’s 
Primary Election

The Yavapai-Apache Na- 
tion’s primary election resulted 
in a victory for Roberta Pa- 
vatea and David Kwail as they 
emerged victorious from Sat- 
urday’s election. Both incum- 
bents are vying for the Chair- 
man’s seat, up for grabs dur- 
ing the Nation’s general elec- 
tion on September 18. 

Pavatea emerged as the 
front runner with 132 votes, 
while Kwail came in a close 
second with 122 votes. Cur- 
rent Chairman Thomas Beauty 
came in third with 92 votes. 

In a second battle, Nancy 
Guzman and Robert Jackson 
Sr. will be vying for the seat 
of Vice Chairman during the 


general election. 

Guzman came in with 154 
votes, while Jackson won 
with 199 votes. Current Vice 
Chairman Norman Smith came 
in fourth with 72 votes. 

The primary election pro- 
ceeded Saturday despite an er- 
ror by the Election Board to 
schedule the primary election, 
“at least forty-five (45) days 
before the annual general elec- 
tion,” per the Nation’s Consti- 
tution. 

On July 20, the Election 
Board attempted to correct 
their error by rescheduling the 
primary election to July 31. 
Pavatea and tribal member 
Genevieve Datsi filed separate 
petitions requesting the Court

According 
to the Meeting Minutes of the 
Regular Tribal Council dated 
May 6, 2010, Item 7, Page 
2, Yavapai Baskets - Delores 
Plunkett, Councilmembers paid 
$56,000 for “Yavapai” bas- 
kets from the Carlson collec- 
tion. I guess Chairman Beauty 
will find a new job with the 
Antique Road Show since he 
claims “he knows enough they 
are Yavapai baskets”. In ad- 
dition, according to the Code 
of Ethics, Cora Lei Marquez 
should not have been allowed 
to speak and sway the vote in 
favor of purchasing these bas- 
kets since Delores Plunkett is 
her Mother.

Phoenix casino a 
gross mistake 

Dear Editor, 

On June 21, 2010-(BBC in- 
vestigation): Employee Ty- 
rone Benton testified that 
WEEKS BEFORE THE AC- 
CIDENT, “A LEAK” WAS 
SPOTTED ON A CRUCIAL 
PIECE OF EQUIPMENT IN 
THE OIL RIG’S BLOW-OUT 
PREVENTER. The British Pe- 
troleum (“BP”) & Transocean 
companies were emailed about 
this leak. A BP representative 
over-ruled the Transocean em- 
ployees, & insisted on displac- 
ing protective drilling mud with 
seawater, just hours before the 
explosion -BP’s representatives 
took the 5th amendment, re- 
fusing to testify. A U.S. Con- 
gressional Investigation deter- 
mined that the rig’s blow-out 
(BO) preventer, a fail-safe de- 
vice, fitted at the base of the 
well, had a hydraulic leak & a 
failed battery, therefore, failed. 
The BO preventer’s schematic 
drawings did not match-fit the 
structure on the ocean floor. Of 
two control pods inspected so 
far, one had a dead battery. 6- 
18-10: the House Energy & 
Commerce Committee’s state- 
ment after investigation was: 
BP appeared to have chosen 
“riskier procedures to save time 
or money, sometimes against 
advice of staff or contractors.” 
After an estimated spill of 94- 
to 184-million gallons of oil, 


& 3 frustrating months trying 
to contain the leak, the BP fi- 
nally capped the leak - July 15, 
2010. British Petroleum (“BP”) 
is operator & principal devel- 
oper (a 65% share); Anadarko 
Petroleum Corp.(a 25% share); 
& Moex Offshore owns 10%. 
Anadarko ’s investigation in- 
dicated BP operated unsafely, 
failed to monitor, & failed to 
react to several critical warn- 
ing signs during the drilling. 
“BP’s behavior and actions 
represented GROSS NEGLI- 
GENCE OR WILLFUL MIS- 
CONDUCT”. The U.S. sent 
BP a bill for cleanup & dam- 
ages. This very brief sum- 
mary on the Gulf of Mexico oil 
spill is to inform people who 
haven’t read about the recent 
disaster in the Gulf of Mexico. 
Our Tribal Council has aptly 
referred to it as an “environ- 
mental catastrophe” in the June 
issue of the tribal paper and, 
states that it is “similar” to the 
crisis the Nation recently faced, 
only that the Nation’s was an 
“economic catastrophe”. To be- 
gin with, our Yavapai- Apache 
Nation was fortunate in back- 
ing a northern California tribal 
casino near Oakland & San 
Francisco, for the Tuolumne 
tribe. From its profits, the Tu- 
olumne tribe paid the Nation 
$35M dollars which, in resolu- 
tion, was to be a per capita dis- 
tribution to the membership, 
but until that time, it would be 
held as a savings fund in the 
Merrill-Lynch Investment com- 
pany. The Nation also had in- 
vested - “gambled” - since it, 
apparently, felt on a “roll” &, 
with dollar signs ($) in their 
eyes, the YAN leaders became 
bank guarantors for two tribes 
who wanted to start their rez ca- 
sinos near San Diego in south- 
ern California - shortly after 
their Tuolumne success story & 
“spurred on” by accolades from 
the media. With these dollar 
(“$”) signs in their eyes, they, 
apparently, couldn’t “see” or 
“bother to see” - research into 
- whether these would be good 
investments or not. Maybe fig- 
uring, (feeling)”on-a-roll”, 
& that Casinos are “always” 
a good investment these days, 
they, happily, signed on the 
dotted line at the banks. WHO- 
EVER DRAFTED THESE 
CASINO CONTRACTS 
“DID NOT PROTECT THE 
NATION” from what “might” 
happen: Might the two tribes 
not make payments, & YAN 
be “forced” to MAKE the pay- 
ments? Might the casino man- 
agement be without the integ- 
rity to hold up their end of the 
agreement? What might hap- 
pen if the banks “considered” 
a “take-over” of Cliff Castle 
for any non-payment? What 
might happen if those tribes de- 
faulted and the banks turned to 
the Nation for payments IN the 
full amount of the loan; what 
might be a provision for re- 
imbursing the Nation for any 
& all payments YAN made; if 
there was a complete refusal 
by those tribes to pay further 
on the bank loans, what might 
a recourse be for the Nation - 
take ownership of their casi- 
nos? What might BE DONE IF 
THE TRIBES JUST FLATLY 
REFUSED “ANY” COOP- 
ERATION WITH the Nation? 
etc. The Nation “MIGHT” 
ask themselves why the per- 
son or persons (YAN’S attor- 
neys?) drafting those contrac- 
tual agreements DID NOT 
PROTECT OR ‘COVER’ THE 
NATION FOR ‘ANY CATAS- 
TROPHE’ THAT MIGHT 
HAVE ARISEN FROM 
THESE CASINO INVEST- 
MENTS! Now, the Nation 
is struggling to get back the 
members’ $28 Million dollars 
per capita money that had to be 
used to pay off the bank loans 
for these tribes. These tribes re- 
ally “took” the Nation! And, 
when the Chairman was asked 


what happened to the $7 M 
dollar balance after the $28 M 
was deducted to pay the bank 
loan, the Chairman replied “we 
had to pay bills.” Now, in the 
“aftermath”, YAN has hired 
a California law firm to pur- 
sue the matter at federal court, 
which could involve years of 
court costs and legal fees. All 
of this would have been easily 
avoided in the beginning, had 
the individual(s) drafting these 
casino contracts for the Nation 
been more thorough!! This 
“drafter” or “drafters” should 
NEVER BE ALLOWED TO 
DRAFT ANOTHER YAN 
CONTRACT, or any contract 
for that matter! It WAS like 
a costly oil spill that the tribal 
council had to “CAP” - using 
its membership’s per capita 
from the Tuolumne’s! When 
contracts “ARE” DRAWN UP 
AND SIGNED, a party with 
integrity does NOT try to re- 
nege on it, or them! As guar- 
antor, YAN was obligated to 
make payments, paying the 
amount agreed upon or pay the 
full amount of the loan, which- 
ever the bank required, upon 
the loan’s primary party’s fail- 
ure to pay. Instead, it appears 
the Nation sought ways to get 
out of its guarantor obligation. 
And, why the Nation even con- 
sidered using its “sovereign im- 
munity” in attempting to evade 
its obligation was puzzling, 
since the Nation “knew” it had 
already “waived” its “sover- 
eign immunity” at the very be- 
ginning, when it signed with 
the bank(s) as guarantor! The 
Nation’s leaders decided to 
“take” the members’ per capita, 
which was done without ask- 
ing, which amounted to “steal- 
ing”, & paid off the southern 
California bank(s). If they had 
NOT taken the membership’s 
per capita, each man, woman, 
and child on the YAN member- 
ship rolls would have received 
a little over $15,700 each - had 
the leaders distributed the per 
capita as promised in their res- 
olution and that was held in a 
savings fund at Merrill-Lynch, 
totaling $35,000,000.00 - $35 
Million dollars! Then, there’s 
the business contract that was 
made with the Peruvians - an- 
other “UNWISE” INVEST- 
MENT! Drake Cement was an- 
other ill-fated contractual “flub- 
up”! The “drafter(s)” of the 
Nation’s contract with Drake 
also did an “OUTSTAND- 
INGLY” POOR JOB ! AGAIN, 
NO contractual provisions 
were made to “PROTECT” 
the Nation and, the Nation suf- 
fered a loss of millions of dol- 
lars, IF NOT, THE FUTURE 
LOSS of the entire amount in- 
vested in that venture! The 
“drafter”(s)” of that contract or 
contracts with Drake Cement 
failed to provide the necessary 
provisions in the event the Na- 
tion would be unable to meet 
a “capital call”, or “calls”; or 
should the Nation decide to ter- 
minate its interest in Drake - 
get out of that business without 
losing its investment - suffer- 
ing a loss; and on-and-on-and 
on. But, so much for that. Now, 
“whatever will be, will be”... 
Recent news articles seem to 
indicate that the Drake Cement 
Co. is headed downward - “It’s 
going down”! ! Getting back to 
the Nation & the Tribal Coun- 
cil’s “comparison” to the Gulf’s 
oil spill, The Tribal Council’s 
leaders do not listen to its mem- 
bers at Council meetings - just 
like the British Petroleum rep. 
didn’t listen to his employees’ 
warnings. In May, at the Phoe- 
nix community meeting there, 
a roomful of members told the 
Council, “NO-O-O”! When the 
chairman asked how the mem- 
bers would like to have a Y-A 
casino built there. And, what 
did the members think of a Y- 
A shopping mall (based on the 
Prescott Y-A’s shopping cen- 
ter?) but, the members said that 


would also be a bad idea, since 
many stores have been clos- 
ing - going out of business - 
all over Phoenix and its sub- 
urbs. But, as you readers read 
for yourself in June’s tribal 
newspaper, the council is going 
ahead with plans for a PHOE- 
NIX CASINO! And, if it can- 
not get an approval for a 2nd 
casino, it will close Cliff Castle 
Casino & move IT to Phoenix. 
This IS odd! In the previous 
month’s tribal newspaper (May 
2010), the Council’s article 
stated that the Nation’s Cliff 
Castle Casino would be “JEOP- 
ARDIZED” by the (eventual) 
operations of the Navajo’s 
(Flagstaff) Twin Arrows casino 
AND the Tohono O’odham’s 
Glendale casino. Yet, on May 
15th, the Nation wants to put a 
2 n d YAN casino in the Phoenix 
area, at an even closer proxim- 
ity to its “feared” competitor, 
that Glendale casino? Some- 
thing’s “goofy”!.... And, where 
is the money going to come 
from? The Council said that a 
“Yavapai Land Settlement” had 
been found, and with that is the 
possibility of purchasing land 
in an area just north of Phoenix 
or further northward. So, is that 
where land would be purchased 
for a 2nd casino, and just where 
would money be found for an- 
other casino, when Cliff Castle 
is said to be so far in debt? The 
Chairman said, in his penning 
the June article for the Council, 
that it will take several years to 
accomplish all this, but that he 
sees an eventual profit in the 
years ahead. Like British Petro- 
leum (BP) in the oil spill disas- 
ter, that representative worked 
for time and money, and did 
things “his” way, instead of lis- 
tening to those who gave him 
warnings, and, thus, THAT re- 
sulted in a “catastrophe”! Our 
current leaders, as well as 
those in the past, have already 
been accused of Gross Negli- 
gence and Willful Misconduct 
for all their wrong decisions, 
and the membership has had 
to pay for their mistakes! The 
current council “took”, ALL 
THE TRIBAL MEMBERS’ 
PER CAPITA - “SAVINGS” - 
HELD IN MERRILL-LYNCH, 
THAT SHOULD HAVE BEEN 
DISTRIBUTED IN JANUARY 
2009! IT should not have been 
used to pay for the Council’s 
wrong decisions - the Coun- 
cil’s mistakes! Or, the least 
the Council could have done 
was put the matter before the 
Members and have them vote 
on it. But, to “STEALTHILY 
SNEAK” the members’ $28 
M dollars - per capita SAV- 
INGS - AND PAY the Cali- 
fornia bank’s, while all the 
“unsuspecting” members pa- 
tiently awaited the distribution, 
WAS WILLFUL MISCON- 
DUCT & MISAPPROPRIA- 
TION OF FUNDS! Had the 
Nation retained a person with 
at least contract “know-how” 
- knowledgeable in drawing up 
such contracts even just plain 
common sense - to draft those 
casino contracts, the Nation’s 
financial condition would have 
been protected. Now, a “clean- 
up” operation has to be done by 
hiring a California law firm to 
try and recover whatever can be 
recovered. How much in court 
costs and attorney fees will mit- 
igate the recovery amount, as 
the matter gets pursued through 
the years, and maybe, be kept 
dragging on-and-on for who 
knows how long. YES, IT WAS 
AN “ECONOMIC CATAS- 
TROPHE” AND, A GROSS 
MISTAKE MADE BY OUR 
YAVAPAI- APACHE TRIB- 
AL COUNCIL-LEAD- 


ERS!! AND, INDEED LIKE 
THE BRITISH PETRO- 
LEUM ’ S DECISION- 
MAKER’S MISTAKE, A 
“MAN-MADE CATAS- 
TROPHE” THAT COULD 
HAVE AND SHOULD 
HAVE BEEN AVOIDED!!

As an elder member of the 
Yavapai/Apache Nation, I 
would like to express my rea- 
sons for endorsing Ms. Ro- 
berta L. Pavatea as Chairman 
of the Yavapai/Apache Nation. 
I have known Roberta since I 
moved here over nine years ago 
from Albuquerque, New Mex- 
ico. Roberta called me one day 
when I began working for the 
tribal court; she introduced her- 
self and asked me out to lunch. 
I have not met any other tribal 
member that was so outgoing 
and friendly to someone new to 
the area. I had originally lived 
in Clarkdale as a child with my 
paternal grandmother up un- 
til I entered the 2nd grade and 
then went to live with my fa- 
ther Samuel Russell in Prescott 
where I finished high school. 
From there, I went to several 
schools out of state, got mar- 
ried and lived in other states 
and other reservations with my 
husband and children. After 
my first husband passed away 
while living in Albuquerque, 
I met and married my cur- 
rent husband Dale Gohr and 
we decided to move back to 
Clarkdale as that is the Indian 
way to return to your homeland 
for your final resting place. Ro- 
berta made us feel welcome and 
that helped a lot. A lot of the 
tribal people did not accept me 
and treated me as an “outsider”. 
However, even though I had not 
lived on my own reservation 
while growing up, I never for- 
got my own language and was 
always proud to be who I am 
- a full blood Yavapai. Since 
moving back, I have taught the 
Yavapai language to tribal chil- 
dren and adults and also to non- 
Indians who want to learn. I 
feel that I am blessed to be able 
to teach and live here where 
my ancestors were from. On 
the other hand, I have found 
that the tribal government is 
floundering and needs a strong, 
honest leader at a time of great 
need. I personally believe also, 
that you will not find any Tribal 
Member that will be a better 
person to serve as Chairman 
of the Yavapai / Apache Na- 
tion than Ms. Roberta Pavatea.. 
Some of what I see as her attri- 
butes are: 

^She has always been sin- 
cere and forthright. 

^ She is one of the most 
knowledgeable tribal people; 
when it comes to our Tribal 
Constitution and Indian Law. 
Her knowledge goes beyond 
most of the past “Tribal Lead- 
ers” or our “Tribal Attorneys”) 

^She is solidly against un- 
fair treatment of our “Tribal 
Members”. 

^She has always been avail- 
able and is dedicated to honesty 
in government. 

^She will stand for what she 
knows to be ethical and legal. 

Roberta has lived here for the 
past 27 years; so with her being 
a legal advocate Roberta knows 
what has been happening with 
our Nation. She has seen and 
heard a lot, become involved 
when things do not seem quite 
right and has not been afraid 
to speak up against injustices. 
We, the tribal people, all know 


that there is a lot of nepotism 
and corruption in the tribal gov- 
ernment; yet so many of the 
people are afraid to speak up - 
- or, all they will say is, “that’s 
my relative, ( speaking about 
the leaders on the Tribal Coun- 
cil or in important positions at 
the time); and I have to stick by 
them!” 

Is this thinking right? Tell the 
truth now - no, it is not right! 
Whenever something is done 
and it is wrong for the people, 
we must have enough guts to 
stand up for what is right - the 
same for relative or friend 
as for antagonist or enemy! 
Well, from what I’ve seen since 
I’ve been here, Roberta and a 
few others have at times had to 
stand alone against the Tribal 
Council and at times they were 
not been listened to, they were 
just dismissed or ignored. They 
have been ridiculed and have 
been banned from tribal jobs. 

Well, this time we are band- 
ing together to be heard. We 
have formed a Coalition of 
Yavapai and Apache Voices 
to go against wrongs that the 
Tribal Council Leaders imple- 
ment and we feel that our bond- 
ing together is and will con- 
tinue to be successful in fight- 
ing against corruption in the 
tribal government. We know 
that this election is so very im- 
portant to the people and we 
want Roberta Pavatea to be the 
“Elected leader” of our Nation. 

Who we presently have run- 
ning for Chairman — is Roberta 
Pavatea and David Kwail and 
that makes it a tough choice 
for me; because I like and re- 
spect both of them. However, 
the main reason for my choice 
is accountability. The fact that 
David has been off and on in 
positions of Chairman, Vice- 
Chairman and Council Mem- 
ber in the past but somehow, I 
feel that he just might be part 
of the problem. We still do not 
have any reasonable and under- 
standable information about the 
Tribal Income and Expenses, 
Assets and Liabilities; nor do 
we have a clear understand- 
ing about the Authority and 
Responsibilities of the Tribal 
Leaders and Tribal Employees. 
All this indicates to me that if 
we do end up with David in 
as Chairman again, we can ex- 
pect the same things to con- 
tinue. Personally, I believe we 
need to have some changes and 
serious Audits and Revisions 
done on all of the Tribal Gov- 
ernment Departments. I per- 
sonally believe that Roberta, is 
a knowledgeable tribal mem- 
ber, she is unafraid to challenge 
and dig into anything that needs 
to be questioned; therefore I be- 
lieve she is the person we need 
for Chairman of the Yavapai/ 
Apache Nation. Because of 
this I am asking all you tribal 
voters out there to take a stand 
and please vote using your God 
given Brains not your list of 
friends and relatives. Please 
vote for Roberta Pavatea as 
our new Chairman! She is full 
of enthusiasm about what she 
would like to see done for the 
people. We all know that other 
leaders have failed to consider 
the needs of the people. Let us 
give Roberta a chance to see 
what she can do. We need to 
hold her accountable for what 
she does, but we do not need 
to judge by rumor and slander. 
All we need to do is work with 
and assist Roberta with con- 
structive input, and I know that 
we will see fantastic results for 
our Nation!

All about the smoke 
shops 

The smoke shops would 
like, you the members of the 
Yavapai Apache Nation, to 
know a little bit about the 
smoke shops that are in our 
community. 

Ernie’s Smoke Shop is a 


partnership between Ernest and 
Norman Smith. It is being man- 
aged by Priscilla Smith. To- 
gether Ernest and Norman had 
a vision of opening the store 
at a time when both of these 
men had full time jobs. They 
opened with very little inven- 
tory. With time, dedication, 
and a lot of hard work they 
turned the inventory into what 
the smoke shops are today. 
They supervised this business 
on a daily basis and at times 
they themselves worked in the 
store, learning what it takes to 
build a successful business all 
on their own. They have been 
in business 28 years. 

OOvahs located in Clarkdale 
is owned by Aaron and Jo- 
anna Russell. They too started 
their business while employed 
elsewhere and with very lit- 
tle inventory. They were for- 
tunate to have the Late Idel 
Harrison manage the store for 
many years. She was very ex- 
perienced in business and had 
worked in other Native com- 
munities before coming to 
work for the Russell’s. She 
knew what was needed to 
make a business successful and 
used her skills to the fullest. 
Vicki McCormick is now man- 
aging Oovahs for the Russell’s. 
Aaron and Joanna are also in- 
volved in the day to day ac- 
tivities of their business ven- 
ture. They have been in busi- 
ness 28 years 

Apache Indian Smoke Shop 
is run by Delbert and Penny 
Smith. It was originally started 
by the late Theodore Smith. 
He later turned it over to his 
daughter and grandson. Del- 
bert and Penny also have a 
vending machine inside the ca- 
sino and they stock that ma- 
chine as needed. They have 
been in business for 12 years. 

Apache Kid Smoke Shop lo- 
cated in Rimrock is owned by 
Everett Randall. His grand- 
daughter Melissa is currently 
assisting Everett in managing 
the store. She learned the busi- 
ness well and is a great asset to 
her grandpa. They have been 
in business 13 years. 

These business’s were all 
started years ago when there 
was no financial funding of 
any kind to help members of 
the Yavapai Apache Nation 
start a business, and become 
an entrepreneur. They took 
the initiative to start a business 
and have worked very hard 
to make themselves success- 
ful. At times there have been 
some very difficult challenges, 
as with any business. One of 
the obstacles these smoke shop 
owners have had is to battle the 
State of Arizona when the State 
wanted to tax the smoke shops 
on the Native lands. Together 
with other Native Smoke Shop 
owners within the state, they 
hired lobbyists and fought for 
their sovereign rights as Na- 
tives doing business on native 
lands. The smoke shops did not 
ask the nation for the funding, 


but instead they joined with 
other tribes and fought this tax. 
We then went to the Yavapai 
Apache Nation leaders and ex- 
plained to the leaders that the 
Nation needed to collect these 
tax dollars in order to keep the 
state from receiving the mon- 
ies. As owners and members 
of the community, we wanted 
the money to stay here within 
our community instead of go- 
ing to the state. 

We now pay weekly taxes 
to the Yavapai Apache Nation. 
The taxes we pay are off the in- 
voices. In 2009 the nation re- 
ceived approximately $500,000 
in revenue from these taxes. 
Our understanding is that in 
the beginning, the monies paid 
went to the general fund. Later 
it was ear marked for the chil- 
dren’s clothing allowance. The 
smoke shop owners do not and 
cannot have a say where or 
how the monies paid are used. 
We have had the nations au- 
ditors audit our invoices and 
payments to ensure all pay- 
ments are made. We also pay 
a yearly lease to the Yavapai 
Apache Nation. Additionally 
the owners of the smoke shops 
are responsible for paying fed- 
eral taxes. 

At least once a year the 
smoke shop owners or their 
designated managers meet with 
the tribal council to discuss the 
status of the smoke shops and 
to inform them of any changes 
that may require their attention. 
Currently the economy has im- 
pacted the sales at all smoke 
shops as with most other busi- 
nesses in the community. The 
smoke shops are responsible 
for their overhead, payroll, in- 
surance, maintenance and they 
pay for their inventory as it is 
received. 

Lastly the smoke shops give 
back to the community and the 
nation’s community by donat- 
ing to various programs such 
as sports that are a positive im- 
pact on some of our nation’s 
children, as well as sponsor- 
ship for educational activities 
and various social events. Yes, 
we do make a living as busi- 
ness entrepreneurs, but you 
have to understand that it took 
years and years of dedication, 
hard work, and sacrifice. It’s 
not as easy as one would like 
to think, it’s not an 8 hour job. 

Today the Nation has the 
CDIF program available to 
help individuals who want to 
become business owners of 
whatever they desire. Hope- 
fully more individuals will 
take the steps to accomplish 
business goals, if that’s what 
they see in the future for them- 
selves. You will have many set- 
backs, but just like in life you 
can’t give up. 

This is a brief summary of 
who and what the smoke shop 
owners are about and let you 
the members know that the 
Nation is receiving monies that 
are paid to the Yavapai Apache 
Nation.

I have worked for the 
Yavapai- Apache Nation since 
1967, building the first 20 
houses on the Middle Verde 
Reservation parcel, was a ditch 
walker taking debris trash out 
the ditch in the summer, pick- 
ing apples in the fall and many 
other odd jobs. I went to Den- 
ver, CO, in 7077 l’to learn the 
trade on an electronic techni- 
cian, but I was call home to a 
job. The Nation had applied for 
the Community Health Repre- 
sentative Contract with USPHS 
IHS. I was the Director for 18 
years, 1971 through 1995. 1 had 
resigned 4 times to become the 
Chairman. I was first elected 
to Tribal Council in July 1978 
and have been reelected several 
times thereafter, so I have lost 
and won election throughout 
my life and have gained much 
appreciation for the way gov- 
ernment runs and have voiced 
opinions at every opportunity 
during meetings, I do not sit 
in Council meetings and say 
nothing, I am always ready to 
vote on issues. I have attended 
Northern Arizona University 
from 1984 to 1986, mainly on 
grants from the federal and 
state governments, back in the 
day the Yavapai- Apache Na-

voters to cast their votes on 
September 18, 2010. 

As you head to the polls re- 
member to take into consid- 
eration your future, your chil- 
dren’s’ future and the future of 
our elders.

We will have to depend 
on federally funded programs 
to allow our nation to function. 
Releasing the $8 million dol- 
lars as being promised will set 
back our Nation tremendously. 
If distributing the $8 million 
dollars didn’t have a conse- 
quence, it would be acceptable 
to release it, but it does not 
come that easy. There are se- 
vere penalties and issues that 
will arise if the money is re- 
leased. I cannot promise any 
monetary gain into your pock- 
ets but I do promise that I will 


tion had $30,000 under the BIA 
allocation to spread to as many 
students as possible, once I was 
offered $24 but declined the 
fund. 

I am running as a candidate 
for the Chairman position, the 
tribal government needs an in- 
dividual who knows how gov- 
ernment is to operate. I see the 
tribal government lacking good 
decisions over our assets. I 
hear community members dis- 
pleased about their lack of ser- 
vices in too many areas and 
wanting to spend every dollar 
that has be saved; wanting it all 
until there isn’t a single dollar 
left anywhere. We need to re- 
educate ourselves about what 
it was like to be poor, about the 
value of work and just what it 
is, where it came from, why it 
is done, and about the champi- 
ons who did work. The forgot- 
ten ones that worked any job, 
jobs were not close by but away 
from where they lived, just 
to feed their family or them- 
selves. Education still needs to 
be encouraged weather it be 
college or at a trade schools, 
whatever a person wants to do 
its achievable, Yavapai- Apache 
Nation has the funds. Health 
services needs to be forefront 
and the government needs to 
support ideas that will enhance 
the best programs and projects 
for the membership. Business 


The above two projects will 
complete the infrastructure for 
the casino corridor and will 
be ready to attract brand name 
companies and other businesses 
to the area below the casino 
Complete the infrastructure of 
the commercial area by the junc- 
tion of Highway 260 and Guath 
Gua Odda and then attract a ma- 
jor business like Home Depot or 
Sam’s Club - (we should have 
the 404 permit, drainage engi- 
neering and Pre-construction 
preparations done within three 
to four months) 

When Drake Cement is com- 
pleted this year, I will make sure 
our tribal members are guaran- 
teed jobs and that our share in 
the company is protected (I am 
currently working with Drake 
Cement on the planning of an 
opening ceremony for our tribal 
members in October) 

Keep the nation informed of 
Council actions, social func- 
tions, and important announce- 
ments by developing and daily 
maintaining a tribal website 
Make every effort to raise the 
per capita payments from 10% 
to 35% with sound financial re- 
structuring and still maintain the 
necessary services of the Nation 
The Vice-Chairman must 
have the ability to work closely 
with the Chairman, be knowl- 
edgeable of and coordinate proj- 
ects, multi-task and delegate, 
motivate employees, give di- 
rection and set goals for each 
department with incentives, be 
willing to enforce the constitu- 
tion and the code of ethics, and 
lastly to be here and available to 
the Nation while the Chairman 
represents the Nation to the out- 
side public. I have these abili- 
ties and I’m confident that I can 
be a driving force to complete 
all of the projects in a timely 
manner and still be available to 
address the tribal members’ con- 
cerns. 

A lot of the attention has been 
focused on changing the Na- 


continue to work vigorously, 
as I did in the Vice Chair- 
man’s’ seat, to recover the $35 
million dollars in payments 
from the California Casinos. 
This transaction occurred 
while I was temporarily re- 
moved from office. The Na- 
tion has failed to receive pay- 
ments from the California Ca- 
sinos due to a change in order 
at the time of the transaction, 
and there was no required sig- 
nature at the time of the agree- 
ment- therefore the California 
Casinos have no obligation to 
the Yavapai-Apache Nation, 
unless the elected Yavapai- 
Apache Nation leaders con- 
tinue to fight diligently to de- 
mand payment from the Cali- 
fornia Casinos. I also promise 


is essential for our government, 
because it provides employ- 
ment and training, the govern- 
ment needs to keep its entities 
in pace with neighboring com- 
petition, we have lost percent- 
age standing in our partnership 
and the results are not good 
at all, the government needs 
to regain its standing. A lot of 
money was spent to start these 
businesses and results are not 
good. Tribal members’ things 
just didn’t look good. We all 
hope for better government to 
get back what was lost, so that 
the children now and their chil- 
dren will have some thing not 
the depletion all assets as some 
folks want. I was Chairman 
four months after Cliff Castle 
Casino started in 1995; I had a 
vision to buy land with the Ca- 
sino revenues and I did, to day 
the properties, Tunlii and Clo- 
verleaf now have businesses 
and homes, other properties we 
the Nation owns are in need of 
development for more homes 
and business, progress needs to 
be done and yes, we can make 
it happen. 

I ask for your support in vot- 
ing for me this coming elec- 
tion. I do have the voice to de- 
bate these issues and concerns 
about the many problems our 
government has and for the fu- 
ture of the Yavapai-Apache Na- 
tion. 


tion’s government and I am 
aware of all the changes that 
have been proposed. Rest as- 
sured that that it is impossi- 
ble for one person to make any 
changes on their own. It takes 
a majority vote of nine people 
on the Council to implement 
changes and I have never been 
hesitant to voice my opinion 
on every issue. As Vice-Chair- 
man I will work with whoever 
is elected as Chairman of the 
Nation. I will continue to be 
fair on every issue after doing 
complete research and listen- 
ing to both sides. It is not my 
nature to sink to name calling 
and mudslinging when repre- 
senting the Nation in the Coun- 
cil chambers. The govern- 
ment and administration is not 
broken but could use a serious 
tune-up. I don’t believe termi- 
nations are in order but the high 
salaries need adjusting. We are 
not perfect but people need to 
realize that we are far better off 
than most of the country and 
other tribes. I support reason- 
able, well thought-out changes 
that will enhance the Nation as 
a whole and will not be a reflec- 
tion of any council member’s 
personal agenda. The welfare 
of the Nation comes first. The 
tribal members of our Nation 
need to have a sense of security 
and a peace of mind that they 
are going to be alright no matter 
what issues we face or what val- 
leys we must go through. It is 
my intent to provide that sense 
of security by making adjust- 
ments to the government with 
reasonable changes, which in- 
cludes eliminating the costly 
privileges enjoyed by the coun- 
cil, and still complete the proj- 
ects and goals that will move 
our Nation into prosperity 
I would be honored to serve 
as your Vice-Chairman in a fair 
and dignified manner and will 
truly appreciate every vote that 
is cast for me

tribal constitution provides us 
with an opportunity to voice 
our concerns, opinions and is- 
sues to Tribal Leaders. While 
I have endured these hard- 
ships, these struggles, I believe 
that it has made me a stronger 
woman and prepared me for 
the difficult decisions that the 
Chairwoman’s office will face 
daily. These struggles have 
also made me realize that we 
don’t need a leader who will 
represent a small population 
of tribal members; we need a 
leader who will represent EV- 
ERY tribal member, and leader 
who can relate to the struggles, 
challenges and hardships that 
many of our tribal members 
face today.

It is also my 
goal to ensure the Tribal Coun- 
cil meetings and records of the 
meetings are open to our tribal 
population and that the Tribal 
Council reports to the people 
on a regular basis. 

It is my belief that the Chair- 
woman and Chairman of the 
Nation should be the admin- 
istrators of our tribal govern- 
ment. In recent years, the 
Chairman and Vice Chair- 
man of our Nation have almost 
completely eliminated their 
oversight of tribal programs. 
This is a major part of the Ex- 
ecutive branch of our govern- 
ment, to administer govern- 
ment, provide oversight to pro- 
grams and provide direction to 
program and department man- 
agers. We are a small tribe, we 
must remember that we don’t 
have the resources that the ur- 
ban tribes have, and we must 
continue to keep our govern- 
ment in a checks and balance 
system. It is time to take care 
of business here at home. 

It is also my belief that we 
have to fight for who we are. 
We have to remember where 
we came from. We have to re- 
member the basis of our culture 
and our traditions. As Native 
people, we have historically re- 
lied on the advice and wisdom 
of our elders. I plan to imple- 
ment an elder advisory board 
into my administration, so that 
our tribal elders are engaged in 
the process of governance and 
to ensure that important issues 
such as water, bald eagle and 
natural resources receive the 
cultural consideration that they 
require. 

As Chairwoman of the Na- 
tion, my goals are as follows: 

• Forensic audit of the Na- 
tion - determine where the in- 
vestment funds went. 

• Create job description of 
the Office of the Chairman, re- 
implementing the concept that 
the Chairman is the Executive 
Administrator of tribal govern- 
ment. 

• Create a job description for 
the Office of the Vice Chair- 
man, re-implementing the con- 
cept that the Vice Chairman is 
the Assist Executive Adminis- 
trator of tribal government.

• Review policies and pro- 
cedures of departments-ensure 
that or employees are protected 
under their constitutional right 
as a tribal members. 

• Eliminate and reduce the 
travel of employees and Tribal 
Council. 

• Eliminate the unneces- 
sary spending that is occurring 
within the government. 

• Review the Nations bud- 
gets. 

• Prepare a responsible and 
conservative FY2011 tribal 
budget. In doing so, meet with 
departments and managers, de- 
termine goals and objectives

Learn the Complications of Diabetes

A few months ago a family friend named 
Jane, called me and asked me if she could 
stay at my house for a few days. She said her 
mother was in the hospital and she needed to 
visit her. I was thinking, what happened to 
her? Is she okay? 

I’m the type of person who does not like to 
be nosey and ask questions, but I knew her 
mother. I used to work with her and she was 
in the health care field. Besides she is a close 
family friend and I was surprised she was in 
the hospital. 

I’ve seen Ilene a few times, always herding 
sheep along side the road, at home helping her 
mom or shopping at the local c-store. This sur- 
prised me. I asked Jane what was wrong with 
her mom and she said her kidneys have both 
failed. 

She explained that her grandma, Mrs. Rus- 
sell, had been sick around the same time her 
mom was feeling sick. Mrs. Russell had an 
appointment at the clinic, so Ilene, decided to 
accompany her mother to the clinic. Ilene had 


not been feeling well lately but was more con- 
cerned about her mother’s wellness than her 
own. Ilene ’s legs had been swollen but she 
was ignoring it. While waiting around at the 
clinic Mrs. Russell suggested that Ilene be seen 
also, since she isn’t feeling well. 

Well come to find out, Ilene ’s kidney’s failed 
and that was why her legs were swelling up. 
The clinic immediately flew her out to Phoenix 
for treatment. I understand now she has to go 
to dialysis two or thrice a week. 

I visited Ilene while she was in the hospi- 
tal. I asked her why this happened? Especially 
if she was in the health care field and had been 
dealing with patients who are diabetic, her 
whole career. How could she ignore symptoms 
of diabetes? I talked with Jane, her daughter, 
and she said her mom has been having symp- 
toms of diabetes for a long time, but she chose 
to ignore the symptoms. I think one symptom 
that was very noticeable was Ilene lost a lot of 
weight and she had blurry vision, blindness, 
but always said the symptoms was caused by 
something else, like side effects from medica- 
tion. Ilene refused to tell her children about it 
and kept her health issues to herself until it was 


too late. 

Please, do not let this happen to you. Ac- 
cording to the American Diabetes Association, 
diabetes is the leading caused of kidney failure, 
accounting for 44% of new cases in 2005. Ac- 
cording to the 2007 National Data Fact Sheet, 
5.7 million people are undiagnosed for diabe- 
tes, and 17.9 million people have been diag- 
nosed with diabetes. 1.6 million people are 
newly diagnosed. 

Diabetes often goes undiagnosed because 
many of its symptoms seem so harmless. Re- 
cent studies indicate that the early detection of 
diabetes symptoms and treatment can decrease 
the chance of developing the complications of 
diabetes. 

Type 1 Diabetes Symptoms 

• Frequent urination 

• Unusual thirst 

• Extreme hunger 

• Unusual weight loss 

• Extreme fatigue and Irritability 

Type 2 Diabetes 

(Often people with type 2 diabetes have no 
symptoms) 

• Any of the type 1 symptoms 


• Frequent infections 

• Blurred vision 

• Cuts/bruises that are slow to heal 

• Tingling/numbness in the hands/feet 

• Recurring skin, gum, or bladder infections 

Have your glucose checked often and take 

measures to take care of yourself now to pre- 
vent diabetes or mange your diabetes. Self- 
management education or training is a key step 
in improving health outcomes and quality of 
life. It focuses on self-care behaviors, such as 
healthy eating, being active, and monitoring 
blood sugar. (CDC) Diabetes can lead to seri- 
ous complications, such as blindness, kidney 
damage, cardiovascular disease, and lower- 
limb amputations. People with diabetes can 
lower the occurrence of these and other diabe- 
tes complications by controlling blood glucose, 
blood pressure, and blood lipids.

• Medical Doctor clinic 
is Monday-Wednesday, from 
8a.m.-3p.m; Thursday from 
9a.m.-3p.m; and Friday 8a.m- 
11a.m. 

• Dental clinic varies 
monthly from six to eight day’s 
a month. 

• Dental Hygiene schedule 
varies month to month. (Be- 
fore you can have your teeth 
cleaned you must have an exam 


prior). 

• Eye clinic is scheduled to 
be here twice a month and days 
do vary. 

• Nutritionist is scheduled 
the first Thursday of the month. 

• Audiology is scheduled ev- 
ery three (3) months. 

• Behavioral Health with Dr. 
Zirin is twice a month every 
other Monday. 

YAHC does have a waiting 
list for some of these clinics 
due to the availability of each 
clinic.

Contract Health Service 


This is a brief description 
of Contract Health Service 
(CHS) thru the Phoenix Indian 
Medical Center (PIMC). 

Direct Care Eligibility 

• Patients who are Native 
American from a federally 
recognized Tribe can receive 
care directly at any IHS and 
Tribal Health programs (hos- 
pitals and clinics). Only med- 
ical services available on site. 

• Eligibility is established 
by documented proof of In- 
dian Decent from a Tribe or 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs. 

What is Contract health 
Services? 

• Other funding allocated 
by Congress to use specifi- 
cally for patient care not cov- 
ered by other programs. 

• CHS is for Native Ameri- 
can members of federally rec- 
ognized tribe who reside on 
or near the reservation estab- 
lished for the local tribe(s) in 
geographic areas called con- 


tract health service delivery 
areas (CHSDAs). 

• The eligibility require- 
ments are strict for CHS care 
than for direct services. 

• Not all Native American 
are eligible for CHS funds. 

• Non-Indians are ineligible 
for any CHS funding, unless 
Non-Indian is pregnant with 
eligible Indian child. 

• CHS process self-referrals 
(ER visits), patient transfers 
from PIMC & non-emergent 
referrals. 

• Eligibility is determined 
by federal regulation (eligibil- 
ity criteria). 

• There are six (6) eligi- 
bility criteria. Patients must 
meet all six (6) criteria for 
each episode of care to be eli- 
gible for CHS funding. 

CHS six (6) Eligibility Cri- 
teria 

1. Enrolled member and In- 
dian Descent 

• The patient must be a 


member of the Tribe or Tribes 
served by the local Contract 
Health Service Delivery Area 
(CHSDA). (42 CFR 136.23) 

2. Residency 

• The patient must live in 
his/her IHS or 638 facilities 
Contract Health Service De- 
livery Area (CHSDA). If the 
patient is living out of the area 
for more than 180 days, he or 
she is no longer eligible for 
CHS. (42 CFR 136.23) 

• Tribal members living 
within Yavapai County 

3. Medical Priority 

• The health care requested 
must meet IHS established 
medical priorities. 

“Emergency medical ser- 
vices for care not immediately 
available at an IHS facility 
when immediate medical at- 
tention is necessary to prevent 
the death or serious impair- 
ment of the health of an indi- 
vidual”. 
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Referrals/AHCCCS/Alternate Resource 


Fit Kid Education 

On July 28, 2010, the Well- 
ness Center Programs, WIC, 
CHR, Tobacco, and the Diabetes 
program, provided the Yavapai- 
Apache Recreation children with 
information on the importance 
of staying fit. Cindy Nahee, Di- 
abetes Coordinator, explained 
the meaning of the terms “over- 
weight”, “obese”, “BMI”, and 
diabetes. Cindy emphasized that 
overweight or obese kids have a 
greater chance of getting type 2 
diabetes. Cindy encouraged the 
children to be a “FIT KID” by 
eating a variety of healthy foods, 
especially fruits and vegetables, 
to drink water and milk, listen to 
your body, limit screen time and 
to be active. 

Jerry Whagado, Tobacco Pre- 
vention Coordinator, provided 
the children with information on 
tobacco. Renee Gonzalez, WIC, 
and April Caballero, CHR, led 
the children in RezRobics. The 
children, as well as the Recre- 
ation staff, were very receptive 
and enjoyed the exercise! All 42 
children in attendance were re- 
warded a bag with educational 
goodies from each program.

Tribal Medical Assistance Program and Co-Pay Reimbursement 


The Tribal Medical Assis- 
tance Program and the Co 
Pay Reimbursement Program 
is funded thru the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation for Medical, 
Dental and Vision services. 

Vision: Provides eyewear 
on an annual basis to Tribal 
Members of the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation who do not 
have vision insurance for the 
full amount of $150; Tribal 
Members who are insured are 
allowed $75. Eye exam and 
Contacts are not covered. 

Children who are on Med- 
icaid (AHCCCS) program 
are not eligible for Tribal Vi- 
sion Assistance; they must 
utilize their AHCCCS plan, 


however the program will pay 
$25 for the Polycarbonate that 
AHCCCS does not cover. In 
some cases there may be an 
exception; this will be evalu- 
ated on a case by case basis. 

Dental: The dental program 
provides emergency dental 
which includes major dental 
up to 50 % based on the type 
of service which includes root 
canal and crowns and other 
limited services. I t does not 
pay for implants, veneers or 
cosmetic dentistry. The pro- 
gram does not pay for regular 
dental visits or exams or den- 
tal hygiene. 

Medical: The medical as- 
sistance program assists only 


with emergent needs such as 
RX prescriptions if there is no 
insurance coverage thru Pri- 
vate insurance or AHCCCS. 
You must enroll with an alter- 
nate resource that’s available 
thru Medicaid. In some cases 
medical bills may be paid af- 
ter a research has been done 
as to why AHCCCS, I.H.S. or 
insurance did not pay. Medi- 
cal assistance does not pay for 
cosmetic surgery or abortions. 

Medical bills must be cur- 
rent and as soon as you re- 
ceived them please bring them 
in. This is only a one time 
payment made during the year 
at 40%. 

Co Pay Reimbursement: 


This is only for the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation tribal members 
living in the CHSDA area, 
(Contract Health Service De- 
livery Area) Live on or near 
your own reservation in the 
Yavapai County. The Reim- 
bursement program will reim- 
burse your co pays for doc- 
tor visits, RX prescriptions 
and Medicare D co pays. The 
program does not pay for 
AHCCCS co pays. (I.H.S. 
does not reimburse AHCCCS 
co pays.) 

When submitting your re- 
ceipt please bring the “Super 
Bill” or E.O.B. (explanation 
of benefits) from your doctor 
visit. The E.O.B comes in the 


mail from your insurance com- 
pany. As for the RX prescrip- 
tion, turn in your receipt and 
the “customer receipt” this has 
your name, address, name of 
prescription, RX number and 
amount of co pay. If you do 
not turn in the E.O.B. or a su- 
per bill from your doctor visit 
or “customer receipt” from the 
pharmacy you will not be re- 
imbursed until all items are 
turned in. 

When you request for assis- 
tance you will need to fill out 
an application at the Yavapai- 
Apache Health Center office, 
by mail or downloading the 
form at Yavapai-Apache.org.

New Law Promotes Authentic ... . _ 

Indian Arts and Crafts, Nation Loses Over 500 lbs. in 
Cracks Down on Fraudulent Art First Two Weeks of Challenge 


WASHINGTON, DC-Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ken Sala- 
zar today highlighted the im- 
portance of legislation President 
Obama just signed into law that 
promotes economic opportuni- 
ties for Native American artists 
and craftspeople and protects 
consumers from fraudulent art 
and craftwork. 

“The Indian Arts and Crafts 
Amendments Act is good news 
because it increases economic 
development and job opportuni- 
ties for Native Americans who 
produce and market authentic 
Indian art and craftwork while 
cracking down on counterfeit 
marketers who are hurting sales 
of this authentic Indian work,” 
said Secretary Salazar. The to- 
tal market for American Indian 
and Alaska Native arts and crafts 
in the United States is estimated 
at a billion dollars, with an un- 
known but substantial amount 
of those sales going to misrepre- 
sented, non-authentic works. 

The Secretary joined Presi- 
dent Obama and Tribal leaders 
from across the nation yester- 
day at a White House signing 
ceremony for the Indian Arts 
and Crafts Amendments Act 
and Tribal Law and Order Act 
of 2010. The ceremony focused 
on the role of the law in helping 
tribal leaders combat violence 
and increase safety on Indian 
reservations by providing law 
enforcement resources. 

The new law also strengthens 
the Indian Arts and Crafts Act, 
which makes it illegal to sell or 
offer or display for sale any art 
or craft product in a manner that 
falsely suggests it is Indian-pro- 
duced, an Indian product, or the 
product of a particular Indian 
Tribe. 

“The law signed by President 
Obama yesterday expands our 
ability to enforce the Indian Arts 
and Crafts Act by authorizing 
all federal law enforcement offi- 
cers to conduct investigations of 
those who fraudulently market 
arts and crafts as Indian-made in 
violation of the Act,” the Secre- 
tary said. 

The Indian Arts and Crafts 
Board (IACB), a federal agency 


under the Department of the 
Interior, administers and en- 
forces the Indian Arts and Crafts 
Act. Before President Obama 
signed the new legislation into 
law yesterday, the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation was the 
only federal law enforcement 
agency with statutory authority 
to investigate alleged Indian Arts 
and Crafts Act violations. Un- 
der the new law, the IACB may 
refer potential Act violations for 
investigation to all federal law 
enforcement officers=including 
those from Department of the 
Interior bureaus, and can work 
with federal law enforcement 
officers who uncover violations 
of the Act in the course of their 
regular duties. 

In addition, the new legisla- 
tion strengthens the penalties for 
violations of the Act by impos- 
ing harsher penalties on those in- 
volved in more significant sales 
of arts and crafts misrepresented 
as Indian-made. For fraudulent 
works with a total sales transac- 
tion amount of $1,000 or more, 
a first-time violation by an in- 
dividual will result in a fine of 
up to $250,000, imprisonment 
of up to five years, or both. A 
first-time violation by a business 
will result in a fine of up to $1 
million. 

For smaller cases with first- 
time violators, if the total sale 
amount is less than $1,000, an 
individual will face a fine of up 
to $25,000, imprisonment of up 
to a year, or both, and a busi- 
ness will face a fine of up to 
$100,000. In the case of a sub- 
sequent violation, regardless of 
the amount for which any item 
is offered or displayed for sale, 
or sold, an individual could be 
fined, imprisoned for up to 15 
years, or both; and a business 
could be fined up to $5 million. 

Established by Congress in 
1935, the IACB promotes au- 
thentic Native American art and 
craftwork of members of feder- 
ally recognized Tribes, as well 
as to implementing the Indian 
Arts and Crafts Act. For more 
information, see http://www.

the Nation’s departments. They 
are provided training that en- 
hances their communication, 
writing and verbal skills to assist 
them in gaining meaningful em- 
ployment in the future.

“The Greatest Casualty is Being Forgotten” 
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Apache Elders Teach Traditional Cooking

August 19 - Apache elders, 
Amy Mendoza and Eliza- 
beth Rocha held a cornbread 
cooking class today to teach 
women of the tribe the tradi- 
tional way of making corn- 
bread. 

Mrs. Rocha informed the 
participants that at one time 
the people would make stacks 
of cornbread and carry them 
in their packs when they trav- 
eled. 

The class began with 


women being instructed to cut 
the fresh corn from the cob 
and then smashing it with a 
traditional grinding stone. The 
corn was smashed to the con- 
sistency of creamed corn and 
then mixed with flour, baking 
powder, oil and salt. 

Once kneaded, the dough 
was transformed into torti- 
lla size balls and then hand 
stretched into small tortilla 
type flat rounds and cooked 
over an open fire. 

“The bread was sweet. It 
was a lot of fun learning how 


to make the traditional bread. 
I thought it was going to be 
hard, but it was actually pretty 
easy. Almost like making tor- 
tillas,” says Fran Chavez, one 
of the participants. “I’m hop- 
ing that I’ll be able to learn 
how to make acorn stew at a 
later class.” 

The Apache Culture Depart- 
ment will be hosting a cook- 
ing class once a month. For

Approximately one third of 
eligible Yavapai-Apache Na- 
tion voters turned out to vote 
in an election that often pit- 
ted the younger generation 
against the elders, as they 


fought to place their candi- 
date in the Chairman’s seat. 

Kwail received 256 votes, 
defeating challenger Roberta 
Pavatea by 23 votes. Pavatea 
received 233 votes. 

Upon learning of the vic- 
tory, Kwail stated, “I feel 
very glad, it was a tough 
race.” 

Robert Jackson Sr. won the 


Vice Chairman seat with 287 
votes defeating Nancy Guz- 
man who received 203 votes. 

Also elected to Tribal 
Council were Tanya Lewis- 
Moore who received 273 
votes and Dave Kinsey Jr. 
with 99 votes. 

The newly elected officials 
are scheduled to be sworn in 
October 7, 2010. 


Pavatea Contests Election Results

Former Chairwoman Can- 
didate, Roberta Pavatea filed 
an Injunction To Stay Swear- 
ing In of Newly Elected Tribal 
Officials and a Motion For 
Extension Of Time To Con- 
test Election Results at 4:48 
p.m. on September 28, just 12 
minutes before the deadline 
to contest the September 18 
General Election results would 
have expired. 

Pavatea’s Motion did not 
contain specific language for 


requesting an extension of 
time to contest the election re- 
sults, but instead had Article 
XIV of the Nation’s Election 
Ordinance attached as Exhibit 
A. 

Article XIV of the Elec- 
tion Ordinance states in part, 
“Any member of the Yavapai- 
Apache Tribe may file a chal- 
lenge to the election results 
by filing a suit in Tribal Court 
within ten (10) days after the 
Election Board certifies the 
election results.” 

When questioned about the 


basis for contesting the elec- 
tion results, Pavatea declined 
to comment, citing her need to 
“build” her case before mak- 
ing a statement. 

In addition to the Motion, 
Pavatea is requesting the 
Court to Stay the swearing in 
of the newly elected tribal of- 
ficials until such time that the 
court decides whether or not 
a new election will be ordered. 

A hearing has been set for 
October 4, 2010 at the YAN 
Tribal Court.

Yavapai-Apache Construction Breaks Ground on New Housing Development

September 27 - Ground was officially bro- 
ken on Sine Street today, paving the way for the 
construction of 10 duplexes and 2 single family 
homes to be built on the site. 

YAN Elder, Bob Bear provided a traditional 
Apache blessing on the site prior to the ground- 
breaking, accompanied by YAN Elder, Don 
Decker who provided his own blessing on the 
site. 

The project is the culmination of seven months 
of planning by Chairman Beauty to create a tribal 
housing project that would meet the needs of mid- 
dle income families within the community. 

The project will consist of 10 duplexes and 2 
single family homes. Each unit will be approxi- 
mately 2,400 square feet and consist of three bed- 
rooms, two baths and an enclosed carport. 

Cost of the project is expected to be around $1.6 
million and will be funded by the Nation utilizing 
a portion of the $2 million wastewater treatment 
bond funds paid to the Nation by Yavapai County. 

Rick Preston, YANTH Executive Director ex- 
plained that by funding the project the Nation 
would eliminate any income requirements allow- 
ing YANTH to target mid-income families who 
are currently ineligible for any of the existing pro- 
grams. 

“We have a waiting list of over 21 families who 
currently do not meet the income guidelines for 
the programs that we have in place. This project 
would allow those families an opportunity to be 
placed in tribal housing,” states Preston. 

The council appointed YAC as General Con- 
tractor on the project, in a move designed to assist 
tribal employment in the construction arena. 

“YAC is a reputable company who has provided 
quality work for the tribe before. Our employees 
need to work and are willing and able to work,” 
states YAC General Manager Lorna Hazelwood. 
“Since 2005, YAC has completed well over $10 
million in infrastructure work for the Nation, 
mostly through infrastructure work. Those dollars 
were reinvested back into our own community.” 

Hazelwood says that YAC will begin the project 
by, “clearing, grubbing and grading for infrastruc- 
ture,” and will include the realignment of Sine 
Street, which does not currently meet emergency 
access requirements. 

Along with the realignment, utilities will be re- 
located and curbs and gutters installed in prepara- 
tion for the actual construction of homes on the 
site. 

In an earlier council meeting, Preston received 
approval from the council to move forward with

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Chris Deschene Seeks Nation’s Support in Bid For Secretary of State Seat

Chris Deschene, Secretary 
of State candidate received en- 
dorsement from the Nation’s 
tribal council at a regular 
council meeting on Septem- 
ber 2. 

Deschene, a member of 
the Navajo Nation, graduated 
from the Annapolis U.S. Na- 
val Academy and received 
both a law and mechanical en- 
gineer degree from Arizona 
State University. 

Other than the 10 years he 
served with the U.S. Marines, 
Deschene has been a lifelong 
resident of Arizona, growing 
up in Lechee, Arizona, a small 
community near Lake Powell. 

Today, Deschene is a State 
Legislator, Attorney, Engi- 
neer, and father of two. As co- 
founder of a successful law 
practice, he represents tribal 
and rural communities across 
the country, working to de- 
velop infrastructure for natu- 
ral and energy resources, pro- 


viding much needed economic 
development and jobs in com- 
munities that need it most. 

Chris served as Chair of the 
Apache County Democratic 
Party from 2007 to 2008. At 
the time, the county was re- 
ferred to as the “black hole” 
of Arizona Democratic poli- 
tics with little or no organi- 
zation. Due in large part to 
Deschene’s efforts, Apache 
County “turned blue” in 2008, 
winning the county for Presi- 
dent Barack Obama and the 
Congressional seat for Con- 
gresswoman Ann Kirkpatrick. 

During his campaign for 
the Arizona House of Repre- 
sentatives, Deschene faced a 
challenge to his nominating 
petitions that sought to take 
advantage of contradictions 
within Arizona’s election laws 
in order to disenfranchise rural 
PO Box voters by taking away 
their right to select and nomi- 
nate their own candidates. The 
Secretary of State had the ju- 
risdiction to step in and pro- 


vide a solution for the discrep- 
ancy, but chose not to get in- 
volved. Deschene didn’t hesi- 
tate to take the fight to court 
and won, protecting the rights 
of rural voters to participate 
and nominate their own can- 
didates, regardless of their PO 
Box addresses. 

Most recently, Deschene 
sponsored House Bill 2730 
which would clarify the PO 
Box issue and protect vot- 
ers’ rights as a matter of law. 
He also sponsored House Bill 
2729 which sought to increase 
and define the technical quali- 
fications for members of the 
committee who oversee Ari- 
zona’s electronic voting ma- 
chines. HB 2729 recently 
passed out of the House with 
unanimous support and will 
soon be voted on by the Senate 
on its way to becoming law. 

If successful in his bid as 
Secretary of State, Deschene 
would be the first Indian to 
serve statewide in Arizona.

The Yavapai-Apache Nation is implementing a Nonpoint Source 
Management Program to identify and reduce nonpoint sources of pol- 
lution. This program is funded through Region 9 EPA (Environmental 
Protection Agency) under Section 319 of the Clean Water Act (CWA). 

As a part of the program a Nonpoint Source Assessment Report 
and a Nonpoint Source Management Plan were prepared for the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation. The Nonpoint Source Assessment Report 
identifies and describes the sources and causes of nonpoint source 
pollution that are impairing the waters of the Yavapai-Apache Nation 
Reservation. The Nonpoint Source Management Plan identifies “Best 
Management Practices” to be implemented to address problem areas. 
The Nonpoint Source categories include stream bank stabilization and 
restoration, Tamarisk (Salt Cedar) removal, construction activity man- 
agement, livestock management and management of irrigation prac- 
tices and fertilizers and pesticides on irrigated crop areas.

The Arizona Department 
of Gaming, in partnership 
with Arizona’s tribes, reg- 
ulates Indian gaming. Un- 
der the Arizona Tribal- 
Sate Gaming Compacts, 
tribes with casinos contrib- 
ute one to eight percent of 
their Class III gross gaming 


revenue to the state, cities, 
towns, and counties. In Ari- 
zona, Class III gaming in- 
cludes slot machines, jack- 
pot poker, blackjack, keno 
and off-track pari-mutuel 
betting. There are currently 
22 Class III casinos in the 
state. Tribes send contribu- 
tions to the State Arizona 
Benefits Fund every three 
months.

Yavapai-Apache Nation is Awarded 
$240,000 Adam Walsh Grant

The Nation was recently 
notified that it has been 
awarded a $240,000 grant 
by the Department of Jus- 
tice for the implementa- 
tion of a Sex Offender Reg- 
istration and Notification 
(SORNA) system, in accor- 
dance with the Adam Walsh 
Act signed into law July of 
2006. 

The Adam Walsh Act re- 
quires the implementation 
of SORNA systems nation- 
wide and includes Indian 
Tribes. 

As part of the implemen- 
tation plan tribes were given 
the option to carry out the re- 
quirements of the act them- 
selves or delegate the func- 
tions to the State in which 
the tribe existed. 

The Nation, by Resolu- 
tion, elected to implement 
its own SORNA system on 
June 28, 2007. The deci- 
sion required that the Nation 


develop codes, policies and 
procedures and participate in 
an integrated, uniform regis- 
try system. 

With so many detailed and 
complex requirements to 
work out the Nation applied 
for the Department of Jus- 
tice grant to help defray the 
cost of implementation. 

The Office of the Attorney 
General and YAPD will uti- 


lize the grant 
funds for per- 
sonnel, train- 
ing, equipment 
and supplies. 

The Nation 
is required to 
have substan- 
tial implemen- 
tation of the 
Act completed 
by July 26, 
2011, a daunt- 
ing task given 
the complexity 
of the require- 
ments. 

Failure to 
meet the July 
26, 2011, deadline may re- 
sult in the Nation losing 
its sovereign power to reg- 
ulate sex offenders living, 
working or attending school 
within its jurisdiction. 

The Nation is not alone 
in its race to meet the dead- 
line. To date, no state, tribe 
or territory are fully compli- 
ant with the Act.

National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration 
Encourages Drivers to 
Remain Alert 


In today’s overwhelmingly 
busy society, with ever in- 
creasing demands on our per- 
sonal and professional time, 
learning to juggle multiple 
tasks at once is something we 
all must face on a daily basis. 
While it is not clear whether 
or not multitasking is effective 
or if it costs more time than 
it saves, multi-tasking while 
driving has sparked a national 
debate about distracted driv- 
ing and the latest statistics 
prove that not focusing on the 
road can be deadly. 

One of the most widespread 
forms of distracted driving, 
cell phone usage, has some 
alarming statistics. Accord- 
ing to a Carnegie Mellon 
study, driving while using a 
cell phone reduces the amount 
of brain activity associated 
with driving by 37 percent, 
and a report from the National 
Safety Council reported that 
28 percent of traffic accidents 
are caused by people talking 
on cell phones or sending text 
messages. 

“Stopping distracted driv- 
ing is a major initiative that 
we are undertaking, and one 
that we believe will make 
our roads significantly safer. 
While there are many forms of 
distracted driving, an obvious 
distraction for most people is 
using a cell phone while driv- 
ing,” said LaHood. “We are 
working with states across the 
nation to pass legislation that 
authorizes law enforcement to 
stop and cite drivers who are 
texting while driving— one of 
the most dangerous forms of 
distracted driving.” 

Texting is of heightened 
concern because it com- 
bines three types of distrac- 
tion - visual, taking the eyes 
off the road; manual, taking 
the hands off the wheel; and 
cognitive, taking the mind off 
the road. According to the In- 
surance Institute for Highway 
Safety, drivers who use hand- 
held devices are four times as 
likely to get into crashes se- 
rious enough to injure them- 
selves. 

While cell phones are a 
major focus of the distracted 
driving campaign, the Na- 
tional Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA) is 


encouraging people not to do 
any other task while driving, 
as distracted driving is any 
non-driving activity a person 
engages in that has the po- 
tential to distract him or her 
from the primary task of driv- 
ing and increases the risk of 
crashing. This can include us- 
ing a cell phone, eating and 
drinking, grooming, tuning 
the radio or even talking to 
passengers. 

In 2008, nearly 6,000 peo- 
ple lost their lives and an es- 
timated 515,000 people were 
injured in police-reported 
crashes in which at least one 
form of driver distraction was 
reported on the police crash 
report. 

To tackle this ever-increas- 
ing problem, NHTSA is focus- 
ing on ways to change the be- 
havior of drivers through leg- 
islation, enforcement, public 
awareness and education— the 
same tactics that have curbed 
drinking and driving and in- 
creased seat belt use. 

“Decades of experience 
with drunk driving and getting 
people to buckle up has taught 
us it takes a consistent combi- 
nation of education, effective 
enforcement, a committed ju- 
diciary and collective efforts 
by local, state and national ad- 
vocates to put a dent in the 
problem,” said LaHood. 

NHTSA’s message is sim- 
ple— “Put It Down”; and it’s 
one that isn’t going to go 
away anytime in the near fu- 
ture. With supporters rang- 
ing from President Obama to 
Oprah and legislation passing 
across the nation to discour- 
age distracted driving, drivers 
will hopefully get the message 
loud and clear, just like with 
the drunk driving and seatbelt 
campaigns that have helped 
make the roads safer. 

So the next time you are 
pressed for time, and you 
consider multitasking while 
you’re driving, remember that 
the best multitasker knows 
that some things require your 
undivided attention, and you 
must know when you should 
put other things aside and fo- 
cus your energy on the task 
at hand. Driving is definitely 
one of those times.

The seasonal flu vaccine 
protects against three influ- 
enza viruses that research 
indicates will be most com- 
mon during the up- 
coming season. 

The 2010-2011 flu 
vaccine will pro- 
tect against 2009 
H1N1, and two 
other influenza vi- 
ruses. 

Yearly flu vac- 
cination has begun 
and will continue 
throughout the in- 
fluenza season, into 


December, January, and be- 
yond. This is because the tim- 
ing and duration of influenza 
seasons vary. While influ- 
enza outbreaks can happen as 
early as October, most of the 
time influenza activity peaks 
in January or later. The single 
best way to protect against 


the flu is to get vaccinated 
each year.

Kwail is sworn in as new Yavapai-Apache Nation Chairman

Newly elected Yavapai-Apache Nation Chairman 
David Kwail was sworn in to office Thursday, Octo- 
ber 7, in front of a packed audience which included 
former Chairmen Thomas Beauty, Jamie Fullmer and 
Vincent Randall. 

Kwail beat out challenger Roberta Pavatea during 
the September 18, General Election by 23 votes, one 
of the closest races in the Nation’s history. 

Pavatea attempted to halt the swearing in by filing 
an Injunction to Stay the Swearing In and a Motion 
for Time to Contest Election Results on September 
28, but her requests were denied by the court allow- 
ing the swearing in to move forward without disrup- 
tion.

Each of the council members will serve a three 
year term ending in 2013.

National 

Adoption Month

In honor of National Adop- 
tion Month the Nation’s De- 
partment of Social Services 
encourages Yavapai-Apache 
Nation families to apply to be- 
come foster/adoptive homes 
for YAN children in need. 

The Indian Child Welfare 
Act (ICWA) enacted in 1978 
was designed to “protect the 
best interests of Indian chil- 
dren and to promote the sta- 
bility and security of Indian 
tribes and families.” 

The law required that In- 
dian children placed for adop- 
tion would be placed first with 
members of the child’s ex- 
tended family, then with other 
member’s of the child’s tribe 
and lastly with other Indian 
families. 

Each year the Nation’s De- 
partment of Social Services 
places approximately 20 chil- 
dren in foster/adoptive homes. 

While the Nation’s adoption 
rate is low, the need to place 
children in foster care remains 
constant. 

The department follows 
tribal preference placement 
when placing children in fos- 
ter care; first attempting to 
place a child with relatives, 
then other YAN families, other 
Indian families and lastly with 
non-Indian families. 

With a lack of qualified fos- 
ter homes in the Nation, the 
Department of Social Services 
is in dire need of Native fos- 
ter/adoptive homes for chil- 
dren in need of placement. 

Requirements for becoming 
a foster/adoptive home are: 

• Application 

• Criminal background of 
all household members 18 
years and older 

• Physical exam (foster/ 
adoptive parents) 

• References (requires 
three) 

• Identification 

• Immunization record of 
all children in the home (fos- 
ter/adoptive parent’s children) 

• Parenting classes 

• Home study (includes a 
walk through of the home) 

• License (DSS Certifica- 
tion)

Lightning strikes Tribal Gaming Office during storm

October 6 was an electrify- 
ing day for the Tribal Gam- 
ing Office, as it was struck by 
lightning that morning. 

The lightning strike caused 


extensive damage to the 
building including knocking 
out the phone system, com- 
puters and electronic equip- 
ment, effectively shutting 
down TGO operations for 
more than a week. 


The Nation’s MIS Depart- 
ment has been working with 
various contractors to restore 
service to the building, but 
TGO operations remain lim- 
ited. 

According to Carol Car- 


rillo, TGO Executive Direc- 
tor, phone service is limited, 
computer access is non-exis- 
tent and electronic equipment, 
including the badge making 
system is still down. 

Carrillo says that TGO 


has been able to work with 
the Nation’s Enrollment De- 
partment to issue temporary 
badges to new hires and ex- 
isting employees who require 
replacements. 

“Hopefully, by the end of 


the month we’ll be back in 
service,” says Carrillo. 

The lightning was a result 
of severe storms that moved 
through Arizona October 6, 
spawning tornadoes near the 
Flagstaff area.

Yavapai Apache Nation 
Tribal Housing is pleased to 
announce the grant award re- 
ceived for their next Low In- 
come Housing Tax Credit 
project for Limited Partner- 
ship #4. 

This award will be used 
to construct 36 new housing 
units which will be located in 
the Tunlii Community. 

Units will consist of (19) 
single family units, (4) Duplex 
units, and (3) Triplex units. 
One (1) unit will be dedicated 
for a tribal police officer to re- 
side on site. 

Construction is to begin Jan- 
uary 2011. 

Applicants who are income 
qualified will be selected from 
the Low Income Housing Tax 
Credit waiting list. Selection 
will be based on Elder pref- 
erence, Set Asides based on 
grant application, and then by 
Date of application. 

The Low Income Housing 
Tax Credit is a Federal pro- 


gram overseen by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service (IRS), 
Department of Justice (DOJ), 
and Housing and Urban De- 
velopment (HUD). The in- 
ner agencies for the Low In- 
come Housing Tax Credit pro- 
gram are Arizona Department 
of Housing (ADOH) and the 
Yavapai- Apache Nation Tribal 
Housing (YANTH).

Facts about Tribal Medical Assistance Program and CoPay Reimbursement Program 


The Tribal Medical Assis- 
tance Program and the Co 
Pay Reimbursement Program 
is funded thru the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation for Medical, 
Dental and Vision services. 

Vision: Provides eyewear on 
an annual basis to Tribal Mem- 
bers of the Yavapai-Apache 
Nation who do not have vision 
insurance for the full amount 
of $150; Tribal Members who 
are insured are allowed $75. 
Eye exam and Contacts are 
not covered. 

Children who are on Med- 
icaid (AHCCCS) program are 
not eligible for Tribal Vision 
Assistance; they must utilize 
their AHCCCS plan, how- 


ever the program will pay 
$25 for the Polycarbonate that 
AHCCCS does not cover. In 
some cases there may be an 
exception; this will be evalu- 
ated on a case by case basis. 

Dental: The dental program 
provides emergency dental 
which includes major dental 
up to 50 % based on the type 
of service which includes root 
canal and crowns and other 
limited services. I t does not 
pay for implants, veneers or 
cosmetic dentistry. The pro- 
gram does not pay for regular 
dental visits or exams or den- 
tal hygiene. 

Medical: The medical as- 
sistance program assists only 


with emergent needs such as 
RX prescriptions if there is no 
insurance coverage thru Pri- 
vate insurance or AHCCCS. 
You must enroll with an alter- 
nate resource that’s available 
thru Medicaid. In some cases 
medical bills may be paid af- 
ter a research has been done 
as to why AHCCCS, I.H.S. or 
insurance did not pay. Medi- 
cal assistance does not pay for 
cosmetic surgery or abortions. 

Medical bills must be cur- 
rent and as soon as you re- 
ceived them please bring them 
in. This is only a one time 
payment made during the year 
at 40%. 

Co Pay Reimbursement: 


This is only for the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation tribal members 
living in the CHSDA area, 
(Contract Health Service De- 
livery Area) Live on or near 
your own reservation in the 
Yavapai County. The Reim- 
bursement program will reim- 
burse your co pays for doc- 
tor visits, RX prescriptions 
and Medicare D co pays. The 
program does not pay for 
AHCCCS co pays. (I.H.S. 
does not reimburse AHCCCS 
co pays.) 

When submitting your re- 
ceipt please bring the “Super 
Bill” or E.O.B. (explanation 
of benefits) from your doctor 
visit. The E.O.B comes in the 


mail from your insurance com- 
pany. As for the RX prescrip- 
tion, turn in your receipt and 
the “customer receipt” this has 
your name, address, name of 
prescription, RX number and 
amount of co pay. If you do 
not turn in the E.O.B. or a su- 
per bill from your doctor visit 
or “customer receipt” from the 
pharmacy you will not be re- 
imbursed until all items are 
turned in. 

When you request for assis- 
tance you will need to fill out 
an application at the Yavapai- 
Apache Health Center office, 
by mail or downloading the 
form at Yavapai-Apache.org. 
The phone number to contact 


Vida Smith is 928-567-8470;

Please call the Yavapai- 
Apache Health Center when 
you go to the Emergency 
Room or Urgent Care within

Greetings from the Yavapai-Apache Health Center! 


The primary focus, at the 
health center, is to provide 
outpatient health services to 
the community. This allows 
people to receive health care 
in their own community and 
maintain good health. The 
medical clinic services include 
care of chronic disease, health 
promotion and disease preven- 
tion, and well exams. All ser- 
vices are available through ap- 


pointment. Other services in- 
clude Dental, Dental Hygiene, 
Optometry, Nutrition, Audiol- 
ogy and Behavioral Health. 

Chronic conditions include 
diabetes mellitus, high blood 
pressure, arthritis and other 
medical conditions. These 
conditions require routine labs 
and testing- every 3 months, 
and daily medications. Pre- 
ventative health care includes 


women’s health exams, well 
baby/child check ups, immu- 
nizations and physicals. We 
provide counseling and birth 
control options, and do screen- 
ing tests for diabetes mellitus 
and other conditions. We cur- 
rently have all immunizations 
required by the schools, in- 
cluding Varicella or Chicken 
Pox vaccine. 

We have a limited number 


of slots reserved for urgent ap- 
pointments. These are made 
available that day for people 
who need to be seen the same 
day. Please call in the morn- 
ing to receive a same day ap- 
pointment. 

Unfortunately, we do not 
have emergency services

Contract Health Service 


This is a brief description of 
Contract Health Service (CHS) 
thru the Phoenix Indian Medi- 
cal Center (PIMC). 

Direct Care Eligibility 
• Patients who are Native 
American from a federally 
recognized Tribe can receive 
care directly at any IHS and 
Tribal Health programs (hos- 
pitals and clinics). Only med- 


ical services available on site. 

• Eligibility is established 
by documented proof of In- 
dian Decent from a Tribe or 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs.

Preston explained to Coun- 
cil that the proposed fund- 
ing amount for 2011 was 
$1,565,000 a reduction of 
$60,000 from the previous 
year. The reduced amount is 
a result of cuts made by the 
Obama Administration to NA- 
HASDA funding.

FEMA Administrator Fugate 
Addresses National Congress 
of American Indians 

Agency Taking New Steps to Coordinate with and 
Support Tribal Partners in Preparing for Disasters

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. 
- Today, Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) 
Administrator Craig Fugate ad- 
dressed the National Congress 
of American Indians (NCAI) at 
their 67th annual convention, 
where he discussed new ways 
FEMA is working to coordi- 
nate with and support its tribal 
partners to prepare for and re- 
spond to disasters and chal- 
lenged the audience to come 
up with creative solutions for 
getting all communities ready 
for disasters before they strike. 

As Fugate made clear in his 


remarks, tribal governments 
and organizations are a crit- 
ical member of the nation’s 
emergency management team, 
along with federal, state and 
local officials, faith-based, 
non-profit and volunteer orga- 
nizations, and the public. As 
part of FEMA’s efforts to bet- 
ter support tribal organizations, 
FEMA is currently working to 
place tribal liaisons in each of 
its regional offices throughout 
the country to coordinate di- 
rectly with local tribes. 

“We know Indian nations 
face many unique challenges 
when preparing for and coping 
with disasters,” said Admin- 
istrator Fugate. “Tribal lead- 
ers and organizations across 
the country are a critical mem- 


ber of our nation’s emergency 
management team, and we are 
committed to strengthening 
our support for them as they 
work to protect their commu- 
nities from disasters.” 

“As emergency managers, 
we need to constantly exam- 
ine how we can better support 
and plan for all members of 
the community - especially our 
tribal partners,” Fugate con- 
tinued. “Your voices and ideas 
are crucial here - you know 
better than anyone what needs 
to be done to protect your 
members from the impacts of 
a disaster. That’s why we want 
you to submit creative ideas on 
how we can prepare the entire

Attorney General Holder, Secretaries 
Salazar and Vilsack Applaud Final 
Passage of the Claims Settlement Act 


Washington, D.C. - Today, 
the Departments of Justice, 
Interior and Agriculture ap- 
plauded the bipartisan House 
passage of the Claims Settle- 
ment Act. 

The Act, which recently 
passed the Senate, will pro- 
vide long-awaited funding for 
the agreements reached in the 
Pigford II lawsuit, brought by 
African American farmers; 
the Cobell lawsuit, brought 
by Native Americans over the 
management of Indian trust 
accounts and resources; and 
four separate water rights suits 
made by Native American 
tribes. 

President Obama has said 
that he will sign the legislation 
into law. 

“These are truly historic set- 
tlements that do not only re- 
solve litigation, but also of- 
fer a new relationship between 
many deserving Americans 
and the federal agencies that 
play an important role in their 
lives,” said Attorney General 
Eric Holder. 

“Bringing this litigation 
to a close has been a priority 
for this Administration, and 
today’s vote in Congress is a 
significant, historic achieve- 
ment. These cases provide 
fair deals for the plaintiffs and 
for the American taxpayers.” 
“Congress’ approval of the 
Cobell settlement and the four 
Indian water rights settlements 
is nothing short of historic for 


Indian nations,” Secretary of 
the Interior Ken Salazar said. 
“The settlements honorably 
and responsibly address long- 
standing injustices and rep- 
resent a major step forward 
in President Obama’s agenda 
to empower tribal govern- 
ments, fulfill our trust respon- 
sibilities to tribal members and 
help tribal leaders build safer, 
stronger, healthier and more 
prosperous communities.” 

“President Obama and I 
made a firm commitment not 
only to treat all farmers fairly 
and equally, but to right the 
wrongs in USDA’s past,” said 
Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack. “I applaud those who 
took this historic step to en- 
sure black farmers who faced 
discrimination by their gov- 
ernment finally receive jus- 
tice. And I commend those 
who led this fight in the U.S. 
Congress and I am thankful 
for their unwavering deter- 
mination. Today’s vote will 
help the Department of Ag- 
riculture move beyond this 
sad chapter in history. The 
bill that passed the Senate and 
House includes strong protec- 
tions against waste, fraud, and 
abuse to ensure integrity of the 
claims process. In the months 
and years ahead, we will not 
stop working to move the De- 
partment into a new era as a 
model employer and premier 
service provider. We also must 
continue the good work we 


started to resolve all remain- 
ing administrative claims.” 

Statement by the Presi- 
dent on House Passage of the 
Claims Settlement Act of 2010 

I am pleased that today, the 
House has joined the Senate in 
passing the Claims Settlement 
Act of 2010. This important 
legislation will fund the agree- 
ments reached in the Pigford 
II lawsuit, brought by African 
American farmers, and the Co- 
bell lawsuit, brought by Native 
Americans over the manage- 
ment of Indian trust accounts 
and resources. I want to thank 
Attorney General Holder and 
Secretaries Salazar and Vil- 
sack for all their work to reach 
this outcome, and I applaud 
Congress for acting in a bi- 
partisan fashion to bring this 
painful chapter in our nation’s 
history to a close. 

This bill also provides fund- 
ing for settlements reached in 
four separate water rights suits 
brought by Native American 
tribes, and it represents a sig- 
nificant step forward in ad- 
dressing the water needs of In- 
dian Country. Yet, while to- 
day’s vote demonstrates im- 
portant progress, we must re- 
member that much work re- 
mains to be done. And my 
Administration will continue 
our efforts to resolve claims of 
past discrimination made by 
women and Hispanic farmers 
and others in a fair and timely 
manner.

Senior Program Seeks Title VI Funding

November 18 - Senior Pro- 
gram Administrator Antoinette 
Tucker approached Council 
today to request approval to 
submit an application to the 
Department of Health & Hu- 
man Services Administration 
on Aging for a Title VI Grant. 

Tucker informed Council 
that the Nation’s Senior Pro- 
gram has been receiving Ti- 
tle VI funding since the early 
80 ’s, used to provide nutrition, 
transportation, caregiver ser- 
vices, information and refer- 
ral services to elders of the 


Nation living within the YAN 
service area. 

“Title VI funding cycles 
run in 3 year increments,” 
Tucker stated. “This cycle 
would cover fiscal years 2011 
through 2014.” 

Current funding levels for 
Title VI, Part A range from 
$76,160 to $186,000 and is 
based on the number of eligi- 
ble elders, age 60 and older, 
living within the service area. 

According to data received 
from the Nation’s Enrollment 
Department, Tucker calculated 
a total of 110 YAN tribal el- 
ders living within the service 
area. The number will be used 


by the Department of Health 
& Human Services Adminis- 
tration on Aging to determine 
the Nation’s fund amount for 
the next 3 years. 

Previously the Nation was 
awarded $83,000 for its 3 year 
funding cycle. 

Council approved the Reso- 
lution Authorizing Application 
to the Department of Health 
& Human Services Adminis- 
tration on Aging for a Title VI 
Grant. 

Tucker anticipates the Na- 
tion receiving an award noti- 
fication sometime during the 
first quarter of 20 1 1 .

suit regarding the U.S. gov- 
ernment’s trust management 
and accounting of individ- 
ual American Indian trust ac- 
counts. 

Salazar also commended 
the Senate for approving four 
major water rights settlements 
- totaling more than $1 bil- 
lion - for American Indian 
tribes that will help deliver 
clean drinking water to Indian 
communities and provide cer- 
tainty to water users across 
the West. The settlements 
were included in an omnibus 
package that cleared the Sen- 
ate today. 

“With the Senate’s ap- 
proval of the Cobell settle- 
ment and the four Indian wa- 
ter rights settlements, this is 
a day that will be etched in 
our memories and our his- 
tory books,” said Secretary 
Salazar. “The Cobell settle- 
ment honorably and respon- 
sibly addresses long-standing 
injustices and is a major step 
forward in President Obama’s 
agenda of reconciliation and 
empowerment for Indian na- 
tions. I am also deeply proud 
of the passage of the four wa- 
ter rights settlements that will 
deliver clean drinking water 
to Indian communities, end 
decades of controversy and 
contention among neighbor- 
ing communities, and provide 
certainty to water users across 
the West. The progress we 
have made over the last two 
years in reaching critical In- 
dian country settlements is 
unprecedented and I am hope- 
ful that the House will soon 
act to pass these settlements 
as well.” 

“The water settlements 
that passed today are nothing 
short of historic for Indian na- 
tions,” said Assistant Secre- 
tary for Indian Affairs Larry 
Echo Hawk. “The parties to 
these settlements are to be 
commended for their willing- 
ness to work together rather 
than stay locked in an endless 
cycle of litigation. These set- 
tlements will meet the needs 
of tribes as well as neighbor- 
ing communities through pro- 
visions for sharing shortages 
and investing in critical infra- 
structure needs.”

by Elouise Cobell in 1996, in- 
cluded hundreds of motions, 
seven full trials, 22 motions 
and dozens of rulings and ap- 
peals. Under the negotiated 
agreement announced on Dec. 
8, 2009, litigation would end 
regarding the federal govern- 
ment’s performance of an his- 
torical accounting for trust 
accounts maintained by the 
United States on behalf of 
more than 300,000 individual 
Indians. A fund of $1.4 billion 
would be distributed to class 
members to compensate them 
for their historical accounting 
claims, and to resolve poten- 
tial claims that prior U.S. of- 
ficials mismanaged the admin- 
istration of trust assets. 

In addition, to address the 
continued proliferation of 
thousands of new trust ac- 
counts caused by the “frac- 
tionation” of land interests 
through succeeding gener- 
ations, the settlement estab- 
lishes a $2 billion fund for the 
voluntary buy-back and con- 
solidation of fractionated land 
interests. The land consoli- 
dation program will provide 
individual American Indians 
with an opportunity to obtain 
cash payments for divided 
land interests and free up the 
land for the benefit of tribal 
communities.

Background on the Four 
Indian Water Rights Settle- 
ments that Passed Today 

Federal law provides that 
Tribes have a right to water 
to meet the needs of their res- 


ervations. These rights can 
be quantified through either 
litigation or settlement. The 
Obama Administration has 
re-energized the federal gov- 
ernment’s commitment to ad- 
dressing the water needs of 
Native American communi- 
ties through Indian water 
rights settlements. Following 
negotiations involving States, 
Tribes, and other stakeholders, 
all four of the settlements ap- 
proved today were supported 
in letters sent by the Adminis- 
tration. This level of Admin- 
istration support for Indian 
water rights settlements in a 
single Congress is unprece- 
dented. 

The four settlements con- 
tained in the legislation ap- 
proved by Congress today in- 
clude: 

White Mountain Apache 
Tribe in Arizona: The cen- 
terpiece of the settlement is 
the construction of the White 
Mountain Apache Tribe ru- 
ral water system, which will 
greatly expand the current wa- 
ter delivery system to meet the 
very critical needs of the res- 
ervation. 

Crow Tribe in Montana: 

This settlement will ensure 
safe drinking water for the res- 
ervation as well as provide for 
the rehabilitation of the Crow 
Irrigation Project, which is in 
a dire state of disrepair. The 
existing drinking water sys- 
tem on the Crow reservation 
has significant deficiencies in 
capacity and water quality that 
have resulted in health prob- 
lems. 

Aamodt in New Mexico: 

The Aamodt settlement ends 
one of the longest running wa- 
ter rights cases in the federal 
court system, with nearly 43 
years of litigation yielding lit- 




tle in the way of results. The 
settlement provides for the 
construction of a regional wa- 
ter system to serve the Pueblos 
of Tesuque, Nambe, Pojoaque, 
and San Ildefonso as well as 
surrounding communities in 
northern New Mexico, with a 
non-federal cost share of 40 
percent. 

Pueblo of Taos in New 
Mexico: The Taos settlement 
solidifies and makes perma- 
nent water- sharing arrange- 
ments between the Pueblo of 
Taos and neighboring com- 
munities. The settlement 
also protects and restores the 
Pueblo of Taos’s Buffalo Pas- 
ture, a culturally sensitive and 
sacred wetland. 

Following action in the Sen- 
ate, the House is expected to 
take up the omnibus package 
after the Thanksgiving recess. 
The Department of the Interior 
would begin implementation 
of settlements once they are 
signed into law by the Presi- 
dent. 

Statement by the President 
on the Senate Passage of the 
Claims Settlement Act of 2010 

I applaud the Senate for 
passing the Claims Settle- 


ment Act of 2010, which will 
at long last provide funding 
for the agreements reached in 
the Pigford II lawsuit, brought 
by African American farm- 
ers, and the Cobell lawsuit, 
brought by Native Americans 
over the management of In- 
dian trust accounts and re- 
sources. I particularly want 
to thank Attorney General 
Holder and Secretaries Sala- 
zar and Vilsack for their con- 
tinued work to achieve this 
outcome. I urge the House to 
move forward with this legis- 
lation as they did earlier this 
year, and I look forward to 
signing it into law. 


This bill also includes set- 
tlements for four separate wa- 
ter rights suits made by Na- 
tive American tribes. I sup- 
port these settlements and my 
Administration is committed 
to addressing the water needs 
of tribal communities. While 
these legislative achieve- 
ments reflect important prog- 
ress, they also serve to remind 
us that much work remains 
to be done. That is why my 
Administration also continues 
to work to resolve claims of 
past discrimination made by 
women and Hispanic farmers 
against the USDA.

FDA warns manufacturers about alcoholic energy drinks 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Food and Drug Admin- 
istration issued warning let- 
ters Wednesday to four manu- 
facturers of alcoholic energy 
drinks often consumed by col- 
lege students, saying the caf- 
feine added to their beverages 
is an “unsafe food additive.” 

FDA Commissioner Marga- 
ret Hamburg said the combi- 
nations of caffeine and alco- 
hol in the drinks is a public 
health concern and can lead to 
“a state of wide-awake drunk.” 
Evidence has shown their con- 
sumption has led to alcohol 
poisoning, car accidents and 
assaults, she said. 

The government could even- 
tually seize the products if the 
companies continue to make 
and market them. The compa- 
nies have 15 days to respond 
to the letters and either explain 
how they will take their prod- 
ucts off the market or defend 
their drinks as safe. 

The government came un- 
der increasing pressure as col- 
lege students have been hos- 
pitalized in recent months af- 
ter consuming the drinks. The 
FDA said experts have raised 
concerns that the caffeine in 
the drinks can mask a person’s 
feeling of intoxication, leading 
to risky behavior. 

Many of those who con- 
sume the drinks are underage 
drinkers. 

In response to such inci- 
dents, four states — Wash- 
ington, Michigan, Utah and 
Oklahoma — have banned the

beverages. Other states are 
considering similar action. 
White House Drug Policy Di- 
rector Gil Kerlikowske said 
Wednesday that the FDA’s 
quick action to decrease con- 
sumption of the drinks is criti- 
cal. 

“These products are de- 
signed, branded, and promoted 
to encourage binge drinking,” 
he said. 

With the FDA decision im- 
minent, Phusion Projects, 
which manufactures the popu- 
lar Four Loko, announced late 
Tuesday that it would refor- 
mulate its drinks and remove 
the caffeine. 

The company’s statement 
said it was reformulating the 
drinks after unsuccessfully 
trying to deal with “a difficult 
and politically-charged regula- 
tory environment at both the 
state and federal levels.” 

“We have repeatedly con- 
tended — and still believe, as 
do many people throughout 
the country — that the combi- 
nation of alcohol and caffeine 
is safe,” said Chris Hunter, 
Jeff Wright and Jaisen Free- 


man, who identify themselves 
as Phusion’s three co-found- 
ers and current managing part- 
ners. 

Four Loko comes in several 
varieties, including fruit punch 
and blue raspberry. A single- 
serving 23.5-ounce can sells 
for about $2.50 and has an al- 
cohol content of 12 percent, 
comparable to four beers, ac- 
cording to the company’s web- 
site. 

The FDA said it views Phu- 
sion Projects’ announcement 
as a positive step, but offi- 
cials said they have not yet 
heard directly from the com- 
pany about its timeline for tak- 
ing the drinks off the market. 
The FDA also issued warning 
letters to Charge Beverages 
Corp., New Century Brewing 
Co. and United Brands Com- 
pany Inc. 

Michael Michail, president 
and founder of United Brands, 
expressed disappointment in 
the ruling. He said he is not 
aware of any incidents involv- 
ing his company’s Joose alco- 
holic caffeine drink. 

As of Wednesday, a Four 
Loko Facebook page had more 
than 41,000 fans, and a simi- 
lar Joose page had more than 
27,000 fans. On Four Loko’s 
page, students mourned the 
demise of their favorite drink. 

Many blamed the govern- 
ment for overreaching and 
some said they would make 
their own concoctions. 

Last year the FDA notified 
more than two dozen manu- 
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facturers of caffeinated alco- 
holic beverages that it never 
had specifically approved the 
addition of caffeine to alco- 
holic drinks and began study- 
ing whether it was unsafe 
and should be outlawed. The 
agency noted the mix’s grow- 
ing popularity among col- 
lege students and its potential 
health and safety issues. 

Wednesday’s letters focused 
on seven drinks made by four 
manufacturers, but Deputy 
Commissioner Josh Sharfstein 
said he expects the agency’s 
message to resonate. 

“We expect these warning 
letters to be read across the in- 
dustry,” he said. 

Robert McKenna, Wash- 
ington State Attorney Gen- 
eral, praised the FDA move 
after nine Central Washington 
University students were sent 


to a hospital in October af- 
ter a party where the students 
drank Four Loko. He said the 
drinks’ popularity has danger- 
ously skyrocketed in the past 
two years. 


“We can look around over 
the last couple of years and 
see something has changed, 
something is different,” he 
said. “What we are seeing 
now is striking.”

Lugate also discussed the 
need for all stakeholders to 
prepare for worst case scenar- 
ios, what he calls “Maximum 
of Maximums” - disasters that 
go beyond the capability of 
government resources. He 
emphasized the importance of 
engaging the public in these 
efforts and urged the audience 


to encourage people to visit 
www.Ready.gov for simple 
steps everyone can take to pre- 
pare for disasters. 

Under Lugate ’s leadership, 
LEMA has focused on engag- 
ing a diverse group of stake- 
holders as part of strengthen- 
ing the nation’s emergency 
management team. In Sep- 
tember, LEMA hosted the 
first-ever National “Getting 
Real” Conference, which 
brought together leaders from 
the emergency management 
and disability communities to 
discuss strategies to integrate 
the entire community into 


emergency planning. LEMA 
also recently hosted its first- 
ever Latino Leadership Sum- 
mit and Black Leadership Lo- 
rum, which engaged stake- 
holders in discussions about 
how to better involve the en- 
tire community in emergency 
planning.

1. What is distracted driv- 
ing? 

There are three main types 
of distraction: 

o Visual — taking your eyes 
off the road 

o Manual — taking your 
hands off the wheel 

o Cognitive — taking your 
mind off what you’re doing 

Distracted driving is any non- 
driving activity a person engages 
in while operating a motor ve- 
hicle. Such activities have the 
potential to distract the person 
from the primary task of driving 
and increase the risk of crashing. 

2. Why do people do it? 

There are many reasons for 

distracted driving, including 
busy lifestyles, stressful jobs, 
and the presence of children 
and pets in the car. Many peo- 
ple us technology such as cell 
phones, Blackberrys, and other 
electronic devices as their main 
means of communication. They 
forget to put these devices down 
when they should be paying the 
closest attention to their driving 


for the sake of their own safety 
and that of others. 

3. Who are the offenders, 
and how great a problem is 
this? 

Everyone is guilty to a cer- 
tain extent. The youngest Amer- 
icans are most at risk, but they 
are not alone. At any given mo- 
ment during the daylight hours, 
over 800,000 vehicles are be- 
ing driven by someone using a 
hand-held cell phone. People of 
all ages are using a variety of 
hand-held devices, such as cell 
phones, mp3 players, personal 
digital assistants, and navigation 
devices, when they are behind 
the wheel. 

4. Is it safe to use hands-free 
(headset, speakerphone, or 
other device) cell phones while 
driving? 

The available research indi- 
cates that whether it is a hands- 
free or hand-held device, the 
cognitive distraction is signifi- 
cant enough to degrade a driv- 
er’s performance. The driver is 
more likely to miss key visual 
and audio cues needed to avoid 
a crash.

This year, the Tribal Util- 
ity Authority’s objective is 
to cleanup common commu- 
nity areas as well as resident’s 
yards, removing all solid and 
hazardous waste. 

The Tribal Utility Author- 
ity will be placing large waste 
dumpsters in each commu- 
nity for this purpose. Commu- 
nity members wishing to dis- 
pose of solid waste are asked 
to place the items inside the 
dumpsters for proper disposal. 
If the item(s) are too heavy to 
remove from your yard and / 
or residence, assistance will be 
available to remove the items 
from the yards/residence and 
place them in the dumpsters. 

Please do not place any 
of the following items in the 
dumpsters - tires, batteries, wet 
paint, or any type of refriger- 
ators, or hazardous materials 
like oil, anti-freeze, etc. These 
hazardous materials should 
be placed outside the bins for 
pick-up by the utility authority. 

Hazard waste must be 
placed outside the dumpsters 
for separate pick up. 

Dumpsters will be placed 
within the communities in late 
December. 

The locations for each dump- 
ster will be as follows: 

• Middle Verde - 2 dump- 
sters will be placed at the Med- 
ical/ Dental building located in 
the back of the parking lot by 
the recyclable bins. Where the 
storage container is. 

• Clarkdale - 2 dumpsters 
will be placed across the street 
from the old community build- 
ing. 

• Camp Verde - 1 dumpster 
will be placed behind the Shell 
gas station on the turn around. 

• Tunlii - 1 dumpster will be 


placed at the wastewater treat- 
ment facility. 

• Rimrock - 1 dumpster will 
be placed on the lower area of 
Rimrock reservation. 

Please help to ensure that the 
areas designated for the dump- 


sters do not become an eye- 
sore by ensuring that all house- 
hold waste is placed inside 
the dumpsters. Do not leave 
household waste or other large 
items outside the bins. This 
is an open invitation for dogs, 


cats and other animals to raid 
the area and spread the waste 
throughout our community.
